The team’s suburban headquarters, which spans 25.5 
acres in the expanding Dove Valley Business Park in South 
Arapahoe County, consists of three separate buildings: 


¢ Paul D. Bowlen Memorial Broncos Centre (completed in 1990) 
¢ Strength & Conditioning Complex (completed in 2004) 


¢ Pat Bowlen Fieldhouse (completed in 2014) 

Since the 2014 offseason, the Broncos have invested more than $60 million to renovate its existing 
facility and construct an indoor practice facility adjacent to the team’s current headquarters. The capital 
improvement plan at UCHealth Training Center, which has made the Broncos’ headquarters one of the 
elite training facilities in all of professional sports, included: 

e Expanding the Paul D. Bowlen Memorial Broncos Centre by 27,490 square feet and renovating 
the lobby, team meeting room, training room, player locker room, media room and other existing 
infrastructure. 

¢ Constructing a new commercial kitchen and cafeteria as well as new video operations and football 
technology offices. 


¢ Building a 115,000 square-foot indoor practice facility—the Pat Bowlen Fieldhouse—west of the 
current practice fields that includes an 85,000 square-foot fieldhouse as well as a 30,000 square- 
foot support space. . . 

e Adding more than 3,000 square feet of conference space 
along with several new offices and workspaces. 

¢ Updating the strength and conditioning facilities with new 
performance flooring, equipment and decor. 

e Enhancing the new indoor full-length field with a locker 
room and football service area. 

¢ Accompanying the Pat Bowlen Fieldhouse with meeting 
spaces, a TV/digital studio and a Broncos retail outlet. 

¢ Improving the training camp experience for fans by creating 
a larger public viewing area, including new ADA seating, 
adding additional parking and improving restroom facilities. 

¢ Modernizing and expanding main team meeting room by 
1,650 square feet in addition to updating all of the breakout 
position group meeting rooms.

The series of small buildings served as the club’s home 
until the UCHealth Training Center in Englewood, Colo., was completed in 1990.

ob Walton is in his first year as Owner of the Denver Broncos. He 
leads the Walton-Penner Family Ownership Group, which was unan- 
imously approved to purchase the team on Aug. 9, 2022. 

A business leader and conservationist, Walton served as Walmart’s 
chairman of the board of directors from 1992-2015 and has been an active 
advocate for global sustainability and environmental conservation. He 
joined Walmart in 1969, and prior to becoming chairman, he held a variety 
of positions with the company, including senior vice president, corporate 
secretary, general counsel and vice chairman.

Serving as Chairman of After School Matters, Hobson is involved in this Chicago non-profit that 
provides area inner-city teens with high-quality after school and summer programs. Additionally, 
she is vice chair of World Business Chicago, co-chair of the Lucas Museum of Narrative Art and a 
board member of the George Lucas Education Foundation and Bloomberg Philanthropies. 

Hobson also serves on the board of trustees of both the Center for Strategic & International 
Studies and the Los Angeles County Museum of Art (LACMA). She is a member of the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences and the Rockefeller Foundation Board of Trustees while also serving 
on the executive committee of the Investment Company Institute.

2022 as part of the Walton-Penner Family Ownership Group. 

A highly respected public servant, accomplished academic and corporate 
leader, Rice is the Tad and Dianne Taube Director of the Hoover Institution 
and the Thomas and Barbara Stephenson Senior Fellow on Public Policy. In 
addition, she is a founding partner of Rice, Hadley, Gates & Manuel LLC, an 
international strategic consulting firm. 

A Professor of Political Science at Stanford University, Rice has served on the school’s faculty 
since 1981. She has won two of the university’s highest teaching honors, receiving the 1984 Walter 
J. Gores Award for Excellence in Teaching and the 1993 School of Humanities and Sciences Dean’s 
Award for Distinguished Teaching. 

In 2013, Rice was appointed to the inaugural College Football Playoff Selection Committee, for- 
merly the Bowl Championship Series. She served on the committee until 2017. 

From 2005-09, Rice served as the 66th Secretary of State of the United States, becoming the 
second woman and first Black woman to hold the post. She also worked as President George 
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W. Bush’s National Security Advisor from 2001-05 and served on President George H.W. Bush’s 
National Security Council staff from 1989-91. 

Rice served as Stanford University’s provost from 1993-99, during which time she was the 
institution’s chief budget and academic officer. As provost, she was responsible for a $1.5 billion 
annual budget and an academic program involving 1,400 faculty members and 14,000 students. 

In 1997, Rice also served on the Federal Advisory Committee on Gender-Integrated Training 
in the Military. 

Rice currently serves on the boards of C3.ai, an Al software company; and Makena Capital 
Management, a private endowment firm. In addition, she is Vice Chair of the Board of Governors of 
the Boys & Girls Clubs of America and a trustee of the Aspen Institute. 

An active proponent of an extended learning day through after-school programs, Rice in 1991 
co-founded the Center for a New Generation. CNG is innovative, after-school academic enrichment 
program for students in East Palo Alto and East Menlo Park, Calif. CNG has since merged with and 
expanded to several Boys & Girls Clubs of America chapters around the country. 

Born in Birmingham, Ala., Rice earned a bachelor’s degree in political science, cum laude and 
Phi Beta Kappa, from the University of Denver before receiving a master’s degree in the same sub- 
ject from the University of Notre Dame. She went on to earn a Ph.D. in political science from the 
Graduate School of International Studies at the University of Denver. 

A Fellow of the American Academy of Arts & Sciences, Rice has been awarded 15 honorary doctorates.

ir Lewis Hamilton is in his first season as an owner of the Denver 
Broncos in 2022 as part of the Walton-Penner Family Ownership Group. 

A fierce advocate for global equality and seven-time World Champion, 
Hamilton is considered the most successful Formula One driver of all time. In 
addition to his record-tying seven World Championships, he holds F1 career 
marks for wins, pole positions and podium finishes. 

Currently competing for Mercedes-Benz, Hamilton finished either first or 
second in eight of his first nine seasons racing with the team. This includes 
an unprecedented six World Championships in a seven-year span from 2014-20. 

Hamilton made his F1 debut in 2007 with McLaren and turned in one of the most remarkable 
rookie performances in history, finishing as runner-up in the World Drivers’ Championship by a 
single point. A year later, he became the then-youngest Formula One World Champion in history 
after totaling five victories and 10 podium finishes. 

In addition to his dominance on the racetrack, Hamilton has also become a prominent advocate in 
support of activism to combat racism and push for increased diversity in motorsport. 

Named one of TIME magazine’s “100 most influential people in the world” in 2020, Hamilton also 
was recognized as the inaugural recipient of the 2021 Laureus Athlete Advocate of the Year Award 
for his involvement in the fight against racism. 

In June 2020, he established the Hamilton Commission with the Royal Academy of Engineering 
to find ways in which motorsport can engage more youth from Black backgrounds. The partnership 
provides opportunities to employ candidates in motorsport as well as throughout the fields of sci- 
ence, technology, engineering and mathematics (STEM). 

Building on the recommendations of the Hamilton Commission, he launched Mission 44, a char- 
itable foundation created to empower youth from underserved communities and help achieve their 
ambitions in wider society. Specifically, the foundation supports organizations and programs that 
narrow the gap in employment and education. 

Born in Stevenage, Hertfordshire, England, Hamilton was knighted by the Prince of Wales in the 
2021 New Year Honours for his services to motorsport. He became just the fourth grand prix driver 
to be knighted and the first to be awarded the honor while still competing. 

Hamilton has maintained a residence in Colorado for many years, spending time in the state 
during the winter months and racing offseason.

amani Leech enters his first season as President of the Denver Broncos 
in 2022 after he was named to that position by Owner/CEO Greg Penner 
on Aug. 11, 2022. 

Reporting directly to Penner, Leech is a highly respected sports executive 
and innovator with 25 years of experience at both the professional and col- 
legiate levels. He joined the Broncos after serving as Chief Operating Officer 
= of NFL International for the last three seasons as part of eight years at the 

league office. 

Leech leads the business operations of the Broncos and Stadium Management Company, which 
Operates Empower Field at Mile High. Collaborating with the ownership group and the Broncos’ 
Executive Team, he maintains a presence at both UCHealth Training Center and Empower Field at 
Mile High with responsibilities focused on business development, fan engagement and organiza- 
tional innovation. 

Leech’s role with the Broncos includes oversight of all areas pertaining to the fan experience, 
revenue generation, finance, corporate partnerships, ticketing, facilities and stadium management, 
information technology, communications, marketing and community development. 

A rising executive with the NFL since 2015, Leech spent the previous eight years in leadership 
positions at the league office with a key role in growing the game internationally as well as through 
business development and strategy initiatives. He joined the NFL after more than 17 years of expe- 
rience at the NCAA national office in Indianapolis. 

Serving as COO of NFL International from 2019-22, Leech oversaw all of the league’s inter- 
national operations in key markets—part of an international NFL fan base exceeding 200 million 
people—that include Australia, Africa, Brazil, Canada, China and Mexico. He guided the creation 
and execution of various NFL international initiatives, leading a diverse and talented team of more 
than 40 staff across offices in Toronto, Mexico City, Shanghai, Los Angeles and New York. 

Additionally, Leech was heavily involved in the expansion of the NFL’s International Games—as 
the League committed part of its expanded, 17-game season inventory to international games—as 
well as its International Player Pathway program to identify and develop elite international pros- 
pects who, as “local heroes” in their home countries, help the NFL grow fandom abroad. 

Joining the NFL in 2015 as Vice President of Football Strategy and Business Development, Leech 
spent five years developing strategies and innovations that positioned football for future growth 
and enhancements. Working collaboratively across various departments, Leech led the develop- 
ment of numerous programs to drive growth for the league, including its Football Quality Index, 
expanded distribution of Next Gen Stats, the re-birth of the Pro Bowl Skills Showdown and leading 
the creation of a Future of Football committee of club representatives. 

Beginning his career at the NCAA in 1998 as an intern, Leech progressively increased his respon- 
sibilities and ascended to its Managing Director of Championships role from 2013-15. In that role, 
he provided strategic oversight and direction for eight NCAA championships, including football, 
baseball and key Olympic sports, while managing the postseason bowl certification process. 

Leech also was involved in fan development and engagement initiatives with the NCAA, including 
the rebranding of the College World Series and the development of a new $140 million stadium to 
host college baseball’s premiere event. 

A Sports Business Journal “40 under 40 winner” in 2014, Leech received the NFL Commissioner’s 
Award for helping launch the Black Engagement Network at the League office in 2018. He earned 
a bachelor of arts degree in public policy and international affairs from Princeton University in 
1998 before receiving a master of arts degree in higher education administration from Indiana 
University in 2004. 

At Princeton, Leech was a three-time first-team All-lvy League selection as a defensive back who 
earned third-team All-America honors. 

A native of Tacoma, Wash., Leech is married to Dr. Tamara Leech with two daughters: Brianna 
and Simone. 
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GENERAL MANAGER 


eorge Paton, a 26-year personnel executive with a wealth of NFL 

experience overseeing year-round personnel transactions, enters his 
second season as general manager of the Denver Broncos. He was hired on 
Jan. 13, 2021. 

Following his first season with the team, Paton (pronounced: Peyton), 
along with the football personnel department, was awarded the Best Draft 
Award during the 13th annual Inside the League Combine Seminar. The 
Broncos became the fifth team—and second AFC club—to garner the dis- 
tinction since its inception in 2017. 

With his first two draft selections as general manager, Paton selected CB Pat Surtain Il (Rd. 1, 
Pick 9) and RB Javonte Williams (Rd. 2, Pick 35). In addition to winning NFL Rookie of the Week 
honors in Week 9 and 14, respectively, both Surtain and Williams were named to the Pro Football 
Writers of America (PFWA) All-Rookie Team following their inaugural campaigns. 

Prior to the Broncos, Paton most recently served as Minnesota’s Vice President of Player 
Personnel/Assistant General Manager. During his 14 seasons with the Vikings, he worked directly 
with General Manager Rick Spielman on all salary cap and player acquisition decisions in addition 
to helping establish the team’s analytics department. 

Paton earned two formal promotions with the Vikings, holding titles of Director of Player 
Personnel (2007-11) and Assistant General Manager (2012-20) before adding the Vice President 
of Player Personnel role in 2018. Prior to joining Minnesota, he spent six seasons as Director of 
Pro Personnel with Miami (2001-06), working with Head Coach Nick Saban during his final two 
years with the team. 

Paton started his NFL career with Chicago in 1997 as a scouting assistant, ascending to Pro 
a from 1998-99 and Assistant Director of Pro Personnel from 2000-01 before joining Spielman 
in Miami. 

In Paton’s 14 seasons with Minnesota (2007-20), the Vikings made six playoff appearances— 
with six different starting quarterbacks—while winning four division titles and advancing to a pair 
of NFC Championship Games. He played a key role in the Vikings’ acquisition of 22 Pro Bowlers 
through the draft (15), college free agency (2), veteran free agency (4) and trade (1) during his 
time in Minnesota. 

No team selected more future Pro Bowlers (13) than the Vikings from 2011-20. Those acquisi- 
tions included wide receiver Justin Jefferson (2020), running back Dalvin Cook (2017), defensive 
end Danielle Hunter (2015), wide receiver Stefon Diggs (2015), linebacker Anthony Barr (2014), 
cornerback Xavier Rhodes (2013) and safety Harrison Smith (2012). 

Of the 15 first-round selections by the Vikings during Paton’s involvement with the team’s draft 
(2008-20), four rookies were chosen to the Pro Bowl—including Offensive Rookie of the Year Percy 
Harvin in 2009—while 14 players became primary starters in their initial seasons. The Vikings 
made 26 first-, second- or third-round draft picks from 2012-2020 with an NFC-best 92.3% of 
those players still playing in the NFL in 2020. 

Paton has also displayed an ability to find impact players such as Cook (2nd round- 2017), line- 
backer Eric Kendricks (2nd round — 2015), Hunter (3rd round — 2015), wide receiver Adam Thielen 
(CFA- 2013), tight end Kyle Rudolph (2nd round — 2011) and defensive end Everson Griffen (4th 
round- 2010) outside of the first round. 

Coming off the second-best record in the NFC (50-29-1, .631) from 2015-2019, the Vikings retooled 
their roster in 2020 and used 15 selections—an NFL record for a seven-round draft. Minnesota’s draft 
haul included Jefferson, who was the only offensive rookie Pro Bowler this year after setting the NFL 
single-season rookie record for receiving yards (1,400). Jefferson was selected 22nd overall and with 
one of four picks that were acquired from Buffalo in an offseason trade for Diggs. 

In the five seasons preceding 2020, Minnesota earned three playoff appearances (2015, 17 & ’19) 
and made the 2017 NFC Championship Game. Paton helped build three playoff teams during that span 
quarterbacked by Bridgewater (2015), Sam Bradford/Case Keenum (2017) and Kirk Cousins (2019). 

Following a berth in the NFC Championship and a 13-win season in 2017, Minnesota was aggres- 
sive in signing unrestricted free-agent Cousins to a three-year contract. He was named to the Pro 
Bowl during his second season with the team in 2019 and is the league’s seventh-rated passer 
(103.6 rtg.) during the last three seasons. 

Bridgewater, who was selected with the last pick of the first-round in the 2014 NFL Draft, led the 
Vikings to the postseason with an NFC North title and an 11-5 regular-season record in 2015. He 
would suffer a career-threatening knee injury during training camp in 2016, leading to Minnesota’s 
front office trading for Bradford during training camp.

In 2012, the Vikings made their first of four playoffs appearances in the decade behind sec- 
ond-year quarterback Christian Ponder. Paton was also instrumental in the building of back-to-back 
NFC North Champions in 2008 and ’09 as the Vikings won the second-most games (22) in the NFL 
during that span. 

Quarterback Brett Favre, who was signed as a street free agent and chosen to his 11th career 
Pro Bowl in 2009, piloted the team to a 12-4 record and a spot in the NFC Championship Game. In 
2008, Paton assisted in trading for defensive end Jared Allen, who would go on to make four Pro 
Bowls with the Vikings. Quarterbacks Gus Frerotte and Tarvaris Jackson split time as starters as 
the club would win 10 games that season. 

Paton was a four-year letter winner as a defensive back at UCLA from 1988-91 before playing 
professionally in Italy and Austria. He began his career as head coach of the sophomore football 
team at his alma mater Loyola High School in Los Angeles. 

Paton, 51, and his wife, Barbara, have two children: Bella and Beau.

Playing for Hackett, Packers quarterback Aaron Rodgers earned his third and fourth career MVP 
honors, winning the award in consecutive seasons from 2020-21. Over the last three seasons, All- 
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Pro wide receiver Davante Adams ranked second in the NFL in receptions (321), receiving yards 
(3,924) and receiving touchdowns (34) while posting two of the Top 3 single-season reception 
marks by a Packer (123 in 2021; 115 in 2020). 

Most recently in 2021, Green Bay’s offense ranked in the Top 10 in average time of possession 
(30:36-5th), third-down percentage (41.7%-—T-7th), scoring (26.5-T-9th), yards per game (365.6- 
10th), total yards (6,215—-10th) and total points (450-10th). Additionally, the Packers finished with 
the fewest giveaways (13) in the NFL. 

In 2020, Hackett helped the Packers’ offense rank No. 1 in scoring (31.8), touchdowns (66), 
fewest giveaways (franchise-record 11), red zone TD percentage (team-record 80%) and time of 
possession (32:29) while ranking No. 2 in third-down percentage (team-record 49.4). Green Bay 
became just the third team in league history to record 500-plus points and commit 11 or fewer 
giveaways in a single season. 

That season, the Packers featured four players (Rodgers, Adams, T David Bakhtiari and C Corey 
Linsley) who earned first-team All-Pro honors—Green Bay’s most first-team selections on offense 
since 1962 (6). 

During Reivers MVP season in 2020, he led the NFL in passer rating (121.5), passing touchdowns 
(team-record 48), completion percentage (team-record 70.7) and interception percentage (0.95). 
He became the first quarterback to lead the league in all four categories since Steve Young in 1992. 

Additionally in 2020, Adams set a single-season franchise record with 115 receptions and tied 
the single-season team mark with 18 receiving touchdowns. Adams became the first player in NFL 
history to register 100-plus receptions and 18-plus touchdown catches in a season. 

In Hackett’s first season with the Packers in 2019, he helped guide the offense to a No. 2 ranking 
in giveaways (13), which tied for the second-best mark in team annals. The Packers’ offense ranked 
No. 1 in zero-giveaway games (9) and featured running back Aaron Jones who tallied a league-best 
16 rushing touchdowns. 

Hackett spent four seasons with the Jacksonville Jaguars (2015-18), beginning as quarterbacks 
coach for the club before taking over as the offensive coordinator and play-caller beginning in Week 
9 of the 2016 season. 

In 2017, Hackett helped the Jaguars lead the league in rushing (141.4 ypg) for the first time 
in team history en route to an appearance in the AFC Championship Game. Jacksonville posted a 
league-best 11 games with 135-plus rushing yards—four more than any other team in “17—and 
allowed a franchise-low 24 sacks on the season (No. 3 in the NFL). Hackett also guided the offense 
to a No. 2 ranking in the NFL in red zone TD percentage (64.0)—the top mark in team annals—and 
a No. 1 league ranking in goal-to-go touchdown percentage (85.7). 

Under Hackett’s tutelage as quarterbacks coach in 2015, Blake Bortles set single-season franchise 
records in passing TDs (35), passing yards (4,428), completions (355) and attempts (606). At the 
time, Bortles was just the third quarterback in league history (Steve Young, 1998; Daunte Culpepper, 
2004) to post 4,000 passing yards, 35-plus passing TDs and 300-plus rushing yards in a season. 

Prior to joining the Jaguars, Hackett directed a Bills offense in 2014 that registered an 86.0 
passer rating, the top mark by the team since 2002. Buffalo’s quarterbacks combined for only 13 
interceptions—the third fewest in franchise history to that point—and the offense registered 33 
plays of 25-plus yards, the sixth most in the NFL and most by a Bills team since 2000. 


Nathaniel Hackett, who was named Head Coach of the Denver Broncos on Jan. 28, 2022, is the 18th head 
coach since the franchise’s first year in 1960.

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In his first season as an NFL offensive coordinator (2013), Hackett oversaw a Bills offense that 
ranked No. 2 in the NFL in rushing (144.2 ypg), the best average posted by Buffalo since 1992 
(152.3 ypg). Buffalo’s rushing attack was led by running backs C.J. Spiller (933 yards) and Fred 
Jackson (890 yards), who became the first duo in franchise history to both register 875-plus 
rushing yards in the same season and were the lone teammate tandem in the NFL to do so in 2013. 

Hackett joined the Bills after three seasons at Syracuse University, serving as offensive coordina- 
tor and tight ends coach (2011-12) and quarterbacks/passing game/tight ends coach (2010). Under 
his guidance, the Orange offense set numerous school records in 2012, including total offense 
476.0), passing yards (3,757), touchdown passes (26), completions (295) and first downs (328). 

yracuse featured a 3,000-yard passer, a 1,000-yard rusher and a 1,000-yard receiver in 2012 for 
the first time in school history. 

Prior to joining Syracuse, Hackett served four seasons as an offensive quality control coach in 
the NFL, first with Tampa Bay (2006-07) and then with Buffalo (2008-09). 

Before Hackett’s first four years at the NFL level, he spent three seasons at Stanford University 
working as the specialists coach/recruiting coordinator (2005) and as an assistant to the offensive 
and defensive coordinators (2003-04). Hackett began his coaching career in 2003 at his alma 
mater, the University of California-Davis, where he served as assistant linebackers coach. 

A four-year letterman at UC Davis, Hackett played linebacker and served as the team’s long 
snapper from 1999-2002. Hackett was part of teams that finished with a combined 41-9 record 
while reaching the playoffs in all four of his collegiate seasons. 

Hackett’s father, Paul, coached 42 seasons (1969-2010) at the collegiate and professional 
levels, most recently serving as the quarterbacks coach for the Oakland Raiders from 2009-10. 
Paul Hackett served as head coach at the University of Pittsburgh (1989-92) and the University of 
Southern California (1998-2000) in addition to being an offensive coordinator for the Kansas City 
Chiefs (1993-97) and N.Y. Jets (2001-04). 

Born on Dec. 19, 1979, in Fullerton, Calif., Hackett is married to wife, Megan, and the couple has 
two sons, Harrison and London, and two daughters, Briar and Everly.

his career, totaling a career-high 76 tackles (62 solo), four 
interceptions (41 yds.), 16 passes defensed, one forced fumble and one fumble recovery. 

Among teams who participated in the 2022 NFL playoffs, the Rams ranked second in total yards 
per game (282.3) and third in passing yards per contest (222.0) while generating at least one 
interception in each of the team’s first three playoff games. The Rams surrendered just 18.8 points 
per game en route to a 23-20 victory over Cincinnati in Super Bowl LVI. 

In 2020, Evero oversaw the backend of the league’s top-ranked defense. The Rams ranked first 
in scoring defense (18.5), total yards per game (281.9) and passing yards per contest (190.7) while 
finishing in the Top 10 in sacks (653—2nd) and rushing yards per game (91.3—3rd). 

From 2017-19, the Rams collected a combined 49 interceptions which ranked second in the 
league over that span. The club tallied 18 interceptions in consecutive seasons from 2017-18 and 
featured four safeties who totaled 12 picks in the two-year period. 

Before joining the Rams, Evero spent the 2016 season as a defensive quality control coach for 
Green Bay. He coached under current Broncos Senior Defensive Assistant Dom Capers and was 
part of a coaching staff that helped lead the Packers to a 10-6 record. 

Preceding his time in Green Bay, Evero coached five seasons with San Francisco, performing 
three roles during that span. He held positions of defensive assistant (2014-15) and offensive 
assistant (2012-13) after beginning his tenure as a quality control coach (2011). 

Evero spent the 2010 season coaching at the University of Redlands (Calif.), who is a member 
of NCAA Division III and the Southern California Intercollegiate Athletic Conference. He served as 
special teams coordinator/defensive backs coach and was part of a coaching staff that led the team 
to an 8-1 record that season. 

Evero broke into the NFL in 2007 as a defensive quality control coach for Tampa Bay and 
performed the role for three seasons from 2007-09. He began his coaching career working as an 
assistant coach at his alma mater, University of California-Davis, from 2005-06. 

As a player, Evero was a four-year letterman (1999-2000, ’02-03) at UC Davis, starting at safety 
for three seasons. He was a two-time captain for the Aggies and was twice named a Division II 
All-American (2002-03). 

In addition to his undergraduate degree, Evero went on to earn his master’s degree in business 
administration from National University in 2006.

NFL, Outten spent eight seasons (2008-15) coaching at 
Westfield High School in Houston after beginning his 
coaching career at Syracuse University (2007). 

Most recently, Outten coached a Packers’ tight end unit 
that collectively tallied 60-plus catches and 700-plus receiv- 
ing yards in each of his three seasons. During his tenure in Green Bay, six different tight ends regis- 
tered at least one touchdown reception, which tied for the second-most in the NFL during that span. 

In 2020, Outten coached tight end Robert Tonyan, who recorded 52 receptions for 586 yards 
(11.3 avg.). Tonyan totaled 11 touchdown receptions to set the single-season franchise mark for 
the position and tie All-Pro Travis Kelce for the league lead among tight ends.

From 2016-18, Atlanta ranked in the Top 10 in numerous offensive categories, including yards 
per play (6.26—1st), total yards per game (389.9—3rd), passing yards per contest (278.5—3rd) 
and scoring offense (27.2—4th). Following the 2018 season, Outten was promoted to assistant 
offensive line coach before joining the Packers. 

Prior to Atlanta, Outten coached at Westfield High School, where he served as assistant head coach, 
offensive coordinator and offensive line coach during his tenure. In his eight years at Westfield, Outten 
was part of a staff that helped 24 offensive linemen receive scholarships to play at the collegiate level. 

A three-year letterwinner at Syracuse, Outten began his coaching career in 2007, serving as 
a graduate assistant for the Orange. Over his final two seasons as a player (2005-06), Outten 
appeared in all 23 games (22 starts) at center and was named team captain as a senior. 

Outten is married to wife, Vanessa, and the couple has one daughter, Bella, and one son, Jayce.

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Under Stukes’ watch, three teams have posted a season in they’ve recorded the NFL’s sec- 
ond-highest field goal percentage. Rams (94.1%, 2021), Giants (94.5%, 2016) and Buccaneers 
(92.8%, 2011) finished their respective seasons ranked second in field goal percentage. 

In 2021, Stukes helped coach a special teams unit that ranked fifth in punt return average (11.3) 
and punt return average against (6.7). Additionally, the Rams ranked second in field goal percent- 
age (94.1%), with Gay making 32-of-34 field goal attempts and 48-of-49 (98.0%) extra points. 

Stukes also worked with wide receiver Brandon Powell, who in the 2022 NFL playoffs, led all 
players in punt return yards (104) and ranked fourth in kickoff return yards (88). He was the only 
player to accumulate at least 75 punt and kickoff return yards in the postseason. 

Prior to the L.A. Rams, Stukes was a defensive assistant for Jacksonville from 2019-20. He was 
part of a defensive coaching staff in 2019 that helped two players (DE Calais Campbell, CB Jalen 
Ramsey) earn Pro Bowl nods. 

Preceding his time with the Jaguars, Stukes was the assistant special teams coach for the Giants 
and Bears for a combined four seasons (2013-14, 16-17). In 2016, the Giants collected the league’s 
second-best field goal percentage (95.5%) and ranked seventh in kickoff return average (23.8). 

During Stukes’ two seasons in Chicago, the Bears’ special teams unit led the league in kickoff 
return average against in both seasons, allowing just 18.8 kickoff return yards in 2013 and 17.5 in 
2014.

As a position coach in the collegiate ranks, Adams produced at least one all-conference performer 
in all but one year dating back to the 2009 season. In addition, he worked as a defensive coordinator 
for five seasons across two institutions and helped those teams tally a combined 35-15 record with 
three NCAA playoff appearances. 

During his seven seasons with the Wildcats, Adams served as running backs coach (2015-16) 
and special teams coordinator/cornerbacks coach (2017-18) before serving as defensive coordina- 
tor from 2019-21. In his five seasons working with defensive backs at Villanova, Adams coached 
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five DBs who signed NFL contracts, including CB Christian Benford who was selected by Buffalo in 
the sixth round (185th overall) of the 2022 NFL Draft.

for 742 yards (14.5 avg.) and was the only NFL player with at least 75 targets and zero drops this 
past season (according to SportRadar). 

In 2019, Azzanni coached Sutton to his first career Pro Bowl selection in just his second pro 
season after leading the team with 72 receptions for 1,112 yards with six touchdowns. Sutton, 
who totaled the most receiving yards (1,816) and receiving touchdowns (10) in franchise history 
through his first two NFL seasons, became the first receiver in team history to be named to the Pro 
Bowl by his second professional season. 

Denver’s receiver group in 2018 featured little NFL experience behind veterans Demaryius 
Thomas and Emmanuel Sanders, who only played eight and 12 games, respectively because they 
were traded (Thomas) or injured (Sanders). 

Azzanni was instrumental in developing first-year receivers Sutton lee 4 TDs), DaeSean 
Hamilton (30-243, 2 TDs) and Patrick (23-315, 1 TD), who combined for 95 receptions for 1,262 yards 
(13.3 avg.) with seven touchdowns. Sutton’s 704 receiving yards ranked fourth in franchise history 
for a rookie as he became the team’s No. 1 receiving option during the last four weeks of the season. 

Before his lone season coaching wide receivers for the Bears, Azzanni spent four years at the 
University of Tennessee. He joined the Vols as wide receivers coach/recruiting coordinator in 2013 
before being promoted to passing game coordinator/wide receivers coach in 2015. 

Tennessee went to three consecutive bowl games from 2014-16, winning each contest while 
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averaging nearly 43 points per outing. The Vols’ passing attack in 2016, which featured six different 
players with at least 200 yards receiving, helped the offense set school records for single-season 
points (473) and touchdowns (63). 

Prior to joining Tennessee’s staff, Azzanni spent one season each at the University of Wisconsin 
(2012 — wide receivers coach), Western Kentucky University (2011 — offensive coordinator/wide 
receivers) and the University of Florida (2010 — wide receivers/passing game coordinator). Azzanni 
coached in three bowl games at Florida and Wisconsin, including two BCS Bowls (Rose, Sugar), 
and won the Big Ten Championship in 2012. 

In his lone season at Western Kentucky, the Hilltoppers featured college football’s second lead- 
ing rusher in Bobby Rainey (141.3 ypg) while Jack Doyle ranked fifth in the nation among tight 
ends with 614 receiving yards. 

Azzanni was hired by Florida as wide receivers coach/passing game coordinator after the conclusion 
of the 2009 college regular season. In his first game coaching with the Gators—the 2010 Sugar Bowl— 
quarterback Tim Tebow threw for a career-high 482 yards in the Gators’ 51-24 win against Cincinnati. 

Azzanni spent three years as assistant head coach/wide receivers at his alma mater, Central 
Michigan University, from 2007-09 and won a pair of Mid-American Conference Championships. 
He was the lead recruiter for wide receiver Antonio Brown and tackle Eric Fisher, who was the No. 
1 overall pick by the Kansas City Chiefs in the 2013 NFL Draft.

In 2021, the Rams totaled the sixth-best rushing 
defense in the league, allowing 103.2 rushing yards per game. The defense accumulated the NFL’s 
third-highest sack total (50) and ranked second in sack yards (367). 

In addition to the regular-season success, the Rams’ defensive line contributed to the team rank- 
ing first in rushing yards per game (60.3) and sacks (12) during the 2022 NFL playoffs. In Super 
Bowl LVI, the Rams collected seven sacks (43 yds.)—including three by the defensive line—en 
route to a 23-20 victory over the Cincinnati Bengals. 

During his time with the Rams, Dixon help coached defensive tackle Aaron Donald to consecu- 
tive Pro Football Writers of America All-NFL teams along with back-to-back All-Pro and Pro Bowl 
selections. Donald also earned Associated Press Defensive Player of the Year honors in Dixon’s 
first season with team. 

Prior to the Rams, Dixon coached three years (2017-19) at Hampton University, where he was a 
four-year starter as a player. He worked as director of player development for all three seasons while 
serving as defensive ends coach/recruiting coordinator (2019) and defensive line coach (2017-18). 

As a player, Dixon logged three seasons with the N.Y. Jets from 2010-12 after originally entering 
the NFL with the Cowboys in 2008. He played 22 career games, recording 21 tackles (15 solo), 2.5 
sacks (14 yds.), one pass defensed, one forced fumble and one fumble recovery. 

A native of Rome, Ga., Dixon is married to wife, Tesa (pronounced: TEE-sa), and the couple has 
two children Madylin and Rhylee. He was born on Sept. 16, 1984.

During his second stint with Stanford, the team accumulated a 52-27 regular-season record 
and amassed five eight-win seasons. Stanford went to a bowl game in each of Hansen’s first five 
seasons, winning four of the five contests. 

Hansen was part of a defensive coaching staff that helped Stanford produce a Top three Pac-12 
scoring defense each year from 2014-17. The team also finished in the Top three in yards per game 
in 2014 (287.4— 1st) and 15 (374.5—3rd). 

In Hansen’s six seasons as inside linebackers coach at Stanford, Blake Martinez (Green Bay, 
2016) and Bobby Okereke (Indianapolis, 2019) were selected in the NFL Draft. Martinez, who led 
the Pac-12 in tackles (141) in 2015, was selected by Green Bay in the fourth round (131st overall) 
of the 2016 NFL Draft while Okereke was chosen in the third round (89th overall) of the 2019 draft 
after leading Stanford in tackles in consecutive seasons (2017-18). 

Preceding his time at Stanford, Hansen spent three seasons as a defensive assistant/quality 
control coach with San Francisco from 2011-13. In that span, the 49ers collected a 36-11-1 reg- 
ular-season record and advanced to three consecutive NFC Championship Games and one Super 
Bowl appearance. 

Prior to his first stint at Stanford, Hansen was an assistant coach at Palo Alto (Calif.) High School 
for four seasons (2004-07), where he worked primarily with the tight ends and defensive ends. 
After his first two seasons on staff, Hansen was promoted to defensive coordinator from 2006-07. 

Hansen was a two-sport athlete at the University of Arizona, playing both football and basketball. 
On the football field, Hansen earned second-team All-Pac 10 honors as a special teams performer 
in 2000 while also being a member of the Wildcats’ basketball team during the 1999-2000 and 
2001-02 seasons.

defense (329.4 ypg) and third in the league in opponent third-down percentage (35.9). 

Defensive ends Mario Williams, Antonio Smith and J.J. Watt combined for five Pro Bowls playing 
for Kollar in Houston. Watt, who was named NFL Defensive Player of the Year by the Associated 
Press following the 2012 and 2014 seasons, led the league with 51 sacks during his four seasons 
under Te and became the first player in league history to post multiple campaigns with 20 or 
more sacks. 

Kollar spent three years in Buffalo (2006-08), where he coached future All-Pro defensive tackle 
Kyle Williams and two-time Pro Bowl defensive end Aaron Schobel. Williams started 43-of-48 
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games to begin his NFL career under Kollar, while Schobel was selected to play in consecutive 
Pro Bowls beginning in 2006 when he posted a career-high 14 sacks to rank second in the AFC. 

Prior to his three-year stint with Buffalo, he spent five seasons coaching the defensive line in St. 
Louis. Defensive end Leonard Little ranked fifth in the NFL with 55.5 sacks during that span and 
was named to the Pro Bowl in 2003. Kollar’s defensive line was instrumental in the Rams’ 2001 
Super Bowl run as the club ranked third in the NFL in rush defense (85.9 ypg) while tying for the 
seventh-most sacks (45) in the league. 

Kollar spent more than a decade (1990-2000) coaching the defensive line for the Falcons, high- 
lighted by an NFC Championship in 1998 and an appearance in Super Bowl XXXII against Denver. 
Pro Football Hall of Fame defensive end Chris Doleman played two seasons (1994-95) for Kollar 
and totaled 16 sacks for the Falcons, including nine quarterback takedowns in 1995 to earn his 
seventh career Pro Bowl selection. 

A defensive lineman for eight seasons with Cincinnati (1974-76) and Tampa Bay (1977-81) after 
being selected by the Bengals in the first round (23rd overall) of the 1974 NFL Draft, Kollar began 
his coaching career as a defensive assistant/special teams with the Buccaneers in 1984. 

Kollar spent a year as a graduate assistant at the University of Illinois in 1985 before being 
promoted to coach the defensive line and special teams for the Illini from 1986-87. He coached 
the same position for Purdue University from 1988-89 before beginning his NFL career with the 
Falcons in 1990. 

An All-American defensive lineman at Montana State University, Kollar went on to earn Most 
Valuable Player honors at the 1974 Senior Bowl and was inducted into the Senior Bowl Hall of 
Fame in 2014. 

Kollar and his wife, Jan, have two sons, Chad and Clint. He was born in Warren, Ohio.

From 2019-21, Kubiak coached Vikings quarterback Kirk Cousins, who in that span, ranked 
in the Top 10 in passing touchdowns (94—5dth), passing yards (12,089—6th), completion per- 
centage (67.6—/th) and completions (1,028—9th). In addition, Kubiak was part of an offensive 
coaching staff that produced a 3,500-yard passer, 1,000-yard rusher and 1,000-yard receiver in 
all three seasons. 

In 2021, wide receiver Justin Jefferson ranked in the Top 10 in receiving yards (1,616—2nd), 
receptions (108—4th) and receiving touchdowns (10—T-6th) in his second season while Cousins 
produced the third 4,000-yard, 30-touchdown campaign of his career. Kubiak’s offense ranked tied 
for first in fewest interceptions (7) and total giveaways (13) and allowed the fifth-fewest sacks 
(30) in the league. 

As the Vikings quarterbacks coach from 2019-20, Cousins enjoyed the best two-season stretch 
of his career, posting career highs in several passing categories. Over the two-year stretch, Cousins 
became the first Vikings quarterback to post consecutive 100+ passer rating seasons while throw- 
ing for 35 touchdowns in 2019, the second most for a single season in team history. 

In addition, Kubiak coached Cousins to two of the highest passer rating seasons in team histo- 
ry. Cousins’ 107.4 passer rating in 2019 was the second highest for a Vikings’ passer in a single 
season while his 105.0 rating in 2020 ranked fifth in team annals. 
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Prior to his second stint with Minnesota, Kubiak spent three seasons in Denver, serving as an 
offensive assistant/quarterbacks coach. After being promoted to the primary quarterbacks coach 
over the final six weeks of the 2017 regular season, quarterbacks Trevor Siemian and Paxton Lynch 
combined to throw for nearly twice as many touchdowns (20) as interceptions (11), while quar- 
terback Case Keenum tallied career highs in completions (365) and passing yards (3,890) during 
the 2018 campaign. 

Before coming to Denver, Kubiak instructed wide receivers at the University of Kansas in 2015. 
He broke into the NFL as a quality control/assistant wide receivers coach for the Vikings from 
2013-14. 

Kubiak began his coaching career at Texas A&M University as a quality control/offense coach 
from 2010-11 and as a graduate assistant/inside receivers coach in 2012. During his three seasons 
with the Aggies, Kubiak earned his master’s degree in human resource development. 

A four-year letterwinner at Colorado State (2005-09), Kubiak played 38 games as a defensive 
back for the Rams, recording 187 tackles (111 solo), one sack (7 yds.), three interceptions, seven 
Lan breakups, two forced fumbles and three fumble recoveries. Kubiak was born on Feb. 17, 1987, 
in Houston.

The Denver Broncos own three Vince Lombardi Trophies in recognition of their wins in Super Bowl 
XXXII, XXXII| and 50, and they are displayed in the lobby of UCHealth Training Center. 

The sterling silver trophies were created by Tiffany & Company and were named for the late Vince 
Lombardi before Super Bowl V. Each trophy has a regulation-size silver football mounted in a kicking 
position on a pyramid-like stand of three concave sides. The trophy stands 20.75 inches tall, weighs 
107.3 ounces and is valued in excess of $10,000. Each is engraved with the the words “Vince 
Lombardi Trophy” above an NFL Shield.

first began being tracked in 2000. Cooke tied for the league 
lead in net punting average (44.5 yard) while Lambo became the first placekicker in team history to 
be named to an Associated Press All-Pro Team. 

In 2018, Mallory assisted a special teams unit that ranked first in the NFL in opposing kick return 
average (17.8) and second in opposing punt return average (5.0). That season, Cooke recorded a 
franchise-record 37 punts inside the 20-yard line while wide receiver DeDe Westbrook posted the 
fifth-best punt return average (14.0) among all players with at least 10 punt returns. 

After undergoing a midseason kicking change in 2017, Mallory helped coach Lambo who 
made 19-of-20 field goals (95.0%) to finish the season. Lambo’s 95 percent field-goal percent- 
age was the best mark in Jacksonville’s single-season history among kickers with at least 10 
field-goal attempts. 

While overseeing Jacksonville’s special teams unit in 2015, the Jaguars led the league in punt 
return average (11.7) and ranked second in opponent net punting average (36.4). Wide receiver 
Rashad Greene Sr. averaged 16.7 yards per punt in 2015, while cornerback Nick Marshall and 
running back Corey Grant each averaged at least 25 yards per punt return. 

Before Jacksonville, Mallory earned his first NFL opportunity, spending five seasons with the 
New Orleans Saints (2008-12)—four as assistant special teams coach (2008-10, ’12) and one as 
assistant secondary coach (2011). He was part of a coaching staff that led the team to a 31-17 
victory in Super Bowl XLIV and a 52-27 regular-season record during the five-year span. 

Mallory, who coached 22 consecutive seasons at the collegiate level, worked for nine institutions 
from 1986-2007. His collegiate stops include Indiana (1986-87), Kent State (1988-90), Eastern 
Illinois (1991-92), Rhode Island (1993-95), Northern Illinois (1996-99), Maryland (2000), Illinois 
(2001-05), Kansas (2006) and Louisville (2007). 

A standout linebacker at the University of Michigan, Mallory twice earned All-Big Ten honors and 
was a two-year captain. In addition, he was a finalist for the 1985 Butkus Award which is given to 
the nation’s premier linebacker. 

Prior to attending Michigan and graduating with a bachelor’s degree in sports administration, 
Mallory was a student athlete at Fairview High School (Boulder, Colo.), where he was a member of 
the football team. While playing for the Knights, Mallory was part of two state championship teams 
and was coached by Colorado Sports Hall of Fame Head Coach Sam Pagano. 

Mallory and his wife, Kim, have one daughter, Kathryn, and one son, William.

Prior to the Jets, Moreland coached at his alma mater, Western Michigan University, where he 
spent 11 combined seasons (2005-11, 17-20) over two stints. During his 11 years on staff, the 
Broncos accumulated a 71-59 (.546) record and appeared in five bowl games. 

In Moreland’s second stint with Western Michigan, he worked as offensive coordinator while 
also coaching the offensive line (2017-19) and tight end (2020) positions. During the four-year 
span from 2017-20, Moreland coached three players—running back LeVante Bellamy (Doak Walker 
Award), tight end Giovanni Ricci (John Mackey Award) and tackle Chukwuma Okorafor (Outland 
Trophy)—who were all named semifinalists for national awards at their respective positions.

Parker helped coach safety Justin Simmons to his second Associated Press All-Pro team while 
cornerback Pat Surtain I] earned NFL Rookie of the Week and AFC Defensive Player of the Week 
honors (Week 12), along with being selected to the 2021 Pro Football Writers of America All-Rookie 
Team. Last season, four members of the Broncos’ secondary recorded at least one interception and 
combined for 12 picks in total. 

With the Packers from 2019-20, Parker focused on the defensive secondary (cornerbacks) while 
assisting in breaking down opponent game film and analyzing their offensive tendencies. He also 
was responsible for helping develop the playbook, compiling team and player reports, and coordi- 
nating the opponent scout team. 

The Packers ranked ninth in the NFL in scoring defense the last two seasons (21.3 ppg) while 
picking off the 12th most passes (28). Quarterbacks had a combined 86.1 passer rating from 
2019-20 against the Packers, which was the ninth fewest in the NFL during that span. Cornerback 
Jaire Alexander was selected to the Pro Bowl in 2020, becoming the youngest Packer to make the 
league’s annual All-Star game in seven years. 

As a defensive analyst for Texas A&M in 2018, Parker worked primarily with the secondary 
and helped the Aggies rank ninth in the nation in third-down defense (30.3%). Prior to joining the 
Aggies, Parker spent the 2017 season as a defensive analyst at Notre Dame after serving as the 
cornerbacks coach at William & Mary during the offseason. 

Parker worked as defensive backs coach/recruiting coordinator coach at Norfolk State from 2015-16.

Wheatley began his coaching career at Robichaud High School (Dearborn Heights, Mich.), where 
he served as head football coach for the Bulldogs in 2007. That season, Robichaud went 9-2 in the 
regular season and was a perfect 6-0 in league play. 

A former first-round selection (17th overall) of the N.Y. Giants in the 1995 NFL Draft, Wheatley, 
played 10 seasons in the league from 1995-2004. He appeared in 124 career regular-season games 
(42 starts), totaling 1,270 rushes for 4,962 yards (3.9 avg.) with 40 touchdowns to go along with 
125 receptions for 900 yards (7.2 avg.) with seven scores. 

A distinguished running back at Michigan from 1991-94, Wheatley was a three-time first-team 
All-Big Ten selection (1992-94) and was the Big Ten Offensive Player of the Year as a sophomore 
in 1992. He broke the 1,000-yard rushing mark in three of his four seasons and amassed 4,187 
rushing yards, 510 receiving yards and 53 total touchdowns. 
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In addition to football, Wheatley also had a standout track & field career, winning three letters 
from 1993-95. He earned an All-American citation in the 110-meter hurdles during the NCAA 
Championships in 1995 and also won the Big Ten’s Outdoor title in the 1994 110-meter hurdles. 

A native of Inkster, Mich., Wheatley earned his bachelor’s degree from Michigan in 2008 and 
was inducted into the Michigan Sports Hall of Fame in 2012. He and his wife, Kimberly, have five 
children, Tyrone Jr., Terius, Tyrique, Tiana and Tamari.

The Broncos scored four touchdowns of at least 40 yards (two pass plays, one rushing play and one 
punt return) during their Monday Night Football win against Tennessee on Nov. 19, 2007, marking the 
first time in club history that feat was accomplished. Denver also became the first NFL team in four 
seasons to score four 40+yard touchdowns in the same game with its performance against the Titans.

DENVER BRONCOS 


he Denver Broncos were victorious in their regular-season 
opener at MetLife Stadium against the New York Giants, 27-13. 

he win marked Denver’s 10th win in a road season opener in 
franchise history. The club is also 8-2 in their last 10 season-open- 
ing games since 2012. The Broncos also improved their Week 1 
record to 40-20-1 (.667) all-time, which ranks first in the NFL since 
entering the league in 1960. 

he two teams exchanged possessions in 
neither getting on the board. 

the start of the second quarter, the Broncos struck first after K 
Brandon McManus connected on a 23-yard field goal. The scoring 
drive was a result of a 15-play, 72-yard drive, which saw four first- 
down conversions as Denver marched down the field. 

he Giants responded when WR Sterling Shepard caught a 
37-yard touchdown pass from QB Daniel Jones at the 8:56 mark. 
he Broncos regained the lead when WR Tim Patrick trotted 
into the end zone on a 2-yard touchdown reception with just :08 
left in the first half. 

he Broncos’ defense held the N.Y. Giants to eight first half 
rushing yards (7 attempts), which tied for the sixth-fewest allowed 
in a first half in franchise history. 

Denver opened the second half with their second 15+-play 
scoring drive (16 plays, 75 yards) which culminated in a 4-yard 
touchdown to TE Albert Okwuegbunam. After missing the majority 
of his rookie season due to injury, the score marked the second 
touchdown of Okwuegbunam’s career. 

On the Giants’ next possession, ILB Josey Jewell forced a fumble 
on Jones, which was recovered by OLB Malik Reed on Denver's 
own 13-yard line. 

With possession of the ball, the Broncos maintained their 17-7 
lead heading into the fourth quarter. 

The team scored quickly in the fourth to extend the lead, 20-7, as 
McManus connected on a 36-yard field goal. 

The Broncos’ defense was stout and held the Giants scoreless 
in the red zone on the next possession, turning it over on downs. 

On a first-and-10 on the Broncos’ 30-yard line, RB Melvin 
Gordon III saw an opening and drove down the field 70-yards for a 
touchdown. The run marked the second-longest of Gordon’s career, 
and he finished with 101 rushing yards on 11 attempts (9.2 avg.) 

The Giants didn’t score again until the last second in the game, on 
a 4-yard run by Jones up the middle for a touchdown.

Teddy Bridgewater, CB Ronald Darby, CB Mike Ford, CB Kyle Fuller, 
T Bobby Massie, TE Eric Saubert and DL Shamar Stephen).

The Denver Broncos topped the Jacksonville Jaguars 23-13 for 
their second-consecutive win of the season. The 2-0 road start was 
the 12th time the Broncos won each of their first two road games. 
It also marked the 18th time in franchise history the club won its 
first two games of the season. 

The offense was led by QB Teddy Bridgewater, who completed 
26-of-34 passes (76.5%) for 328 yards and two touchdowns 
(125.6 rtg.). 

He joined Drew Brees (2018), Aaron Rodgers (2015) and Jeff 
George (1994) as the only quarterbacks in NFL history to open a 
season with two touchdown passes, no interceptions and a 75.0% 
completion percentage (min. 12 attempts) in each of his first two 
games of a season. 

The Jaguars struck first as WR Marvin Jones Jr. scored on a 
25-yard touchdown pass from rookie QB Trevor Lawrence on the 
opening drive. 

Broncos were quick to respond with a Brandon McManus 
32-yard field goal to cut the deficit, 7-3. 

In the second quarter, the Jaguars attempted to extend their 
lead with a 52-yard field goal, but K Josh Lambo hit it wide right, 
setting up the Broncos on their own 34-yard line. After an exchange 
of downs, Bridgewater hit WR Courtland Sutton for a 33-yard gain, 
setting up Denver's scoring drive. At the two-minute warning WR 
Tim Patrick scored on a 12-yard reception to take the lead, 10-7. 
On just the second play in the third quarter, Bridgewater launched 
a 55-yard pass to WR Courtland Sutton to put the Broncos in prime 
position to score. After a 3-yard rush from RB Melvin Gordon Ill, 
Bridgewater connected with TE Noah Fant on a 12-yard touchdown 
reception to go up 17-7. 
Shortly thereafter with Jacksonville driving down the field, S 
Kareem Jackson intercepted QB Trevor Lawrence and returned it 
seven yards to hand the ball back to offense. 

On a drive that saw three first downs, McManus extended the 
Broncos’ lead, 20-7, with a 46-yard field goal. 
The defense continued their dominance in the fourth quarter, 
when rookie CB Pat Surtain II recorded his first-career interception. 
The turnover set up McManus for his third field goal of the day (40 
yards) to increase the lead 23-7. 
The Jaguars responded instantly with WR Jamal Agnew returning 
McManus’ kick 102 yards for a touchdown. Jacksonville attempted 
a two-point conversion, but Lawrence's pass to WR DJ Chark failed, 
making the score 23-13. 

The Broncos’ offense held the ball for 5:26 to finish the game and 
secure the road win. 

Denver's defense limited the Jaguars to just 106 yards of offense 
and was led by Jackson, who recorded six tackles (four solo), one 
interception and one pass defense. LB Justin Strnad also posted 
six tackles (three solo) and one special-teams tackle on the day.

The Denver Broncos extended their win streak to three when they 
shutout the New York Jets 26-0 in their home opener. 
it marked the first time since 2016 the Broncos started the sea- 
son 3-0 and was the largest margin of victory for the club since a 
35-point win at Arizona in 2018. 
Broncos’ QB Teddy Bridgewater completed 19-of-25 passes for 
235 yards (104.6 rtg.). K Brandon McManus led the team in points 
scored (14) and converted on all four field goal attempts (45, 47, 
21 and 36). 
After exchanging possessions to begin the game, Denver struck 
irst when rookie RB Javonte Williams barreled into the end zone on 
a 1-yard rush for his first-career touchdown. 
With just 3:27 remaining in the quarter, the Jets made an attempt 
‘o respond. ILB Alexander Johnson halted the drive on third down 
by sacking QB Zack Wilson for a loss of 14 yards. Forced to punt, 
he Broncos were able to start their drive on their own 36-yard line 
and quickly converting two first downs to encroach on Jets’ territory 
before the end of the first.

goal to begin the second quarter, extending the lead 
A defensive battle ensued between the two clubs 
Harris and OLB Von Miller sacked Wilson twice on 
0 force a three-and-out. 
WR KJ Hamler was injured on the first play of the drive, but 
hat did not stop the offense from their pursuit. A defensive pass 
interference was called on Jets’ CB Brandin Echols, which set 
he Broncos up on the 1-yard line. RB Melvin Gordon III pushed 
hrough into the end zone on the next attempt. 
The Jets started the half with the ball, but after a quick three-and- 
out, the ball returned to the Broncos. Encroaching field goal range, 
Bridgewater was sacked by DL Quinnen Williams and DL Bryce Huff 
‘or a loss of 8 yards. Still, the field goal unit trotted onto the field, 
where McManus split the uprights to make the game 20-0. 

The consistency of McManus continued in the fourth quarter, 
where an 11-play, 71-yard drive resulted in a 21-yard field goal. 

The following series was highlighted by S Justin Simmons 
intercepting Wilson and returning it 35 yards. The momentum was 
quickly lost when Javonte Williams fumbled, which was recovered 
by Quinnen Williams. 

The Broncos’ defense was stout as the Jets attempted to capital- 
ize on the opportunity, but Johnson was able to make his way to the 
quarterback for the second time for a turnover on downs. 

In prime field position, the offense wasn’t able to gain much 
ground, but McManus was able to net another field goal (36 yards) 
to set the score 26-0. 

Rookie S Caden Sterns posted the defense’s second interception 
of the game and returned it 46 yards to seal the game. 

In total, the defensive unit posted 40 tackles (28 solo), five sacks, 
six passes defensed and two interceptions.

he Denver Broncos fell to the Baltimore Ravens 23-7 for their 
first loss of the season. 
he Broncos held the Ravens to their fewest rushing yards (102) 
since Ravens’ QB Lamar Jackson’s starting debut at that point, 
spanning 43 games. 
RB Melvin Gordon III led Denver on the ground with 56 yards on 
nine carries (6.2 avg.) as the Broncos outrushed the Ravens with 
106 yards. WR Courtland Sutton set the pace through the air for the 
eam, grabbing three catches for 47 yards (15.7 avg.). 
Defensively, S Caden Sterns produced his first two career sacks, 
aking down Jackson for a four-yard loss in the second quarter and 
an eight-yard loss in the third quarter to become the first rookie 
DB since 2017 to have a two-sack game. S Kareem Jackson led all 
defenders with 11 tackles (8 solo) and S Justin Simmons tallied two 
passes defensed along with eight tackles (6 solo). 
Both teams spent the first quarter getting a feel for the game, 
rading possessions the entire quarter. The Broncos’ defense was 
able to hold Baltimore within their end of the field the entire quarter, 
allowing only 44 yards of total offense. 
The field positioning battle would be crucial, as it allowed the 
Broncos to get on the board first. TE Noah Fant brought in a 
hree-yard pass from QB Teddy Bridgewater to cap off a five-play, 
57-yard drive on the second play of the second quarter to take 
a 7-0 lead. It was Fant’s second touchdown of the year and the 
eighth of his career. 
Baltimore answered right back, putting together an eight-play, 
75-yard drive of their own and capped off by an 11-yard run by RB 
Latavius Murray to even the score at seven. 
After the Broncos punted on the next drive, Jackson connected 
deep with WR Marquise Brown for a 49-yard score to give the 
Ravens the 14-7 advantage. 
Both teams would exchange punts for most of the quarter until 
Baltimore WR Devin Duvernay returned a punt 42 yards to set up 
Ravens’ K Justin Tucker to end the half from 40 yards out. 
he third quarter would another defensive battle on both ends as 
both teams were unable to get out of their end of the field during 
their first two drives after halftime. 
On their third drive of the half, the Ravens would find some 
momentum and help Tucker hit once again, this time from 46 yards 
with 13:43 remaining in the game. 
After a couple of more punts, two from Denver and one from 
Baltimore, Tucker would close out the scoring by knocking in a 
20-yard field goal with 1:54 left in the game after the Ravens drove 
78 yards in 15 plays. 
Denver came up empty on their last drive of the game when they 
drove down the field, going 70 yards in eight plays but ultimately 
getting intercepted at the goal line by CB Anthony Averett with 
0:03 remaining.

The Denver Broncos returned from the bye week energized, 
defeating the Los Angeles Chargers 28-13 for their first divisional 
win of the season. 

The Broncos took advantage of stellar defensive play from CB 
Pat Surtain Il, who posted his first career multi-interception game 
and his first pick-six, returning an interception 70 yards for the 
‘ouchdown. 
Offensively, Denver came up big on third down, converting 8-of- 
11 (72.7%) third down opportunities in the game, their best mark 
since at least 1991 when the statistic was first tracked. Denver 
also rushed for 147 yards and two touchdowns on 33 attempts. 
RB Melvin Gordon Ill led the team with 83 rushing yards on 17 
carries (4.9 avg.). 
he teams traded punts to start the game, with Denver forcing a 
hree-and-out on the Chargers’ first possession, before the Broncos 
opened up the scoring with an 11-yard touchdown run by QB Teddy 
Bridgewater. 
ter another three-and-out was forced by the Denver defense, 
he offense came back onto the field looking to extend the lead. QB 
Drew Lock made his second appearance of the season in the middle 
of the drive and helped lead the Broncos get into the end zone again 
after RB Javonte Williams rushed in from nine yards out. 
he Chargers would make a push on their next drive, converting 
on a third-and-15 from their own side of the field, but would fail 
0 put up points after failing to convert a fourth-and-three from 
Denver's 35-yard line. 
he teams would trade punts until 1:22 remaining in the half, 
when Lock’s pass was intercepted by S Derwin James and returned 
o the Broncos’ 47. 
he interception proved costly, as Los Angeles was able to get 
on the board when QB Justin Herbert found RB Austin Ekeler for a 
12-yard touchdown pass to cut the score to 14-7. 
he Chargers began the second half with the momentum, taking 
he ball into Denver territory but were unable to convert it into 
points when K Dustin Hopkins missed a 52-yard field goal. 
ter forcing Denver to punt, the Chargers again drove down the 
ield and looked to tie the game near the red zone. The Broncos 
defense stood tall again though as Surtain netted his first inter- 
ception of the game in the end zone to ended the scoring threat. 
The Broncos would take advantage, driving 80 yards in 10 plays 
o extend their lead to 21-7 after Bridgewater found TE Eric Saubert 
or his first career touchdown.

he Bronco’s defense stood tall for most of the game, limiting 
he Chiefs to only 267 total yards of offense, including limiting QB 
Patrick Mahomes to 184 yards, no touchdowns and one intercep- 
ion on 15-of-29 passing for a 57.3 rating. 

RB Javonte Williams spurred the Denver offense, racking up 102 
rushing yards on 23 carries (4.4 avg.) while also bringing in six 
catches for 76 yards (12.7 avg.) and a touchdown. WR Jerry Jeudy 
led receivers with a team-high 77 yards on four catches (19.3 avg.). 
he Chiefs started the game strong, finding the end zone on their 
irst possession of the game after going 72 yards on 12 plays. The 
drive was capped by a Mahomes’ 10-yard rush to take the 7-0 lead. 
After a three-and-out by Denver, Kansas City added to their 
advantage after K Harrison Butker nailed a 56-yard field goal to give 
he Chiefs a 10-point cushion. 

Denver would answer back on their next drive with a field goal 
of their own. The offense drove 51 yards on 10 plays to set up K 
Brandon McManus for a 42-yard kick to bring the score back to 
one possession. 

After the defense forced a Kansas City punt, Denver was able 
to get on the doorstep of the goal line, reaching Kansas City’s 
eight-yard line, before failing to convert on a fourth-and-two when 
Williams’ was stuffed for a one-yard loss. 

Kansas City would start the half with the ball, but Denver took it 
away after Mahomes threw a pass for WR Tyreek Hill but was cut 
off by CB Pat Surtain Il, his third interception in the last two games. 

Kansas City was able to get the 10-point lead back on their next 
drive when the offense took seven plays to go 50 yards, setting up a 
45-yard field goal by Butker with 5:35 remaining in the third quarter. 
Looking to make it a one possession game again, the Broncos’ 
offense made it up the field and looked to be threating again, but 
QB Teddy Bridgewater was intercepted by S Juan Thornhill, who 
returned the ball back near midfield. 
Denver's defense prevented the score to get out of hand, forcing 
another field goal by Butker, this time from 26 yards, to keep the 
score at 16-3 and still a two-possession game. 
he Broncos’ hopes of a comeback seemed to fade the next drive 
as the offense made it to the Chiefs’ 27 before Bridgewater again 
was intercepted, this time by S Daniel Sorensen, who returned it 75 
yards for the touchdown. 
Denver kept some hope alive as they broke through into the 
endzone the next possession when Bridgewater found Williams 
for a 13-yard score, but the two-point conversion failed, keeping 
the score at 22-9. 

After a failed onside kick attempt, the defense was able to force 
another punt, but it proved to be too late as Denver could not get 
past Kansas City’s 48-yard line the next drive. Mahomes took two 
knees to run the remainder of the clock out and end the game.

The Denver Broncos fell short in a hard fought game against the 
Cincinnati Bengals, 15-10. 

In a defensive battle till the end, Denver limited QB Joe Burrow 
to only 157 yards on 15-of-22 passing and allowed only 292 total 
yards of offense for Cincinnati. S Justin Simmons notched two 
sacks against Burrow, giving him his first career multi-sack game 
and became just the sixth Bronco safety to record two sacks in a 
game since 1982. 

RB Javonte Williams and RB Melvin Gordon kept the Broncos’ 
strong season on the ground going, combining for 133 yards on 34 
carries (3.9 avg.). Williams’ 81 scrimmage yards put him at 1,103 
or the season, ranking eighth among rookies in franchise history. 

After both teams punted to start the game, Cincinnati got on 
he scoreboard first after taking their second possession 33 yards 
o Denver’s 35-yard line to set up a 53-yard field goal by K Evan 
McPherson. 

The teams traded punts for the remainder of the quarter until 
he Broncos were able to tie the game early in the second quarter, 
getting to Cincinnati's 36-yard line to set up a 54-yard field goal by 
K Brandon McManus. 
Both the Broncos and Bengals would continue to trade posses- 
sions until late in the half. Denver sustained a drive into Bengals’ 
erritory to set up a field goal to take the lead, but the 51-yard 
attempt by McManus went wide left. 
Set up at their own 41 now, Cincinnati only needed one play, a 
19-yard pass from Burrow to WR Tyler Boyd, to set McPherson up 
or a 58-yard kick to retake the lead at the end of the half. 

With the ball to start the second half, the Broncos could only 
muster a first down before having to punt. The Bengals again took 
he ball into Denver territory, getting to the eight-yard line, but could 
only get another field goal out of it to make it 9-3. 
he Broncos answered right back on their next drive and took 
heir first lead of the game. Going 75 yards on nine plays, QB Drew 
Lock found WR Tim Patrick for 25 yards and the score, giving 
Denver a 10-9 lead. 
he Bengals did not take long to take the lead back as Burrow 
would find Boyd again, this time for 56 yards, on the second play of 
he next drive to take a 15-10 lead. Cincinnati’s two-point try would 
ail, leaving the door open for a comeback for the Broncos. 

Denver knocked on the door the next drive, getting to the 
Bengal’s nine-yard line. Lock fumbled the ball and was recovered by 
DE Khalid Kareem, who brought it back to Cincinnati’s 15. 

he teams would trade punts the next three possessions, giving 
he Broncos the ball back with 1:04 remaining in the game. 
Cincinnati's defense proved to be too much as a holding call and 
a sack on Lock forced a fourth-and-25 from Denver's 11. Lock's 
pass to WR Courtland Sutton didn’t connect, ending the game and 
potential late-game comeback by the home team.

he Denver Broncos were defeated in their Week 17 matchup 
against the Los Angeles Chargers by the score of 34-13. 

QB Drew Lock finished the game with 245 yards and one touch- 
down on 18-of-25 passing for a 116.2 rating while TE Noah Fant 
ended the contest as the leading receiver, totaling 92 yards and one 
ouchdown on six catches (15.2 avg.). 

LB Jonas Griffith and LB Micah Kiser led Denver defensively, 
notching 12 tackles and one tackle for loss each. CB Pat Surtain 
| broke up two passes again against Chargers’ QB Justin Herbert 
while OLB Malik Reed recorded one pass defensed as well. 

Los Angeles got on the board quickly as a 47-yard return on 
he coer kickoff by WR Andre Roberts brought the ball near 
midfield. 
he Chargers took full advantage, taking the opening possession 
of the game 55 yards in just over three minutes to take a 7-0 lead 
after RB Austin Ekeler found the end zone from three yards out. 
hat would prove to be the only score of the first quarter as both 
eams traded possessions for the remainder of the frame. 

Los Angeles was able to extend their lead early in the second 
quarter after K Dustin Hopkins hit a 19-yard field goal to give the 
Chargers a 10-point lead. 
Denver's offense was able to get deep into Chargers’ territory 
heir next possession, getting to Los Angeles’ two-yard line, but 
failed to get on the board after WR Kendall Hinton could not connect 
with Lock on fourth-and-two. 

The Broncos’ defense was able to force a three-and-out, but a 
muffed punt by WR Diontae Spencer was recovered by DB Kemon 
Hall and set the home team up in Denver territory. 

Los Angeles converted on the good field positioning, extending 
heir lead to 17 after Herbert found WR Keenan Allen for eight yards 
and another score with 0:14 remaining in the half. 

he Broncos were able to get on the scoreboard before halftime, 
aking the ball and driving 32 yards to set up a 61-yard field goal 
by K Brandon McManus, the longest of his career, to make the 
score 17-3. 
After a punt on the first drive of the second half by Denver, the 
Chargers took the 17-point lead back after a 78-yard drive set up 
another Hopkins field goal from 23 yards away. 

Looking to try to claw back into the game, the Broncos were 
able to drive down to the Chargers’ one-yard line early in the fourth 
quarter. It looked as though Denver had brought the deficit to 10 
after RB Melvin Gordon II! got into the end zone, but the score was 
nullified by an illegal formation call, forcing Denver to settle for 
another field goal. 

The comeback hopes seemed to fade on the ensuing kickoff as 
Roberts took the kick from one yard inside the end zone and carried 
it 101 yards for the touchdown to make the score 27-6. 

After the Broncos’ failed on a fourth-and-three from inside Los 
Angeles territory, the Chargers got into the end zone again with a 
45-yard pass from Herbert to WR Mike Williams to take a 34-6 lead. 

Denver would get into the end zone the next drive with a five-yard 
pass from Lock to Fant, but it would be too late for the comeback as 
the Chargers ran off the remaining 6:31 to end the game.

Denver would answer right back with an impressive drive of 
heir own, going 67 yards on 12 plays and capped with a five-yard 
ouchdown rush from Lock to tie the game at seven. 
Denver would hold off the Chiefs the next drive and forced them 
0 punt after Harris sacked Mahomes on third-and-ten from the 
Broncos’ 43-yard line. 
he Broncos would take their first lead of the game the next 
chance they got the ball, traveling 80 yards and highlighted by 
Lock’s 23-yard touchdown rush to take the 14-7 lead. 
Kansas City pushed the ball the next drive, getting deep into 
Broncos’ territory but would have to settle for a 34-yard field 
goal by K Harrison Butker to cut Denver’s lead to four with 2:18 
remaining in the half. 
he Chiefs would retake the lead right out of the half, taking the 
opening possession 75 yards for the touchdown when Mahomes 
connected with RB Jerick McKinnon for the 14-yard score to make 
it 17-14. 
he Broncos would not stay down for long though as a long 
31-yard reception by WR Tim Patrick would help set up a 47-yard 
touchdown rush by Gordon to give Denver the lead back at 21-17. 
After a couple of punts by both teams, the third quarter would 
end with Kansas City driving into Denver's side of the field. 
he Broncos’ defense would limit the damage though, forcing 
another field goal by Butker from 51 yards to keep Denver ahead 
21-20 early in the fourth quarter. 
Denver looked to get some breathing room on the next posses- 
sion, driving to Kansas City’s nine-yard line. On second-and-two, 
Gordon was stripped of the ball by LB Melvin Ingram and returned 
by LB Nick Bolton for the 89-yard scoop and score. The Chiefs 
would convert the two-point conversion to make the score 28-21. 
he Broncos attempted to get back into the game as they took 
their next drive deep into Chiefs’ side of the field again but had to 
settle for a 31-yard field goal by K Brandon McManus to cut the 
deficit to four with 4:37 remaining. 
Denver's offense would not get another chance though. The 
Chiefs were able to convert for three first downs and three kneel 
downs by Mahomes ended the Broncos’ comeback hopes.

2015 AFC Championship 


In the 17th all-time meeting between quarterbacks Peyton 
Manning and Tom Brady, the Denver Broncos held off a late rally 
to defeat the New England Patriots 20-18 at Sports Authority Field 
at Mile High, earning their NFL record-tying eighth trip to the Super 
Bowl and seventh appearance under Owner Pat Bowlen. 

Gary Kubiak became just the seventh head coach to reach the 
Super Bowl in his first year with a team, and Manning earned his 
fourth world championship berth, tying him for the third-most 
Super Bowl appearances by a quarterback. 

On the Broncos’ opening possession, Manning directed the 
offense 83 yards on 11 plays, finding tight end Owen Daniels as he 
crossed the goal line for a 21-yard touchdown. 
Later in the first quarter, the Patriots capitalized on a Broncos 
fumble at the Denver 22-yard-line, scoring on a one-yard run two 
plays later. However, kicker Stephen Gostkowski’s extra point 
attempt sailed wide right, allowing Denver to preserve its lead. 
After a three-and-out, the Broncos pinned the Patriots deep in 
their own territory. On second-and-10 from the 13, Brady looked 
for tight end Rob Gronkowski, but Broncos linebacker Von Miller 
intercepted the route to give Manning and the offense possession 
at the New England 12-yard-line. 
Manning found Daniels again, this time for a 12-yard touchdown 
in the corner of the end zone, to stretch the Denver lead to 14-6. 
New England added a 46-yard field goal with 7:02 left in the first 
half and was looking to take the lead when Brady was intercepted 
again, this time by safety Darian Stewart at the Denver 36-yard-line. 
Broncos kicker Brandon McManus converted a 52-yard field 
goal just before halftime, putting Denver up 17-9 at the break. 
he third quarter proved to be a defensive battle between the 
teams as the only points came off the foot of Gostkowski on a 
38-yard field goal. McManus added another field goal at the start 
of the fourth quarter (31 yards) to give Denver a 20-12 advantage 
with 10:02 remaining in the game. 
In crunch time, the Patriots put together back-to-back drives 
into the red zone, but the Broncos’ defense held up on fourth down 
both times to maintain its eight-point lead. 

With less than two minutes remaining, Brady kept the Patriots 
alive on fourth-and-10 by hitting Gronkowski for a 40-yard com- 
pletion to the Broncos’ 10-yard line. 

On fourth-and-4 from the Denver 4-yard-line, Brady finally con- 
nected with Gronkowski in the end zone for a touchdown with 0:12 
remaining on the clock, but cornerback Bradley Roby intercepted 
Brady’s two-point conversation attempt to help seal the victory and 
propel the Broncos to Super Bowl 50.

2014 AFC Divisional Playoff Game 


he Denver Broncos’ 2014 campaign ended with a 24-13 loss 
‘0 the Indianapolis Colts in an AFC Divisional Playoff Game in front 
of 76,867 fans at Sports Authority Field at Mile High in Denver. 
he Broncos jumped out to an early 7-0 lead when quarter- 
back Peyton Manning hit wide receiver Demaryius Thomas on a 
one-yard touchdown pass. The score was set up by a 32-yard 
completion from Manning to tight end Julius Thomas, who was 
pushed out of bounds at the one-yard line. 

he Colts tied the game 7-7 when running back Daniel Herron 
‘ook a third-and-1 carry from the 6-yard line into the end zone. 
On the ensuing possession, Denver drove to midfield before 
Indianapolis linebacker Jonathan Newsome sacked Manning, who 
umbled as he was attempting to pass. Linebacker Jerrell Freeman 
recovered, and Indianapolis took over at the Denver 41-yard line. 
From there, Colts quarterback Andrew Luck completed three 
consecutive passes, including a 22-yard pass to wide receiver Donte 
Moncrief to move the Colts inside the red zone. After a defensive 
holding penalty on third down gave Indianapolis a new set of downs 
at the Denver 3-yard line, Luck found tight end Dwayne Allen for a 
hree-yard touchdown toss to claim a 14-7 advantage. 

Late in the first half, rookie cornerback Bradley Roby intercept- 
ed Luck’s pass to give Denver the ball at its own 49-yard line. 
Manning and wide receiver Emmanuel Sanders connected on a 
17-yard pass to help set up a 45-yard field goal from kicker Connor 
Barth, who cut Indianapolis’ lead to 14-10 before the half. 

After Denver opened the second half with a three-and-out, the 
Colts conducted an 11-play, 72-yard drive that ended when Luck 
threw a 15-yard touchdown pass to wide receiver Hakeem Nicks to 
give Indianapolis a 21-10 lead. 

Broncos safety Rahim Moore posted Denver’s second intercep- 
tion of the day late in the third quarter, allowing Denver to pull 
within eight points after a 14-play, 53-yard scoring drive capped 
by a Barth field goal. 

Indianapolis answered with a 30-yard field goal off the foot of 
kicker Adam Vinatieri with 4:06 remaining to extend its lead to 
multiple possessions once again. 

Denver’s chances to cut into Indianapolis’ lead dwindled after 
a completion from Manning to Anderson on fourth-and-8 with 
three minutes remaining went for only seven yards. The Broncos 
challenged the spot of the ball, but the ruling was upheld. 

Indianapolis took a minute off the clock and forced Denver to 
take its remaining two timeouts to effectively seal the game.

Seattle produced one of the | 
strongest all-around team perfor- ig 
mances in Super Bowl history, recording a touchdown in each 
phase of the game (offense, defense and special teams). 

The Broncos started with the ball but a miscommunication on 
he first play of the game resulted in a botched snap and a safety 
or the Seahawks just 12 seconds into the contest. 

Seattle fed off the early momentum and scored on each of its 
irst three offensive possessions to jump out to a 15-0 lead early 
in the second quarter. 
Defense also was key for the Seahawks in the first two frames as 
Seattle forced three turnovers, one punt and a turnover on downs 
on the Broncos’ first five offensive series. 
Seattle’s first half dominance was capped by linebacker and 
Super Bow! MVP Malcolm Smith (9 TKLS., 1 INT, 1 PD, 1 FR), 
who intercepted quarterback Peyton Manning and returned the 
ball 69 yards for a touchdown to give the Seahawks a 22-0 lead 
entering halftime. 
Any chance of a Denver comeback was quelled when Seattle 
wide receiver Percy Harvin took the opening second half kickoff 87 
yards for a touchdown and an insurmountable 29-0 lead. 

Denver and Seattle traded punts on the next two series before 
Seahawks cornerback Byron Maxwell forced Seattle’s fourth turn- 
over of the game—a fumble by wide receiver Demaryius Thomas. 
Six plays later, quarterback Russell Wilson (18-of-25 passing 
or 206 yds., 2 TD, 0 INT) completed a 23-yard touchdown pass to 
wide receiver Jermaine Kearse to extend Seattle’s advantage to 36-0. 
he Broncos would record their first scoring drive of the game 
in the fourth quarter as Manning (34-of-49 passing for 280 yds., 
1 TD, 2 INTs) completed 6-of-6 passes for 70 yards and a 14-yard 
ouchdown pass to Thomas (13 rec. for 118 yds., 1 TD). 

Manning’s 34 pass completions and Thomas’ 13 receptions 
each set Super Bowl records. 

Wilson threw his second touchdown of the game in the fourth 
quarter and Seattle's defense would hold the Broncos scoreless 
he rest of the way to preserve their 43-8 victory.

2013 AFC Championship Game 


The Denver Broncos won their seventh AFC Championship 
with a 26-16 victory over the New England Patriots to position 
hemselves for a matchup with the Seattle Seahawks in Super Bowl 
XLVIII in New York-New Jersey. 

Denver was led early by a dominant defensive effort as the 
Patriots offense was forced to punt on each of their first three 
possessions of the game. 

he Broncos put the first points on the board as kicker Matt 
Prater connected on a 27-yard field goal in the first quarter. 

On Denver's first series of the second frame, the offense manu- 
actured a 15-play, 93-yard scoring drive by relying on the running 
game. Running backs Knowshon Moreno and Montee Ball com- 
bined for 58 yards on eight carries (7.25 avg.). The drive conclud- 
ed with a 1-yard touchdown reception by tight end Jacob Tamme. 
New England scored their first points of the game when kicker 
Stephen Gostkowski made a 47-yard attempt with 2:54 left in the 
second quarter. 

Denver was able to add a late second quarter field goal and enter 
halftime with a 13-3 lead. 

Quarterback Peyton Manning (32-of-43 passing for 400 yds., 2 
TDs, 0 INT) led the Broncos on a 13-play, 80-yard scoring drive to 
open the second half. Manning completed 6-of-7 passes on the series 
for 53 yards, which concluded with a 3-yard touchdown reception by 
wide receiver Demaryius Thomas (7 rec. for 134 yds., 1 TD). 

Prater made his third field goal of the game early in the fourth 
quarter to increase the Broncos’ lead to 23-3. 

On the ensuing series, Patriots quarterback Tom Brady (24-of- 
38 passing for 277 yds., 1 TD, 0 INT) led New England’s offense 
ona 9-play drive in which he completed 6-of-9 passes for 80 yards 
and a 7-yard touchdown pass to wide receiver Julian Edelman (10 
rec. for 89 yds., 1 TD). 

After Prater became the first Broncos’ kicker in team history 
to make four field goals in a playoff game, Brady again led the 
Patriots on a scoring series. New England executed another 
80-yard touchdown drive that resulted in a 5-yard run by Brady 
to cut the deficit to 26-16 with 3:06 left in the game. The Patriots 
would fail to convert on a two-point conversion attempt. 

Gostkowski attempted a squib kick and wide receiver Eric 
Decker caught the ball to give Denver possession. 

Denver would convert two first downs to drain the clock and 
preserve the 26-16 win over the Patriots to send the Broncos to 
their seventh Super Bowl.

2013 AFC Divisional Playoff Game 


he Denver Broncos defeated their AFC West rival San Diego 
Chargers 24-17 in the divisional round on a windy afternoon at 
Sports Authority Field at Mile High. 

Denver’s defense shut out the Chargers through three quarters 
and held on through the final frame to help the Broncos advance 
to their ninth-ever AFC Championship Game. 

After forcing the Chargers to punt on the opening series of the 
game, quarterback Peyton Manning led the Broncos offense on 
a 14-play, 86-yard drive that culminated in a 2-yard touchdown 
reception by wide receiver Demaryius Thomas (8 rec. for 54 yds., 
1 TD) to give Denver the early lead. 

San Diego recovered a fumble by tight end Julius Thomas in 
the second quarter but kicker Nick Novak missed a 53-yard field 
goal attempt. 

Denver was able to take advantage of the good field position 
as Manning completed a 3-yard touchdown pass to wide receiver 
Wes Welker on its ensuing possession. 

The Broncos were able to move the ball deep into San Diego 
territory at the end of the half, but Manning was intercepted in 
the end zone and the Broncos entered halftime with a 14-0 lead. 

On the opening drive of the third quarter, Manning (25-of-36 
passing for 230 yds., 2 TDs, 1 INT) completed 5-of-7 passes for 
36 yards and kicker Matt Prater made a 45-yard field goal attempt. 

The Broncos defense remained stout throughout the third 
quarter before quarterback Philip Rivers (18-of-27 passing for 
217 yds., 2 TDs, 0 INT) completed a 16-yard touchdown pass to 
rookie wide receiver Keenan Allen with 12:59 left in the final frame. 

Denver's offense conducted its own scoring drive on the next 
series as running back Knowshon Moreno scampered for a 3-yard 
touchdown run to increase the Broncos’ lead to 24-7. 

On San Diego’s next possession, Rivers and Allen (6 rec. for 
142 yds., 2 TDs) connected again on a 16-yard touchdown pass. 
The Chargers attempted an onside kick and cornerback Richard 
Marshall recovered the ball after it deflected off of Broncos wide 
receiver Eric Decker. 

San Diego’s opportunistic offense, led by Rivers, orchestrated 
an 8-play, 48-yard drive that resulted in a 30-yard field goal by 
Novak to reduce Denver's lead to 24-17. 

After a Chargers’ squib kick, the Broncos gained possession of the 
ball with 5:40 left in the game. Denver would convert three critical third 
downs, including a 21-yard pass from Manning to Julius Thomas (6 
rec. for 76 yds, 0 TDs) on 3rd down and 17, to preserve the win.

2012 AFC Divisional Playoff Game 


The No. 1-seed Denver Broncos played the fourth-longest 
game in NFL history, eventually falling to the No. 4-seed Baltimore 
Ravens 38-35 in the second overtime in front of 76,732 fans at 
Sports Authority Field at Mile High. 

Despite a temperature of 13 degrees at kickoff, marking the 
coldest postseason game in Broncos history, the teams combined 
for 877 yards and 73 points in the thriller. 

Special teams played a key role for the Broncos early on as 
midseason acquisition Trindon Holliday returned his first punt 
90 yards for a touchdown to give Denver an early 7-0 advantage. 

Baltimore answered quickly, as quarterback Joe Flacco hit wide 
receiver Torrey Smith for a 59-yard scoring pass to knot the score 
at seven apiece. 

The Ravens’ momentum continued on Denver's next drive, when 
cornerback Corey Graham caught a deflected pass and took the 
interception 39 yards for a touchdown and a 14-7 Baltimore lead. 

Broncos quarterback Peyton Manning, who completed 28-of-43 
passes (65.1%) for 290 yards and three touchdowns with two 
interceptions (88.3 rtg.) on the day, recovered from the miscue to 
ead a 74-yard scoring series—capping the drive with a 15-yard 
‘ouchdown pass to wide receiver Brandon Stokley. 

In the second frame, the Broncos marched 86 yards on eight 
plays, finishing the scoring drive with a 14-yard strike from 
Manning to tailback Knowshon Moreno. Flacco and Smith collabo- 
rated again to tie the game again just before halftime. 

Holliday swung the momentum in Denver's favor again by taking 
he opening second-half kickoff 104 yards for a touchdown to 
become the first player in NFL history to score a touchdown on a 
punt return and a kickoff return. 
Denver drove near midfield and threatened to extend its lead near 
he end of the third quarter before Manning's fumble in the pocket 
was recovered by Ravens defensive end Paul Kruger. 

Four plays later, Baltimore running back Ray Rice scored on a 
1-yard touchdown run to tie to the game at 28-28. 

Wide receiver Demaryius Thomas caught a 17-yard touchdown 
pass from Manning with 7:18 remaining, and Denver stopped 
Baltimore on fourth down on its ensuing possession, but Flacco 
was able to hit wide receiver Jacoby Jones for a 70-yard touch- 
down with :31 seconds remaining to send the game to overtime. 
he teams battled through a scoreless first overtime, but after a 
Manning interception near midfield at the end of the fifth frame, the 
Ravens advanced with a 47-yard field goal by kicker Justin Tucker.

2011 AFC Divisional Playoff Game 


The Denver Broncos fell short of extending their magical 
season all the way to the AFC Championship Game with a 45-10 
loss to the New England Patriots at Gillette Stadium in front of 
68,756 fans. 

Unable to avenge its Week 15 home loss to the Patriots, 
Denver surrendered 509 yards of total offense to New England, 
including 363 passing yards and an NFL postseason record-ty- 
ing six touchdowns by quarterback Tom Brady. 

Battling frigid temperatures throughout the evening, Brady 
completed 26-of-34 passes (76.5%) and threw scoring strikes 
to four different receivers. 

Patriots tight end Rob Gronkowski was Brady’s primary target 
throughout the contest, reeling in 10 receptions for 143 yards 
and three first-half touchdowns. 

New England took just 1:51 to record its first touch- 
down—a 7-yard strike from Brady to wide receiver Wes Welker. 
Gronkowski made a 10-yard scoring catch on the Patriots’ next 
possession to five the home team an early 14-0 advantage. 

An interception by rookie safety Quinton Carter gave Denver 
the ball at New England’s 24-yard line late in the opening quar- 
ter, and the Broncos capitalized by cutting the deficit to seven in 
just four plays. Running back Willis McGahee, who led all rush- 
ers with 76 yards on 17 carries (4.5 avg.) scored on a 5-yard 
run to put Denver on the scoreboard and close to within 14-7. 

New England scored 21 unanswered points in the final 7:42 
of the second quarter—Brady found Gronkowski for two more 
scores and connected with wide receiver Deion Branch for a 
61-yard touchdown—and the Patriots led 35-7 at the half. 

The Patriots thwarted any comeback attempt by the Broncos 
with a touchdown on their first possession of the second 
half—a 17-yard pass from Brady to tight end Aaron Hernandez 
to put them up 42-7. 

The two teams traded field goals late it the game for the final 
45-10 score that punched New England’s ticket to the confer- 
ence championship for the sixth time in 11 years. 

In the loss, Carter became just the ninth rookie in the Super 
Bowl era to record an interception in back-to-back playoff 
games. 

Broncos wide receiver Demaryius Thomas continued his 
season surge by catching a team-best six passes for 93 yards 
(15.5 avg.), and linebacker Joe Mays led all Broncos defenders 
with nine total tackles (4 solo).

2011 AFC Wild Card Game 


The Denver Broncos rode record-setting performances by 
wide receiver Demaryius Thomas and quarterback Tim Tebow to 
a 29-23 overtime victory over the Pittsburgh Steelers in front of 
a sell-out crowd at Sports Authority Field at Mile High. 

With the win, the Broncos snapped a three-game losing 
streak to end the regular season and earned their first playoff 
victory in six years. 

Thomas set a franchise postseason record for receiving 
yards, catching four passes for 204 yards (51.0 avg.), including 
an 80-yard touchdown reception on the first play of overtime 
to secure the win. Tebow completed 10-of-21 passes for a 
career-high 316 yards and two scores against the NFL’s top- 
ranked defense. 

The Steelers seized momentum early, opening up a 6-0 lead 
in the first quarter on the strength of two Sean Suisham field 
goals, but the Broncos shook off the slow start, outscoring the 
Steelers 20-0 in the second quarter. 

Wide receiver Eddie Royal put the Broncos on the board, 
hauling in a 30-yard touchdown pass from Tebow in tight 
coverage. Tebow followed the score with a touchdown of his 
own, an 8-yard run with 10:36 remaining in the second quarter 
to give Denver a 14-6 lead. 

Broncos kicker Matt Prater added a pair of field goals before 
the half to give Denver a 20-6 advantage at the break. 

On their only possession of the third quarter, the Steelers 
sustained an 11-play, 92-yard drive that was capped by a one- 
yard run by wide receiver Mike Wallace to bring them within a 
touchdown, 20-13. Prater added to the lead on the Broncos’ 
ensuing possession, connecting on a 35-yard field goal to give 
Denver a 10-point cushion. 

After Broncos running back Willis McGahee was stripped by 
Pittsburgh safety Ryan Mundy near midfield late in the game, 
Pittsburgh quarterback Ben Roethlisberger took advantage of 
the field position, finding wide receiver Jerricho Cotchery for 
a 31-yard touchdown to knot the score at 23-23. Pittsburgh 
threatened once more in the final minute of regulation, but a 
sack of Roethlisberger by defensive end Robert Ayers ended the 
drive and sent the game into overtime. 

On the first play in the extra frame, Thomas broke free for 
a completion over the middle and rumbled 80 yards for the 
longest game-ending play in overtime in postseason history to 
secure a 29-23 victory.

2005 AFC Championship Game 


The Denver Broncos’ 2005 season ended one game short of 
Super Bowl XL with a 34-17 loss to the Pittsburgh Steelers in 
the AFC Championship Game at INVESCO Field at Mile High in 
front of 76,775 fans. 

The Broncos’ defeat was their first ever at home in an AFC title 
game as the team entered its contest against Pittsburgh 4-0 in 
those situations. The loss snapped Denver’s 11-game overall 
home winning streak and was only the Broncos’ third defeat in 
their 15 all-time home postseason playoff games. 

A week after forcing five turnovers to beat the Patriots in 
the Divisional Round, Denver recorded four giveaways against 
the Steelers. Pittsburgh scored 24 points off two interceptions 
and two fumbles by the Broncos, who surrendered only 27 
points off giveaways during the entire 2005 regular season. 

Pittsburgh converted 10-of-16 third-down attempts (62.5%), 
including eight of its first nine such attempts, to take control of 
the game. Quarterback Ben Roethlisberger compiled a 124.9 
passer rating, throwing for 275 yards with two touchdowns 
and no interceptions to lead Pittsburgh to its sixth Super Bowl. 

Broncos quarterback Jake Plummer completed 18-of-30 
passes (60.0%) for 223 yards with one touchdown and two 
interceptions. Denver wide receiver Rod Smith caught four 
passes for 61 yards (15.3 avg.), becoming the Broncos’ all-time 
leader in career postseason receptions (49). 

The Steelers scored the game’s first points on a 47-yard 
field goal by Jeff Reed at 4:11 of the first quarter. Pittsburgh

2005 AFC Divisional Playoff Game 


The Denver Broncos ended the New England Patriots’ NFL- 
record 10-game postseason winning streak with a 27-13 victory 
in an AFC Divisional Playoff Game in front of 76,238 fans at 
INVESCO Field at Mile High. 

The Broncos’ win against the two-time defending Super Bowl 
champions was their first playoff victory since the 1998 season 
and first ever at INVESCO Field at Mile High. Denver forced five 
turnovers against the Patriots, totaling two interceptions and 
three fumble recoveries that led to their first 24 points scored. 

Broncos cornerback Champ Bailey recorded the longest 
non-scoring interception return and second-longest overall 
interception return in NFL postseason history with a key 100- 
yard return late in the third quarter. Bailey's play ended a poten- 
tial go-ahead scoring drive by the Patriots and set up a touch- 
down to give the Broncos a 17-6 lead entering the final period. 

Denver quarterback Jake Plummer completed 15-of-26 
passes (57.7%) for 197 yards with one touchdown and one 
interception. Wide receiver Rod Smith (96 yds., 1 TD) became 
Denver's all-time playoff leader in receiving yards and kicker 
Jason Elam (2 FGs, 9 pts.) became its all-time leading scorer 
in the postseason with their performances against the Patriots. 

The game was scoreless for the first quarter-and-a-half before 
Adam Vinatieri’s 40-yard field goal put the Patriots ahead 3-0 at 
3:48 of the second quarter. A 40-yard pass interference penalty 
drawn by Broncos wide receiver Ashley Lelie in the end zone 
with less than two minutes remaining in the first half led to a 
1-yard scoring run by Mike Anderson to give Denver a 7-3 lead. 

On the ensuing kickoff, Broncos punter Todd Sauerbrun 
forced a fumble that Denver recovered to set up a 50-yard field 
goal by Elam to put the Broncos ahead 10-3 at halftime. 

Vinatieri’s 32-yard field goal at 7:49 of the third quarter nar- 
rowed Denver’s lead to 10-6, but a costly turnover by the Patriots 
halted their comeback attempt. Bailey intercepted Tom Brady in 
the end zone with 1:03 left in the third quarter to end a potentia 
go-ahead touchdown drive. After Bailey was forced out of bounds 
at the 1-yard line following his 100-yard return, Anderson scored 
on arun to put Denver up 17-6. 

Plummer’s 4-yard touchdown pass to Smith at 8:38 of the 
fourth quarter extended the Broncos’ lead to 24-6. A Patriots 
touchdown moved the team to within 11, 24-13, with 8:05 left to 
play, but Elam’s 34-yard field goal on Denver's next drive sealed 
the Broncos’ victory.

2003 AFC Wild Card Playoff Game 


Denver’s 2003 season came to an end with a 41-10 loss 
to Indianapolis in an AFC Wild Card Playoff Game in front of 
56,586 fans at the RCA Dome. 

On the game’s opening possession, Peyton Manning led the 
Colts 70 yards and capped the drive when he found Brandon 
Stokley for a 31-yard touchdown and an early lead. Denver 
answered on its first drive with a 49-yard Jason Elam field goal 
after penalties caused the drive to stall. 

Late in the first quarter, Manning completed a pass to Marvin 
Harrison, who fell near the Colts’ 29-yard line and after not 
being touched by a Broncos defender got up and ran the ball in 
for a touchdown and a 14-3 lead. With Denver unable to sustain 
a drive after picking up two holding penalties, Indianapolis took

Manning hit Stokley in stride,

lead with less than two minutes remaining in the half. Denver 
began to mount a drive, but Plummer’s pass intended for Rod 
Smith was intercepted by David Macklin and returned 21 yards 
to the Colts’ 42-yard-line. Mike Vanderjagt’s 27-yard field goal 
extended the Colts’ lead to 31-3 at the half. 

On Denver's first possession of the third quarter, Plummer 
connected with Rod Smith for a 34-yard reception, moving the 
Broncos to the Colts’ 27-yard line before Elam’s 46-yard field 
goal attempt was blocked. Indianapolis was able to add to its 
lead by capping a 64-yard drive with a 7-yard touchdown pass 
from Manning to Reggie Wayne. 

Plummer—when hit from behind by Colts defensive end 
Dwight Freeney—fumbled on Denver’s next possession, and 
the ball was recovered by Rob Morris on Denver's 20-yard line. 
Indianapolis settled for a 20-yard field goal that put it ahead 
41-3. Midway through the fourth quarter after recovering a 
Colts fumble on its 38-yard-line, Denver finally found the end 
zone for the game’s final score when Plummer connected with 
Smith for a 7-yard touchdown. 

Plummer completed 23-of-30 passes for 181 yards with one 
touchdown but had a pair of interceptions. Clinton Portis led the 
Broncos with 68 rushing yards while Smith, Shannon Sharpe 
and Reuben Droughns each had five receptions.

2000 AFC Wild Card Playoff Game 


The Denver Broncos’ 2000 season ended with a 21-3 defeat 
at the hands of the Baltimore Ravens in an AFC Wild Card 
Playoff Game at PSINet Stadium in Baltimore on a blustery New 
Year’s Eve day in front of 69,638 fans. 

Denver’s offense managed just 177 yards—the club’s 
third-lowest output in 28 postseason games—and nine first 
downs against a record-setting Ravens defense, which put an 
end to the Broncos’ seven-game postseason winning streak. 

After a scoreless first quarter, Baltimore put up the first 
points when Jamal Lewis reached the end zone from one yard 
out early in the second quarter to cap a 10-play, 75-yard drive. 

The Broncos answered with a 31-yard Jason Elam field goal 
to narrow the deficit to 7-3 when a promising 12-play, 68-yard 
drive stalled after a third-and-1 opportunity at the Ravens’ 
12-yard line. What followed would prove to be the play of the 
game, if not one of the more bizarre plays of the year. 

The Ravens’ Corey Harris returned the ensuing kickoff 
15 yards to the Baltimore 42-yard line. On first-and-10, 
Baltimore’s Trent Dilfer attempted a screen pass to Lewis, who 
tipped the ball into and out of the hands of Denver cornerback 
Terrell Buckley. The loose ball was grabbed out of the air by 
former Broncos tight end Shannon Sharpe, who dashed 58 
yards for a touchdown, boosting the lead to 14-3 at the half. 

Baltimore increased its lead to 21-3 late in the third quarter 
when Lewis ran 27 yards for his second touchdown of the day 
to cap the scoring. 

Denver managed just 83 yards on its eight second-half pos- 
sessions and was held scoreless to preserve the lowest scoring 
output (3) in franchise postseason history. The Broncos pen- 
etrated Ravens territory just once all day and ran only seven 
plays on the Baltimore side of the field. 

Broncos quarterback Gus Frerotte, subbing for the injured 
Brian Griese, completed 13-of-28 passes for 124 yards with 
one interception. Denver’s Ed McCaffrey led all receivers with 
eight catches for 75 yards (9.4 avg.). 

Mike Anderson led the Broncos in rushing with 40 yards 
on 15 carries. Safety Billy Jenkins and defensive end Maa 
Tanuvasa each had sacks for the Broncos’ defense, which 
held Baltimore to 240 net yards of total offense and forced 10 
punts. Denver also allowed the Ravens to convert just 4-of-14 
(28.6%) of their third-down attempts.

1998 AFC Championship Game 


The Broncos clinched their AFC-record sixth berth in a 
Super Bowl by defeating the New York Jets 23-10 in the AFC 
Championship Game before a crowd of 75,482 fans at Mile High 
Stadium and a CBS national television audience. 

After failing to score in the first half, the Broncos scored 
20 third-quarter points to take control of the game. The win 
propelled Denver to the Super Bowl for the second consecutive 
season, matching the back-to-back Super Bowl appearances of 
the 1986 and ‘87 Broncos. 

The Jets took a 10-0 lead after John Hall’s 32-yard field goal 
in the second quarter and Curtis Martin’s 1-yard touchdown run 
early in the third quarter that was set up by a blocked punt at 
the Broncos’ 1-yard line. That touchdown proved to be just the 
wake-up call that Denver needed to ignite its offense as well as 
the unusually quiet Mile High crowd. On first-and-10 from the 
36-yard line, John Elway connected with Ed McCaffrey on a 
47-yard pass play before finding fullback Howard Griffith for an 
11-yard touchdown pass to narrow the Jets’ lead to 10-7. 

Then, a wind-stifled kickoff fumble was recovered by Broncos 
linebacker Keith Burns and turned into a 44-yard Jason Elam 
field goal to tie the game. Following another Elam field goal, 
the Broncos opened up a 10-point lead, 20-10, on Terrell Davis’ 
31-yard touchdown run late in the third quarter. 

The Broncos’ defense, which deserved credit for keeping the 
club in the game in the first half while the offense sputtered, 
forced six turnovers (including two interceptions by Darrien 
Gordon) and held the Jets to 14 yards on 13 rushes. The four 
opponent fumbles recovered by Denver set a franchise post- 
season record. 

Davis set numerous records during the contest, including 
passing his own NFL-record total of 2,331 yards rushing in an 
entire season (regular and postseason combined) set in 1997 
and rushing for 100 yards for the sixth consecutive postseason 
game to tie John Riggins for the most all time. He also passed 
Larry Csonka and Riggins for seventh and sixth place in career 
postseason rushing yards. Tight end Shannon Sharpe (two 
catches) tied Vance Johnson (40) for the most career receptions 
in the postseason by a Bronco while Elam’s three field goals tied 
a Denver single-game playoff record. 

With its win, Denver maintained a perfect record (12-0) when 
leading after three quarters in the playoffs.

Super Bowl XXXII 


The Denver Broncos won their 

irst Super Bowl and became the 
irst AFC team in 14 years to 
claim the Vince Lombardi Trophy 
as they used a powerful running 
game and a solid defensive performance to dethrone the defending 
Super Bowl champion Green Bay Packers 31-24 in front of 68,912 
ans at Qualcomm Stadium in San Diego. 
Denver running back Terrell Davis was named the game’s Most 
Valuable Player in recognition of his 157-yard rushing effort, which 
included a Super Bowl-record three rushing touchdowns (each 
rom one yard out). His three total touchdowns and 18 points tied 
Super Bowl records and were made even more remarkable by the 
fact that he missed almost the entire second quarter when he was 
sidelined by the onset of a migraine headache. 
Both offenses displayed their talents immediately as Super 
Bowl XXXII became the first ever in which each team scored a 
ouchdown on its opening possession. The Packers struck first 
when Brett Favre connected with Antonio Freeman on a 22-yard 
scoring pass, and the Broncos answered by driving 58 yards in 10 
plays the first time they touched the ball, scoring on a 1-yard Davis 
ouchdown run with 5:39 left in the first quarter. 
The Broncos turned two Packers turnovers into 10 more points 
(0 take a 17-7 lead in the second quarter. The first opportunity was 
created when strong safety Tyrone Braxton intercepted a Favre 
pass, and eight plays later, John Elway rushed around right end for 
a 1-yard touchdown. Free safety Steve Atwater sacked Favre on the 
next Green Bay possession, forcing a fumble that was recovered by 
defensive end Neil Smith. Four plays later, Jason Elam converted a 
51-yard field goal, the second-longest in Super Bowl history. 

Green Bay pulled within 17-14 with a touchdown just before 
halftime and tied the score early in the third quarter on a 27-yard 
Ryan Longwell field goal. Denver broke the tie late in the third 
quarter on a 1-yard Davis touchdown run. After a Denver intercep- 
tion, Green Bay would move 85 yards in just four plays to tie the 
game at 24 early in the fourth quarter. 

After the Denver defense turned back the Packers on their next 
two possessions, the Broncos set up shop at the Packers’ 49-yard 
line for their game-winning drive. Five plays later, Davis scored 
his third touchdown of the day from one yard out to give Denver a 
31-24 lead that would hold up over the final 1:45 for the victory.

1997 AFC Championship Game 


The Denver Broncos advanced to their fifth Super Bowl— 
and their first since 1989—with a 24-21 victory against the 
Pittsburgh Steelers in the AFC Championship Game in front of 
61,382 fans at Three Rivers Stadium. The Broncos became just 
the fifth Wild Card team to reach to the Super Bowl since the 
Wild Card format was established in 1970. 

Denver quarterback John Elway was intercepted by Levon 
Kirkland on the game’s second play, but the Steelers failed 
to capitalize when Norm Johnson's 38-yard field goal attempt 
sailed wide to the left. Denver then got on the board when 
Davis, who rushed for 139 yards to become the club’s all-time 
postseason rushing leader, capped a 6-play, 72-yard drive with 
an 8-yard scoring run on its second possession. 

Pittsburgh evened the score on its next possession when 
quarterback Kordell Stewart rushed 33 yards around right end 
for a touchdown to punctuate a 6-play, 65-yard drive that cov- 
ered 3:02. The Steelers then broke the tie early in the second 
quarter when Jerome Bettis powered his way into the end zone 
from one yard out to put the finishing touches on an 11-play, 
68-yard drive that lasted 4:46 and put them ahead 14-7. 

The Broncos scored the game’s next 17 points and put the 
game away as the defense held up its end of the bargain down 
the stretch. 

The scoring began with a 43-yard Jason Elam field goal 
with 8:20 remaining in the first half. After each team punted 
on its next possession, Denver got the ball back when Ray 
Crockett intercepted a Stewart bomb in the end zone, setting 
up a 14-point assault that sent Denver to the locker room ahead 
24-14. Elway connected with Howard Griffith for a 15-yard 
touchdown with 1:47 remaining before finding Ed McCaffrey for 
a 1-yard touchdown with 13 seconds left in the half. 

Denver rode that 24-14 lead into the fourth quarter before 
the Steelers scored the only points of the second half on a 
14-yard Stewart-to-Charles Johnson touchdown pass with 
2:46 remaining. But the Broncos succeeded in running out the 
clock on their final possession and established a new franchise 
record with their 15th win of the season. 

Elway tied Roger Staubach for fourth place on the NFL’s all- 
time list for postseason touchdown passes (24) with his two on 
the day, and the Broncos’ three interceptions tied the franchise 
postseason record for most in a game. Three different Denver 
players also registered one sack in the win.

1997 AFC Divisional Playoff Game 


The Denver Broncos posted their first road playoff win in 11 
years—and only the second in franchise history—with a 14-10 
victory against Kansas City in front of 76,965 fans at Arrowhead 
Stadium. Denver advanced to its first AFC Championship Game 
since 1991 on the strength of two Terrell Davis touchdowns, 
which tied the franchise postseason record for the second week 
in a row, and a defensive effort that limited the Chiefs to just 10 
points that tied for the fewest allowed in club playoff history. 

Davis broke a scoreless tie late in the second quarter, plow- 
ing into the end zone from one yard out to give Denver a 7-0 
lead with 1:56 remaining in the half to cap an 8-play, 65-yard 
drive that covered 4:51 on the clock. Key to the drive was a 
17-yard John Elway completion to Rod Smith on third-and-7 
that gave the Broncos a first down at the Kansas City 4-yard line. 

The Chiefs, limited to 58 yards of total offense in the first 
half, came out strong in the third quarter, moving the ball to the 
Denver 6-yard line before settling for a 20-yard Pete Stoyanovich 
field goal. Kansas City struck again late in the quarter when Elvis 
Grbac found tight end Tony Gonzalez in the back of the end zone 
for a 12-yard score, marking the Chiefs’ only touchdown. 

Denver, however, answered on its ensuing possession 
by driving 49 yards in six plays for what proved to be the 
game-winning touchdown. The key play of the drive was a 
43-yard Elway-to-Ed McCaffrey completion on third-and-5 
from the Chiefs’ 44-yard line that gave Denver a first down at 
the Kansas City 1-yard line. 

After two unsuccessful attempts from close range, Davis 
muscled his way through the middle of the Chiefs’ line for his 
second touchdown of the day and the fifth of his career in the 
postseason to establish a franchise record. 

Kansas City had possession three more times in the game 
but was turned back each occasion by the Broncos’ defense 
after reaching Denver’s 31 (punt), their own 36 (punt) and the 
Broncos’ 20-yard line with 0:19 left (downs). The final play was 
a pass to the end zone on fourth-and-2 that was knocked down 
by Darrien Gordon, ending the Chiefs’ hopes and propelling 
Denver to the AFC title game. 

Elway, with 170 passing yards, moved into second place in 
NFL postseason history in that category. He surpassed both 
Terry Bradshaw (3,833) and Jim Kelly (3,863) to finish the day 
at 3,940 career passing yards in the playoffs.

1997 AFC Wild Card Playoff Game 


The Denver Broncos advanced to the AFC Divisional Playoff 
Round by literally running the Jacksonville Jaguars out of town 
as they piled up a club postseason-record 310 rushing yards 
en route to a 42-17 victory in front of 74,481 fans at Mile High 
Stadium. Denver set numerous team postseason records during 
the contest, including new standards for rushing attempts (49), 
total yards (511), points in a quarter (21; 4th qtr.), total points 
(42), first downs (28), rushing first downs (18) and third-down 
efficiency (75%), while the 237 yards allowed by the defense was 
the second-lowest total in Denver's 21-game playoff history. 

The Broncos scored touchdowns on each of their first three 
possessions, racking up a 21-0 lead on 32 offensive plays during 
which time the Jaguars ran only six plays. Terrell Davis capped 
Denver's opening drive with a 2-yard touchdown run, and Rod 
Smith punctuated the next drive when he reeled in a 43-yard 
touchdown pass from John Elway. The lead was increased to 
21-0 when Davis—who set franchise postseason records for 
rushing attempts (31), rushing yards (184) and longest run from 
scrimmage (59) before leaving in the third quarter with bruised 
ribs—tied the franchise records for rushing touchdowns and total 
touchdowns in a postseason game with his second of the day. 

The Jaguars answered by scoring the game’s next 17 points. 
Jacksonville scored on a 1-yard Natrone Means touchdown run 
in the second quarter, a 38-yard Mike Hollis field goal early in 
the third quarter and a blocked punt by safety Travis Davis, 
who returned it 29 yards for a touchdown to pull the Jaguars to 
within 21-17 with 9:16 left in the third quarter. 

But the Broncos dominated from there as Derek Loville took 
over for the injured Davis and slashed his way to 103 yards 
(second most by a Bronco in the postseason) on 11 attempts 
and scored two fourth-quarter touchdowns on runs of 25 and 
eight yards to tie the club touchdown record already achieved 
in the game by Davis. Vaughn Hebron then got into the act, 
scoring Denver's fifth rushing touchdown of the day on a 6-yard 
run with 1:11 remaining to push the lead to its final margin of 
42-17. With Davis’ 184 rushing yards and Loville’s 103, Denver 
became just the third team in NFL postseason history to boast 
two 100-yard rushers in the same game. Additionally, Denver's 
40:59 possession time and its 310 rushing yards both were the 
fifth-highest totals recorded in an NFL playoff game.

1993 AFC Wild Card Game 


Facing the Los Angeles Raiders for the second time in as many 
weeks, the Denver Broncos saw the Raiders pull away from a 21-21 
halftime tie en route to a 42-24 win in an AFC Wild Card Game in 
front of 65,314 fans at the Los Angeles Coliseum. 

Denver quarterback John Elway completed 29-of-47 passes 
(61.7%) for 302 yards with three touchdowns and one intercep- 
tion while tight end Shannon Sharpe hauled in a game-high 13 
receptions for 156 yards (12.0 avg.) with one touchdown. 

The Raiders struck first on a 7-play, 80-yard drive that was 
capped with a 9-yard touchdown pass from quarterback Jeff 
Hostetler to tight end Ethan Horton at 9:17 of the first quarter. 

Elway and the Broncos responded with a scoring drive of their 
own, going 65 yards in seven plays with Elway finding Sharpe 
for a 23-yard touchdown. The Raiders bounced back with a 
65-yard touchdown pass to wide receiver Tim Brown to take a 
14-7 lead at 2:25 of the first quarter. The Broncos responded by 
driving 80 yards in 12 plays, setting up a 16-yard touchdown 
toss from Elway to tight end Reggie Johnson to tie the score. 
Hostetler continued to be red hot on the Raiders’ next pos- 
session, throwing a 54-yard touchdown pass to wide receiver 
James Jett for a 21-14 lead at 7:28 of the second quarter. 

On the Broncos’ final drive of the half, the offense chewed up 
nearly seven minutes and went 77 yards to tie the score at 21 
on wide receiver Derek Russell's 6-yard touchdown reception. 
Elway showed his ability to create plays for the offense, com- 
pleting passes to six different receivers and taking off on two 
rushes of his own during the drive. 

The two teams combined for nearly 500 yards of total offense 
by halftime, but only the Raiders continued that pace in the 
second half. After receiving the opening kickoff, the Broncos 
failed to move the ball on their first three possessions, giving 
the Raiders great field position after three punts that averaged 
30 yards. The Raiders took advantage of the field position, con- 
verting two of those possessions into touchdowns on drives of 
three and five plays, respectively, to take a commanding 35-21 
lead at 4:27 of the third quarter. 

The Broncos made a dent in the score at the beginning of the 
fourth period on a 33-yard field goal by Jason Elam at 12:36. 
The Raiders responded to that with a 10-play, 76-yard drive that 
was capped by Napoleon McCallum’s third touchdown of the 
game from one yard out at 6:43 to mark the final points scored 
on the afternoon.

1991 AFC Championship Game 


The Broncos were denied their fifth AFC Championship, losing 
10-7 to the Bills before 80,272 fans at Rich Stadium. Denver's 
defense shut down the high-powered Buffalo offense, limiting it 
to just 213 total yards and only 12 first downs, but the Broncos’ 
offense failed to capitalize on several first-half opportunities. 

Both teams struggled to find their offenses in the first two 
quarters, and the game was scoreless at halftime. Buffalo punted 
on its first two drives of the contest after a total net gain of nega- 
tive two yards and had its third drive end when nose tackle Greg 
Kragen tipped and then intercepted a pass on the Buffalo 29. But 
Denver could not take advantage as David Treadwell’s 47-yard 
field goal attempt sailed wide left. After the Broncos halted anoth- 
er Buffalo drive, Treadwell missed a 42-yard field goal attempt. 

Once again, the Bills punted after failing to get a first down, 
and a 10-yard punt return by Vance Johnson set Denver up on 
the 50. On first down, quarterback John Elway threw a middle 
screen to running back Steve Sewell, who gained 26 yards to the 
Buffalo 24. The Broncos could move no closer than the 20, and 
Treadwell’s 37-yard field goal attempt was wide right to end the 
last scoring threat of the first half. 

The Bills’ second drive of the third quarter began at their 20, 
and 11 plays later, they faced a third-and-7 on Denver's 26. 
Quarterback Jim Kelly's pass to James Lofton was intercepted 
by cornerback Tyrone Braxton and returned to the Denver 19. 
On second-and-10, Elway attempted another middle screen to 
Sewell, but linebacker Carlton Bailey picked off the pass and ran 
11 yards for a touchdown and a 7-0 Buffalo lead. 

The Broncos’ first possession of the fourth quarter began 
with Gary Kubiak at quarterback after Elway left the game with 
an injured thigh muscle. Kubiak drove Denver from its 21 to 
the Buffalo 23, but the Broncos failed to convert a fourth-down 
attempt. The Bills then drove 50 yards in nine plays to score on 
a 44-yard field goal by Scott Norwood. Now down 10-0, Kubiak 
engineered a frantic drive in which Denver covered 85 yards in 
eight plays, and he scored on a 3-yard quarterback draw to pull 
Denver within 3 points, 10-7, with less than two minutes to play. 

The ensuing onside kickoff was recovered by the Broncos’ 
Steve Atwater, and Denver began its last-chance drive on its 
49 with 1:43 left on the clock and two timeouts. On first down, 
Kubiak hit Sewell for seven yards, but cornerback Kirby Jackson 
stripped the ball away and recovered it on the Buffalo 44. The 
Broncos’ defense forced the Bills to punt, but Denver could only 
reach the 50 as time ran out.

The San Francisco 49ers 
captured their fourth World 
Championship with a 55-10 vic- 
tory against the Denver Broncos 
in Super Bowl XXIV at the 
Louisiana Superdome in front 
of 72,919 fans. San Francisco 
quarterback Joe Montana com- 
pleted 22-of-29 passes for 297 yards with five touchdowns, 
including three to wide receiver Jerry Rice. 

The 49ers scored two touchdowns in every quarter and 
outgained the Broncos 461 yards to 167. After stopping Denver 
on the game’s initial possession, San Francisco drove 66 yards 
in 10 plays, scoring on a 20-yard pass from Montana to Rice. 
The Broncos’ next possession covered 49 yards in 10 plays and 
resulted in a 42-yard field goal by David Treadwell. 

After limiting the 49ers to four yards on their next drive, 
Denver took possession on its own 49, but on first down, run- 
ning back Bobby Humphrey fumbled and defensive end Kevin 
Fagan recovered for San Francisco on its 46. That turnover led 
to a 7-yard touchdown pass from Montana to tight end Brent 
Jones, and after a failed extra point attempt, San Francisco led 
13-3 with three seconds left in the first quarter. 

The Broncos failed to cross midfield in the second quarter 
while the 49ers scored on a 1-yard run by running back Tom 
Rathman and a 38-yard pass from Montana to Rice, taking a 
27-3 lead into halftime. 

San Francisco was unable to move the ball on the opening 
possession of the second half, but Elway was intercepted on the 
first play of Denver's next drive to give the 49ers possession on the 
Broncos’ 28. On first down, Montana threw a touchdown pass to 
Rice to put his team up 34-3 with 2:12 gone in the third quarter. 

The next Denver drive also ended with an interception, lead- 
ing to a 35-yard scoring pass from Montana to John Taylor. 

The Broncos, spurred by a 34-yard run by Humphrey, moved 
61 yards in five plays and a penalty to score on a 3-yard run by 
Elway. San Francisco roared back with an 11-play, 75-yard drive 
that ended with a 3-yard touchdown run by Rathman. Following 
another Broncos fumble, running back Roger Craig plowed into 
the end zone on a 1-yard run to round out the scoring early in 
the fourth quarter and give the 49ers a 55-10 victory.

1989 AFC Championship Game 


The Denver Broncos won their third American Football 
Conference Championship in four years with a dynamic 37-21 
victory over Cleveland before 76,005 fans at Mile High Stadium. 

Broncos quarterback John Elway threw for 385 yards and 
three touchdowns, running back Sammy Winder tied a Denver 
postseason record with two touchdowns and strong safety 
Dennis Smith posted two of the Broncos’ three interceptions. 
Denver also totaled 497 yards of offense, averaging 6.5 yards 
on 76 plays. 

The Broncos took the opening kickoff and drove to the 
Cleveland 1, but on third down, Elway’s pitch to running back 
Bobby Humphrey was fumbled and the Browns’ Andrew Stewart 
recovered on the 8. With five minutes left in the first quarter, 
Smith picked off a Bernie Kosar pass and returned it to the 
Cleveland 32. Denver moved to the Cleveland 12 but had to 
settle for a 29-yard field goal by David Treadwell. 

Neither team mounted scoring drives until the Broncos took 
possession on their own 18 with 6:54 left in the half. On first 
down, Elway hit wide receiver Mark Jackson for 12 yards, and 
three plays later he connected with wide receiver Michael Young 
for a 70-yard touchdown that put Denver ahead 10-0 at the half. 

The Browns took the opening kickoff of the second half and 
drove 70 yards in eight plays, scoring on a 27-yard pass from 
Kosar to Brian Brennan. Denver roared right back on its next 
possession, going 80 yards in six plays and scoring on a 5-yard 
pass from Elway to tight end Orson Mobley on a drive sparked 
by a 53-yard Young reception. 

The Broncos began their next possession at their 40-yard line 
and, buoyed by a 25-yard run by Elway, covered 60 yards in six 
plays and scored on a 7-yard run by Winder, making the score 
24-7 late in the third quarter. 

The Browns needed just six plays to go 72 yards and score 
on a 10-yard Kosar-to-Brennan pass, and two plays into 
Denver’s next drive, Cleveland’s Felix Wright recovered a Denver 
fumble and returned it to the Broncos’ 1. On second down, Tim 
Manoa barreled in from the 2, cutting Denver's lead to 24-21 
with one second left in the third quarter. 

The Broncos shut out the Browns in the fourth quarter while 
posting 13 points of their own. A 39-yard touchdown grab 
by Winder along with two Treadwell field goals accounted for 
Denver’s final points of the afternoon.

1989 AFC Divisional Playoff Game 


The Denver Broncos advanced to their third AFC Champion- 
ship Game in four years with a come-from-behind 24-23 victory 
against the Steelers before 75,868 fans at Mile High Stadium. 
Although Pittsburgh held the upper hand in total yards (404 
to 364) and time of possession (34:14 to 25:46), Denver was 
able to mount a late fourth-quarter drive and score the winning 
touchdown with just 2:27 remaining. 

The Steelers took the opening kickoff and drove 65 yards 
in 13 plays, scoring on a 32-yard Gary Anderson field goal. 
Following a 45-yard run by Merril Hoge and a 33-yard Bubby 
Brister-to-Tim Worley pass play, the Steelers were knocking on 
the door again and scored three plays later on a 7-yard run by 
Hoge. The score put Pittsburgh ahead 10-0 with 1:38 gone in 
the second quarter. 

The Broncos took their first possession of the second 
quarter and drove 75 yards in 12 plays to score on a 1-yard 
plunge by running back Mel Bratton on third-and-goal. The 
Steelers bounced back, traveling 77 yards in 12 plays to score 
ona 9-yard pass from Brister to wide receiver Louis Lipps. The 
Broncos got the ball back on their own 33 with 20 seconds left 
in the half. Two Elway passes put Denver at the Pittsburgh 26 
with two seconds left, setting up David Treadwell’s 43-yard field 
goal that pulled Denver within 17-10 at halftime. 

Early in the third quarter, Denver nose tackle Greg Kragen 

forced a Tim Worley fumble that cornerback Tyrone Braxton 
recovered for the Broncos on the Steelers’ 37-yard line. On first 
down, Elway found wide receiver Vance Johnson for a touchdown 
to tie the score at 17. Pittsburgh’s next two possessions ended 
in Anderson field goals, and the Steelers held a 23-17 lead in the 
early stages of the fourth quarter. 
ter an exchange of punts, the Broncos took possession on 
their own 29 with 7:06 left in the game. Elway connected with 
Jackson for 18 yards and then handed off to running back Bobby 
Humphrey, who pitched the ball back to Elway, setting up his 
36-yard strike to Johnson that gave Denver a first down on the 
Steelers’ 26. Humphrey ran on the next four plays, gaining 24 
yards and taking the ball to the 2. On third-and-goal from the 1, 
Bratton scored again and Treadwell's extra point gave Denver its 
first lead of the game with 2:27 left in regulation. 
Pittsburgh got the ball on its own 20, but on third down 
Brister’s signals were drowned out by the crowd and he mis- 
handled the snap. Randy Robbins recovered for Denver on the 
Pittsburgh 18, and the Broncos were able to run out the clock.

The Washington Redskins 
scored 35 points in the sec- 
ond quarter to power their way 
to a 42-10 victory against the 
Denver Broncos in Super Bow! 
XXII at Jack Murphy Stadium in 
San Diego in front of 73,302 fans. 

Super Bowl MVP Doug Williams of Washington completed 
18-of-29 passes for 340 yards with four touchdowns while run- 
ning back Timmy Smith gained 204 yards on 22 carries, scoring 
twice, and wide receiver Ricky Sanders caught nine passes for 
193 yards (21.4 avg.) with two touchdowns. 

The Broncos took an early lead on their first play from scrim- 
mage, a 56-yard pass from John Elway to Ricky Nattiel that 
occurred with 1:57 gone in the game. Denver's next possession 
stalled at the Redskins’ 7-yard line, but Rich Karlis put the 
Broncos up 10-0 with a 24-yard field goal. 

n the second quarter, however, Denver’s dreams of a 
World Championship were blown apart by the Redskins. On 
Washington’s first play of the quarter, Williams and Sanders 
connected for an 80-yard touchdown pass to bring the score 
to 10-7. The Redskins took the lead for good on the fifth play 
of their next possession when Williams found Gary Clark for a 
27-yard touchdown. 

Denver got as far as the Washington 26 on its next drive, 
but Karlis’ 43-yard field goal attempt sailed wide left. Two plays 
later, Smith scored on a 58-yard run to increase the Washington 
lead to 21-10. The Redskins’ next possession ended with a 
50-yard Williams-to-Sanders touchdown pass, and minutes 
later, Williams and Clint Didier combined for an 8-yard touch- 
down pass to give the Redskins a 35-10 lead at halftime. 

The Broncos could move only as far as the Redskins’ 48-yard 
line in the second half, and Washington closed out the scoring 
late in the game on a 4-yard run by Smith. 

The Redskins finished with 602 total yards, including the 340 
passing yards from Williams. Their defense limited Denver to 
327 total yards while holding Elway to just 14-of-38 passing for 
257 yards and intercepting him three times. The Broncos were 
only able to total 97 rushing yards in the game and were held to 
2-of-12 (16.7%) success on third downs.

1987 AFC Championship Game 


The Broncos’ Jeremiah Castille recovered a Cleveland fum- 
ble on Denver's 3-yard line with just over a minute left in the 
game, helping the club to a 38-33 victory against the Browns 
in the AFC Championship Game in front of 75,993 fans at Mile 
High Stadium. 

An interception by defensive end Freddie Gilbert set up the 
Broncos’ first score of the afternoon. Quarterback John Elway 
found wide receiver Ricky Nattiel for an 8-yard touchdown at 
3:38 of the first quarter that put Denver ahead 7-0. 

After Gene Lang took off on a 42-yard run, which set a 
franchise record for the longest postseason rush, Denver faced 
third-and-goal from the Cleveland 3 late in the first quarter. 
Elway threw incomplete into the end zone, but the Browns were 
penalized for holding, giving the Broncos new life at the 1-yard 
line. Running back Steve Sewell scored on first down to give 
Denver a 14-0 lead 11:06 into the first quarter. 

The Browns scored their first points of the game on a 24-yard 
Matt Bahr field goal at 1:41 of the second quarter. Denver 
answered at 6:59 of the quarter with a 1-yard Lang touchdown 
run that upped its lead to 21-3. 

After Elway was intercepted by Felix Wright four plays into the 
second half, Cleveland needed just three plays to go 35 yards 
and score on an 18-yard pass from Bernie Kosar to Reggie 
Langhorne. The Broncos answered when Elway scrambled right 
and threw to Mark Jackson, who caught the ball at the Broncos’ 
25, evaded two tacklers and sprinted for an 80-yard touchdown 
that gave the Broncos a 28-10 lead at 5:03 of the third quarter. 

The Browns pulled within 28-17 when Kosar found Earnest 
Byner for a 32-yard touchdown at 8:10 of the third quarter. 

Cleveland narrowed the Broncos’ lead to 28-24 on a Byner 
4-yard touchdown run at 11:15 of the third quarter. Just before 
the end of the third period, Rich Karlis capped off a Denver 
possession with a 38-yard field goal. 

The Browns tied the score at 31 on a 4-yard touchdown pass 
from Kosar to Webster Slaughter at 4:12 of the final period. 
Denver went ahead 38-31 with just over four minutes left to play 
on a 20-yard Elway-to-Sammy Winder touchdown pass. 

Kosar and the Browns advanced to the Denver 8-yard line 
with 1:12 remaining when Byner had the ball stripped by 
Castille, who recovered the fumble at the 3-yard line. Denver 
took a late safety before time ran out on the Browns.

1987 AFC Divisional Playoff Game 


The Denver Broncos advanced to the AFC Championship 
Game after beating the Houston Oilers 34-10 in front of 75,968 
fans at Mile High Stadium. Denver's 24-point win was the 
largest margin of victory ever for the club in postseason play. 

The Broncos were led on defense by Mark Haynes and 
Karl Mecklenburg, who both picked up key interceptions. 
Offensively, the club was led by quarterback John Elway (14- 
of-25 for 259 yards with two touchdowns) and wide receivers 
Vance Johnson (4 catches for 105 yards) and Clarence Kay (3 
catches for 57 yards with two touchdowns).

Houston’s next drive reached the Broncos’ 20-yard line 
before Mecklenburg intercepted a pass and returned it to the 
Denver 28. Elway hit Kay for 29 yards to move into Houston 
territory, and five plays later the same connection was made for 
a 27-yard touchdown pass that gave the Broncos a 14-0 lead. 

Both teams added field goals on their first drive of the sec- 
ond quarter to make the score 17-3 in Denver's favor. 

After the Houston field goal, Elway threw a 55-yard pass to 
Johnson, moving the ball to the Oilers’ 11. Five plays later, Elway 
found Kay again for a touchdown on a 1-yard pass to increase 
the lead to 24-3 with less than two minutes left in the half. 

Denver’s first possession of the third quarter resulted in a 
Rich Karlis field goal that gave the club a 27-3 lead. Houston 
then took 10 plays to reach the Denver 7, but Haynes picked off 
a Moon pass in the end zone and returned it 57 yards to halt the 
scoring threat. 

Houston’s next drive reached the Broncos’ 11, but a pass on 
fourth down fell incomplete. The Oilers got the ball back three 
plays later when Patrick Allen intercepted an Elway pass, and 
that led to a 19-yard touchdown pass from Moon to Ernest 
Givins, cutting Denver's lead to 27-10 at 6:38 of the final period. 

The Broncos’ Kevin Clark recovered the onside kick that 
followed, and Denver moved 52 yards on seven plays to score 
the final points of the game on a 3-yard run by Elway.

1983 AFC Wild Card Playoff Game 


The Seattle Seahawks broke open a close contest against the 
Denver Broncos with two second-half Dave Krieg touchdown 
passes that propelled them to a 31-7 win in an AFC Wild Card 
Playoff Game in front of 60,752 fans at the Kingdome. 

It didn’t take the Seahawks long to get on the scoreboard as 
they traveled 62 yards on eight plays during their first offensive 
possession for a touchdown. Krieg connected with Steve 
Largent on a 17-yard scoring pass for a 7-0 lead with less than 
five minutes gone in the first quarter. 

Later that period, the Broncos came back to tie the game after 
they mounted a 9-play, 76-yard touchdown drive. The score 
came on a 13-yard pass from Steve DeBerg to Jesse Myles. 

Denver looked poised to take the lead, but Seattle cornerback 
Kerry Justin intercepted a DeBerg pass on the Broncos’ next 
drive to end the threat. Seattle drove to Denver’s 20-yard line, 
where Norm Johnson converted a 37-yard field goal. 

On its next possession, Denver drove to the Seattle 4-yard 
line, but a fumble by running back Gerald Willhite was recovered 
by safety Paul Moyer. The Seahawks were able to run out the 
clock in the first half and hold on to their 10-7 lead. 

The second half belonged to the Seahawks. Krieg passed 
for two more touchdowns and fullback David Hughes ran for 
another, making the score 31-7. 

In the third quarter, Seattle travelled 73 yards on five plays 
and scored on Krieg’s second touchdown pass of the game that 
went to tight end Pete Metzelaars. 

Krieg threw his third touchdown pass of the afternoon early 
in the fourth quarter to give Seattle a 24-7 lead. He found wide 
receiver Paul Johns for an 18-yard touchdown strike, which 
capped a 9-play, 61-yard drive. 

The Seahawks’ final points came late in the fourth quarter 
when Hughes scored on a 2-yard run. 

Despite totaling 360 yards of offense, Denver could not keep 
up with Seattle. Three turnovers—interceptions by DeBerg and 
John Elway along with a fumble by Willhite—proved to be the 
difference. DeBerg ended the game with 131 yards on 14-of-19 
passing, and Elway added 123 yards on 10-of-15 passing in his 
first career postseason game. 

For the Seahawks, Krieg completed 12-of-13 passes for 200 
yards with three touchdowns and no interceptions. He finished 
with a perfect 158.3 passer rating.

Fritsch opened the scoring with a 31-yard first-quarter field 
goal, which capped an 11-play, 64-yard drive. 

Denver came back to take a 7-3 lead later in the opening 
period on a 7-yard pass from Craig Morton to running back 
Dave Preston. The scoring drive covered 80 yards on 11 plays. 

Houston went ahead to stay on a 3-yard run by Earl Campbell 
at 14:14 of the second quarter. The scoring drive totaled 74 
yards on nine plays, but Campbell was injured on the touch- 


down run and did not return to action in the second half. 
Houston took the 10-7 lead into halftime. 
After a scoreless third quarter, Denver linebacker Bob 


Swenson intercepted a Gifford Nielsen pass at the Oilers’ 
26-yard line midway through the fourth period. However, two 
sacks of Morton led to a 50-yard field goal attempt by Fred 
Steinfort that hit the upright. 

On the ensuing possession, the Oilers drove for a second 
field goal by Fritsch, this one from 20 yards that provided the 
final victory margin for Houston. 

Denver drove to the Houston 27-yard line at the 2-minute 
mark, but the Oilers’ defense again rose to the occasion to stifle 
the threat and secure the win. 

Oilers quarterback Dan Pastorini and wide receiver Ken 
Burrough left the contest due to injuries early in the second 
half, putting a severe crimp in the Houston attack. But the 
Broncos were able to move the ball for only 216 yards, and 
the tenacious Houston defense sacked Morton six times for 40 
yards on the afternoon. 

Morton finished the game with 144 yards on 14-of-27 pass- 
ing with one touchdown and one interception. On the ground, 
Houston’s defense held the Broncos to just 51 yards by Otis 
Armstrong and 29 by Larry Canada. Denver also was limited to 
4-of-13 (30.8%) success on third down and was forced to punt 
six times in the contest. 

For Houston, Pastorini threw for 149 yards on 8-of-18 pass- 
ing with one interception. Campbell rushed for 50 yards on 16 
carries and Carpenter added 59 yards on 16 carries.

1978 AFC Divisional Playoff Game 


Two fourth-quarter touchdown passes by Pittsburgh quar- 
terback Terry Bradshaw lifted the Steelers to a 33-10 victory 
against the Denver Broncos in an AFC Divisional Playoff Game 
in front of 48,921 fans at Three Rivers Stadium. 

Bradshaw threw a 45-yard scoring pass to John Stallworth 
and a 38-yard touchdown to Lynn Swann in the final period, 
capping a brilliant performance by the Pittsburgh passer. 

The Broncos took a 3-0 lead midway through the first quarter 
on a 37-yard Jim Turner field goal. The Steelers controlled the 
game following the score, however, posting 16 unanswered 
points to build a comfortable lead. 

Pittsburgh running back Franco Harris scored his first touch- 
down of the game on a 1-yard plunge that capped an 8-play, 
66-yard drive. After the missed extra point attempt, the Steelers 
held a 6-3 lead at the 12:27 mark of the first quarter. 

The Steelers increased their lead on Harris’ second touch- 
down of the game early in the second quarter. He scored on an 
18-yard run that gave Pittsburgh a 13-3 advantage before Roy 
Gerela’s 24-yarder upped its margin to 16-3 later in the quarter. 

Denver moved to within six points, 16-10, on a 3-yard Dave 
Preston touchdown run with two minutes left in the first half. 
But with just seven seconds remaining in the second quarter, 
Gerela kicked another field goal, a 27-yarder, that sent the 
Broncos into the locker room trailing 19-10. 

Denver threatened to pull closer in the third quarter, but 
Turner’s 29-yard field goal attempt was blocked. 

Early in the fourth quarter, Bradshaw found Stallworth for a 
45-yard touchdown pass to cap a 4-play, 71-yard drive. A short 
time later, Swann hauled in a 38-yard touchdown pass from 
Bradshaw that put the Steelers ahead 33-10. 

Pittsburgh recorded 425 yards of total offense with Bradshaw 
accounting for 272 through the air. He completed 16-of- 
29 (55.2%) passes to go along with the two touchdowns. 
Stallworth led all players with 156 yards on 10 receptions, and 
Swann finished with 52 yards on two catches. 

The eventual World Champion Steelers limited the Broncos’ 
offense to just 218 yards. Broncos quarterback Norris Weese 
finished the game with 118 yards on 8-of-16 passing and 
was sacked five times. He also was Denver’s leading rusher, 
accounting for 43 yards on four carries.

The Dallas Cowboys 
evened their Super Bowl 
record at 2-2 by defeating 
the Denver Broncos 27-10 
in Super Bowl XI! before a sellout crowd of 76,400 fans at the 
Louisiana Superdome and 90 million television viewers, the 
largest audience ever to watch a sporting event at the time. 

Dallas converted two interceptions by safety Randy Hughes 
and cornerback Aaron Kyle into 10 points in the first quarter. 
Efren Herrera added a 43-yard field goal in the second quarter 
to give the Cowboys a 13-0 halftime advantage. 

The Denver offense struggled through the first two quarters. 
Playing in their first-ever Super Bowl, the Broncos ended the 
opening half with five giveaways (3 fumbles, 2 interceptions) 
on their final five possessions. 

The Broncos came back momentarily to start the third 
quarter when Craig Morton engineered a drive to the Cowboys’ 
30-yard line, where Jim Turner booted a 47-yard field goal to 
make the score 13-3. After an exchange of punts, Dallas wide 
receiver Butch Johnson made a spectacular diving catch in the 
end zone to complete a 45-yard pass from Roger Staubach and 
put the Cowboys ahead 20-3 at 8:01 of the third quarter. 

On the ensuing kickoff, the momentum swung back to the 
Broncos when Rick Upchurch returned the kick 67 yards to the 
Dallas 26. Norris Weese relieved Morton at quarterback on the 
second play of the series with Morton, who was intercepted only 
eight times during the regular season, having thrown a Super 
Bowl-record four interceptions in the contest. Weese provided a 
spark, guiding the Broncos to a touchdown (1-yard run by Rob 
Lytle) that cut the Dallas lead to 20-10 with 5:39 left in the third. 
But Dallas clinched the victory when running back Robert 
ewhouse threw a 29-yard touchdown pass to Golden Richards 
on an option play at 7:56 of the fourth quarter. 

The Cowboys’ offense totaled 325 yards while their defense 
imited the Broncos to 156 yards for an average of 2.7 yards per 
play. Dallas also won the time-of-possession battle by posting a 
38:34-to-21:26 advantage. 

Staubach completed 17-of-25 (68.0%) passes for 183 yards 
with one touchdown for a 102.6 passer rating. Defensive end 
Harvey Martin and defensive tackle Randy White, who were 
named co-MVPs, led a Cowboys defense that posted eight 
takeaways (4 fumbles, 4 interceptions) for the game.

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RETIRED JERSEY NUMBERS 


The Denver Broncos have retired three jersey numbers in their 61-year history: the No. 7 worn by quarter- 
back John Elway (1983-98), the No. 18 worn by quarterback Frank Tripucka (1960-63) and the No. 44 worn 
by running back Floyd Little (1967-75). The most recent addition was Elway’s, retired on Sept. 13, 1999, ina 
ceremony at halftime of the Broncos’ season-opening game vs. Miami. 


John Elway, who wore number 7 from 1983-98, led the 

Broncos to five Super Bowl appearances and two World 

Championships and retired ranked second in nearly 

every all-time NFL passing category. Inducted into the 

Pro Football Hall of Fame in 2004, he passed for 51,475 

yards and 300 touchdowns in his 16-year career and 

retired as the all-time winningest starting quarterback 

in NFL history with a career mark of 148-82-1 (.643). 

Elway was named Most Valuable Player of Super Bowl XXxXIII, leading Denver to 
its second consecutive World Championship with a 34-19 defeat of the Atlanta 
Falcons, becoming the first player in NFL history to close his career by earning 
Super Bowl MVP honors in his final game. His image was forged early in his 
career as he developed a reputation for leading the Broncos to victory against 
seemingly insurmountable odds. Elway directed the Broncos on an NFL-record 
47 fourth-quarter or overtime, game-winning or game-saving drives in his 
legendary career. Elway was inducted into the Denver Broncos’ Ring of Fame in 
1999—the first inductee for whom the customary five-year waiting period was 
waived. The only other players to wear No. 7 in franchise history were quarter- 
backs Mickey Slaughter (1963-66) and Craig Morton (1977-82). 


Frank Tripucka, who wore number 18 from 1960-63, 

was Denver's first quarterback and helped lay the 

foundation for the club’s future success. One of the 

original Broncos, Tripucka played in the American 

Football League All-Star Game in 1962 and passed for 

7,676 yards in his Denver career. His best statistical 

season came in 1960 when he completed 248-of-478 

passes (51.9%) for 3,038 yards with 24 touchdowns. 

Tripucka’s career passing total still ranks eighth in franchise history, and his 
single-game record of 447 yards at Buffalo on Sept. 15, 1962, remained the 
franchise record until broken in 2000. He ranks eighth in completions (662) 
and sixth in attempts (1,277) as well as eighth in touchdown passes (51) 
in club history while also guiding Denver to its first .500 season with a 7-7 
mark in 1962. Tripucka was inducted into the Broncos’ Ring of Fame in 1986. 
(Quarterback Peyton Manning is also recognized for wearing the No. 18 from 
2012-15; Tripucka gave Manning his blessing to wear his retired number.) 


Floyd Little, who wore number 44 from 1967-75 with 

the Denver Broncos as well as during his legendary 

college career at Syracuse, retired as the Broncos’ 

all-time career leader in rushing yards (6,323) and 

total touchdowns (54). He held both marks until 1998 

when they were eclipsed by Terrell Davis, and he was 

the club’s all-time leader in career combined yardage 

(12,173) until he was passed by Rod Smith in 2006. 

Inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 2010, Little was All-AFL in 1969, 
played in two AFL All-Star Games (1968, ‘69) and was named to three Pro 
Bowls (1970-71, ‘73). When Little retired, he ranked seventh in NFL history in 
career rushing yards. He joined the Broncos in 1967 as the club’s No. 1 draft 
choice, becoming the first No. 1 pick to sign with the team in its eight-year 
history. During his career, Little helped the Broncos to their first winning sea- 
sons in 1973 and ‘74 with back-to-back 7-5-2 and 7-6-1 marks, and he retired 
in 1975 with Denver just two years away from its first Super Bowl appearance. 
He was inducted into the club’s Ring of Fame as part of its inaugural class in 
1984. The only other players to wear No. 44 in franchise history were defen- 
sive back Miller Farr in 1965 and halfback Bruce Starling in 1963.

BRONCOS IN THE PRO FOOTBALL HALL OF FAME 


JOHN ELway, QB INDUCTED: 2004 Full Bio appears on p. 653 


Quarterback John Elway was the Broncos’ first inductee into the Pro Football Hall of Fame to 
have spent his entire career with the club, playing a franchise-record 16 seasons (1983-1998). 
Elected on Jan. 31, 2004, and inducted on Aug. 8, 2004, as a “first-ballot” Hall of Famer, Elway 
is arguably the best quarterback to have played the game. 

A A nine-time Pro Bowl choice who retired as the NFL’s all-time leader in wins (148) among 
quarterbacks, Elway capped his career with back-to-back World Championships and started in five 
Super Bowls. Elway, who ranks sixth in NFL history in career passing yards (51,475) and seventh 
in touchdown passes (300), holds an NFL-record 47 fourth-quarter or overtime game-winning or 
game-tying drives. 


GARY ZIMMERMAN, T INDUCTED: 2008 Full Bio appears on p. 667 


7 Tackle Gary Zimmerman was the second Pro Football Hall of Fame inductee to have spent a 
primary portion of his career with the Denver Broncos. Elected on Feb. 2, 2008, and inducted on 
| Aug. 2, 2008, Zimmerman played five seasons in Denver from 1993-97, helping the Broncos win 
Super Bowl XXXII during the 1997 campaign for the club’s first-ever World Championship. One 
of a handful of players named to two NFL All-Decade Teams (1980s and ‘90s) and a seven-time 
Pro Bowl selection who started all 184 career games played, Zimmerman joined the Broncos in 
a trade from Minnesota on Aug. 24, 1993, after playing his first seven years with the Vikings. 
Zimmerman started all 76 career games played with Denver and earned three Pro Bowl selec- 
N tions (1994-96) as a key component of offenses that led the NFL in total yards twice (1996-97). 


FLoyp LittLe, RB INDUCTED: 2010 Full Bio appears on p. 656 


Running Back Floyd Little, elected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame on Feb. 6, 2010, and induct- 
ed on Aug. 7, 2010, spent all nine of his professional seasons with the Broncos from 1967-75 and 
ranked seventh on the NFL’s all-time rushing list (6,323 yards) and eighth on its all-time combined 
yards list (12,173 yards) at the time of his retirement. Selected by Denver with the sixth overall 
pick in the 1967 draft from Syracuse University, Little was the first No. 1 draft choice to sign with 
the Broncos and made five All-Star appearances (3 Pro Bowls, 2 AFL All-Star) with the team. 

Little led the Broncos in rushing for a club-record seven consecutive seasons from 1967-73, 
including 1971 when he captured the NFL’s rushing crown with 1,133 yards. His eight years with 
at least 1,000 combined yards tied for second in league history at the time of his retirement. 


SHANNON SHARPE, TE INDUCTED: 2011 Full Bio appears on p. 662 


Tight end Shannon Sharpe became the third former Bronco to be elected to the Pro Football Hall 
of Fame in three seasons when he was selected on Feb. 5, 2011. Inducted into the Hall of Fame on 
Aug. 6, 2011, Sharpe played 12 seasons for the Broncos (1990-99, 2002-03) and two years with 
the Ravens (2000-01), winning three Super Bowls and finishing his career as the NFL’s all-time 
leader in receptions (815), receiving yards (10,060) and receiving touchdowns (62) by a tight end. 

Selected by Denver in the seventh round of the 1990 NFL Draft, Sharpe set a league record at 
his position with eight Pro Bowls (7 as a Bronco) and was named to the 1990s NFL All-Decade 
Team. A four-time first-team Associated Press All-Pro, Sharpe participated in more overall wins 
(137) than any tight end in NFL history. 


TERRELL Davis, RB INDUCTED: 2017 Full Bio appears on p. 652 


Running back Terrell Davis became the fifth former Bronco to be elected to the Pro Football Hall 
of Fame when his selection was announced on Feb. 4, 2017. The Broncos’ all-time leading rusher, 
Davis rushed for at least 1,000 yards in each of his first four seasons, including the 1998 campaign 
in which he totaled the fourth-most rushing yards (2,008) in a season in NFL history to earn league 
MVP honors. That year, he also set a club record with 21 rushing scores. 

The three-time Pro Bowl and first-team All-Pro selection (1996-98) finished his career with a 
franchise-record 7,607 rushing yards and 60 rushing touchdowns on 1,655 carries (4.6 avg.) in 
78 regular-season games (77 starts) as a key member of the Broncos’ back-to-back Super Bowl 
championship teams (1997-98). 
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CHAMP BaILey, CB INDUCTED: 2019 Full Bio appears on p. 651 


Cornerback Champ Bailey became the first defensive player in franchise history to make the 
Pro Football Hall of Fame when he was selected as a first-ballot inductee on Feb. 2, 2019. Bailey 
played 10 seasons with the Broncos from 2004-13 and five years with the Washington Redskins 
from 1999-2003. 

Bailey was selected to 12 Pro Bowls during his career to tie for the third-most in history among 
defensive players. A member of the 2000s NFL All-Decade Team as chosen by the Pro Football 
| Hall of Fame Selectors, Bailey also was named to the Associated Press All-Pro Team five times (1st 
he ~ | Team: 2004-06; 2nd Team: 2000, '12). He began his career starting 99 consecutive regular-season 
=) o*oames and made the most starts (212) among league cornerbacks during his 15 NFL seasons. 


PAT BOWLEN. OWNER INDUCTED: 2019 Full Bio appears on p. 651 


Owner Pat Bowlen became the 15th principal owner to be elected to the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame when he was selected on Feb. 2, 2019. During Bowlen’s 35 seasons as owner (1984-2019), 
the Broncos tied for the second-best win percentage (.596 / 354-240-1) in the NFL and the fourth- 
best mark among all 122 major North American pro sports teams. The Broncos also made as many 
Super Bowl appearances (7) as losing seasons under Bowlen. 

In addition to his role with the Broncos, Bowlen was heavily involved in the growth of profes- 
sional football through his dedication at the league level. Bowlen served a combined 91 seasons on 
15 different NFL committees—the third most ever by an owner—including a role as role chairman 
of both the NFL Management Council Executive Committee and the NFL Broadcasting Committee. 


STEVE ATWATER, S ELeEcTED: 2020 Full Bio appears on p. 650 


Safety Steve Atwater became the second defensive player in Broncos history elected to the 
Pro Football Hall of Fame who spent a significant portion of his career with the team when he 
was selected on Feb. 1, 2020. Atwater played the first 10 seasons of his 11-year career with the 
Broncos after being selected by the club in the first round (20th overall) of the 1989 NFL Draft 
from the University of Arkansas. 

A first-team selection for the 1990s NFL All-Decade Team, Atwater’s eight career Pro Bowl 
selections are the second most by a player in Broncos history. In 167 career regular-season games 
(166 starts), Atwater totaled 1,357 tackles (857 solo), 24 interceptions (408 yds.), five sacks (34 
yds.), 13 forced fumbles and nine fumble recoveries. 


JOHN LyNncuH, S ELeEcTED: 2021 Full Bio appears on p. 657 
Safety John Lynch became third defensive player in Broncos history selected to the Pro Football 
Hall of Fame who spent a meaningful portion of his career with the team when he was chosen on 
Feb. 6, 2021. Lynch, a nine-time Pro Bowler and a four-time Associated Press All-Pro selection, 
> played 15 NFL seasons, including his first 11 years (1993-2003) with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
s a and his final four years (2004-07) with the Broncos. 

74 Lynch was inducted into the Buccaneers Ring of Honor and Broncos Ring of Fame in 2016, 

— earning the rare distinction of being inducted into the Ring of Honor/Fame with two NFL teams. 


PEYTON MANNING, QB ELeEcTED: 2021 Full Bio appears on p. 657 


Quarterback Peyton Manning became the second quarterback in Broncos history who spent a 
significant part of his career with the team when he was elected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame 
on Feb. 6, 2021. The only five-time Most Valuable Player in NFL history (2003-04, 08-09, ’13), 
heplayed 18 seasons with Indianapolis (1998-2011) and Denver (2012-15). 

Manning is one of two quarterbacks in league history to win a Super Bowl with two franchises 
(Indianapolis — SB XLI; Denver — SB 50) while also helping the Colts and Broncos to Super Bowls 
XLIV and XLVIII, respectively. He he helped the Broncos to the most wins (55) and highest winning 
percentage (.764) of any team in the NFL while capturing four AFC West Division titles, two AFC 
Championships and a Super Bowl victory during his four years with the team.

Steve Atwater, a 2020 Pro Football Hall of Fame inductee, was chosen as the 20th mem- 
ber of the Broncos’ Ring of Fame in 2005 after a brilliant 10-year career with the club 
from 1989-98. Regarded as one of the toughest safeties in the NFL during his playing 
days, Atwater was voted to a franchise record-tying seven consecutive Pro Bowls from 
1990-96, and his eight career Pro Bowl selections are the second most by a player in 
Broncos history. Selected by the Broncos in the first round (20th overall) of the 1989 
NFL Draft from the University of Arkansas, Atwater was a consensus All-Rookie selec- 
tion and was named NFL Defensive Rookie of the Year by Footbal! Digest during his first 
professional season on a club that advanced to Super Bowl XXIV. He went on to serve 
as a key leader on the Broncos’ back-to-back Super Bowl championship teams from 
1997-98 and was voted an All-Pro by the Associated Press from 1991-92 and in 1996. 
He started all 155 regular-season games he played with Denver, a total that ranks 10th 
in franchise history. Atwater also recorded 24 interceptions that rank ninth in Denver 
history and 408 interception return yards that rank seventh in club annals. He led the 
Broncos in tackles during two seasons (1993 and ‘95) and finished second on the club 
in that category five times during his career. Atwater’s play against Green Bay in Super Bowl XXXII, a game in which 
he totaled six tackles, one sack, one forced fumble and two pass breakups, was instrumental in Denver winning its 
first-ever World Championship. The safety ranks second to only John Elway in career postseason starts by a Bronco 
as he started all 14 playoff appearances, including three Super Bowls and four AFC Championship Games. Atwater, 
who was a three-time All-Southwest Conference selection and a two-time All-American at Arkansas, played one season 
with the New York Jets in 1999 following his Broncos career.

CORNERBACK 


Champ Bailey was inducted as the 33rd member of the Broncos’ Ring of Fame in 
2019—1the same season he became the first defensive player in franchise history to be 
selected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame. Bailey played 10 seasons with the Broncos 
from 2004-13 and five years with the Washington Redskins from 1999-2003. He was 
selected to 12 Pro Bowls during his career to tie for the third-most in history among 
defensive players. A member of the 2000s NFL All-Decade Team as chosen by the 
Pro Football Hall of Fame Selectors, Bailey also was named to the Associated Press 
All-Pro Team five times (1st Team: 2004-06; 2nd Team: 2000, °12). In 215 career 
regular-season games, Bailey totaled 983 tackles (837 solo), 52 interceptions (464 
yds.), 235 passes defensed, three sacks (26 yds.), nine forced fumbles and five fumble 
recoveries. Bailey also started 10-of-11 career postseason contests and added 34 tack- 
les (30 solo), two interceptions (105 yds.) and 10 passes defensed. He began his career 
starting 99 consecutive regular-season games and made the most starts (212) among 
league cornerbacks during his 15 NFL seasons. Bailey’s 52 interceptions were the most 
among NFL cornerbacks during his career (third among all players). That total included 
a career-best 10 interceptions in 2006, which marked the second-highest single-season total in Broncos history and 
propelled him to a second-place finish in the AP’s NFL Defensive Player of the Year voting. In all, Bailey was a member 
of six playoff teams (1999, 2004-05, 11-13), five division champions (1999, 2005, ’11-13) and one Super Bowl team 
(2013). Selected by the Redskins with the seventh overall pick in the 1999 NFL Draft from the University of Georgia, 
Bailey played his first five seasons with Washington before being acquired by Denver in a trade on March 4, 2004. 


BaILey's NFL Career RECORD 
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Late Broncos Owner Pat Bowlen was elected as the newest member of the team’s Ring 
of Fame in 2015—his 32nd season with the franchise. One of two owners and one of 
just three non-players elected to the Ring of Fame, Mr. Bowlen guided the Broncos to an 
unprecedented period of success during his three-plus decades in Denver. A member of 
the Pro Football Hall of Fame Class of 2019, Mr. Bowlen was the first owner in NFL his- 
tory to achieve 300 overall victories during his first 30 seasons, Mr. Bowlen has totaled 
333 regular-season wins, 21 winning seasons and 18 playoff appearances since he 
purchased the team in 1984. The Broncos are the only NFL team to post at least 90 wins 
in each of the last three decades while posting the fewest losing seasons (7) during that 
span. Mr. Bowlen’s seven Super Bowl appearances rank second all-time among NFL 
owners. The Broncos’ back-to-back titles in 1997 and ‘98, along with Denver’s Super 
Bowl 50 win in 2015, make him one of just seven owners in history with at least three 
World Championships. Denver’s success and recognition nationally was confirmed by 
a 2014 Harris poll that named the Broncos “America’s Team.” Locally, the Broncos 
Operated with the best homefield advantage in the NFL during Mr. Bowlen’s ownership, ranking first in the league in 
home winning percentage (.711 / 199-81). The team also sold out every regular season and playoff contest as part of 
the team’s NFL-record 403-game sellout streak dating back to 1970. In addition to his unmistakable impact with the 
Denver Broncos, Mr. Bowlen had a profound influence on the growth of the NFL. He served on 15 league committees 
during his ownership, helping negotiate record-breaking television contracts and ensuring years of labor peace with 
several extensions to the NFL’s Collective Bargaining Agreement. Mr. Bowlen’s championship mentality—to be “No. 1 
in everything’—included an unwavering commitment to the community. As chairman of the board of Denver Broncos 
Charities, he donated more than $25 million to charitable organizations in the Denver area since the inception of that 
fund in 1993. Pat Bowlen earned degrees in both business (1965) and law (1968) from the University of Oklahoma. 
After successful careers in oil, gas and real estate, he purchased the Denver Broncos in 1984. 
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A member of the Pro Football Hall of Fame Class of 2017, Terrell Davis was inducted as 
the 21st member of the Ring of Fame in 2007 after establishing himself as the Denver 
Broncos’ all-time leading rusher while spending his entire eight-year career with the team 
from 1995-2002. Selected by the Broncos in the sixth round (196th overall) of the 1995 
NFL Draft from the University of Georgia, Davis rushed for at least 1,000 yards in each of 
his first four seasons, including the 1998 campaign in which he totaled the fourth-most 
rushing yards (2,008) in a season in NFL history to earn league MVP honors. That year, 
he also set a club record with 21 rushing scores. The three-time Pro Bowl and first-team 
All-Pro selection (1996-98) finished his career with a franchise-record 7,607 rushing yards 
and 60 rushing touchdowns on 1,655 carries (4.6 avg.) in 78 regular-season games (77 
starts) as a key member of the Broncos’ back-to-back Super Bow! championship teams 
(1997-98). His 101.7-yard rushing average in all games played (incl. postseason) trails 
only Pro Football Hall of Famer Jim Brown. Davis owns three of the top-five single-season 
rushing outputs in Broncos annals as well as the club’s single-season scoring record for a 
non-kicker (138 pts., 1998). In the postseason, Davis was equally as impressive, totaling 
at least 100 rushing yards in seven of his eight career playoff appearances, including his 157-yard, three-rushing touch- 
down performance against Green Bay in Super Bowl XXXII to earn game MVP honors. He averaged an NFL-record (min. 5 
games) 142.5 rushing yards per game in the postseason for his career, totaling a club-record 1,140 rushing yards on 204 
carries (5.6 avg.) with 12 touchdowns. Davis, who played his first collegiate season at Long Beach State before transferring 
to Georgia, ranks first in Broncos history in career 100-yard rushing games (41), first in rushing touchdowns (60), second 
in overall touchdowns (65) and second in yards from scrimmage (8,887). 
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Jason Elam, who played the first 15 seasons (1993-2007) of his 17-year NFL career with 
the Broncos, is the franchise’s all-time leader in field goals (395) and points (1,786)— 
both representing the second-highest totals in NFL history for a single team (K Jason 
Hanson, Det.). A three-time Pro Bowl selection (1995, ’98, 01) and 2001 NFL Special 
Teams Player of the Year, Elam played in a team-record 250 combined games (236 reg. 
season / 14 postseason) for the Broncos. He was part of 152 combined wins—the sec- 
ond-highest total in team history behind quarterback John Elway (163)—including the 
Broncos’ back-to-back Super Bowl victories in 1997 and 1998. In addition to kicking 24 
game-winning or game-saving field goals as a Bronco, Elam finished his career with the 
team ranked eighth in NFL history in regular-season field goal percentage (80.6 / 395- 
of-490) and playoff field goal percentage (83.3 / 15-of-18). He also finished his Broncos 
career ranked second in league history in 50-yard field goals (37), including a 63-yard 
kick against Jacksonville on Oct. 25, 1998, that tied the NFL record. Including his two 
final NFL seasons with Atlanta (2008-09), Elam finished his career making 436-of-540 
(80.7%) field goals and 675-of-679 (99.4%) PATs for 1,983 points. He set an NFL mark with 16 consecutive seasons 
scoring 100-plus points, and his 263 consecutive games (every contest of his career) with a point was the second-lon- 
gest streak in league history at the time of his retirement. Elam was selected by the Broncos in the third round (70th 
overall) of the 1993 NFL Draft from the University of Hawaii, where he converted 79 career field goals to finish one shy 
of the then-NCAA record. A graduate of Brookwood High School in Snellville, Ga., Elam was born on March 8, 1970. 


Evam's NFL CAREER RECORD 
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John Elway, a two-time Super Bowl champion as a player, a member of the Hall of 
Fame Class of 2004 and the most accomplished player in Denver Broncos history, was 
elected to the franchise’s Ring of Fame in 1999. The only player for whom the custom- 
ary wait for Ring of Fame induction was waived, Elway finished his magnificent career 
completing 4,123-of-7,250 passes (56.9%) for 51,475 yards with 300 touchdowns and 
226 interceptions. A starter in five Super Bowls overall, Elway capped his playing days 
with Super Bowl XXXIII Most Valuable Player honors after helping the Broncos capture 
the second of back-to-back World Championships following the 1998 season. Elway, 
who retired as the NFL’s all-time winningest starting quarterback (148-82-1 / .643) was 
voted to a franchise-record nine Pro Bowl appearances (1986, ‘87, ‘89, ‘91, ‘93, ‘94, 
‘96, ‘97 and ‘98) and as a starter six times. He was the NFL’s Most Valuable Player in 
1987 and AFC Player of the Year in 1993. Elway was named the Edge NFL Man of the 
Year for 1992 and was inducted into the Colorado Sports Hall of Fame in 1999 while 
also being named to the NFL’s All-Decade team for the 1990s (first team). He generated 
4,771 of the 5,806 points (82.2%) scored by the Broncos during his 16-year tenure with 
the club. Elway ranked No. 1 in NFL history in fourth-quarter, game-winning or game-saving drives with 47 (46-0-1 
record) and had 36 career 300-yard passing games in the regular season. He started 2,595 drives as a pro and was 
replaced just 10 times due to injury (.039%). Elway’s No. 7 jersey was retired on Sept. 13, 1999. Selected as the No. 
1 overall pick in the 1983 NFL Draft, Elway concluded his collegiate career at Stanford University with five major NCAA 
Division I-A records and nine major Pacific-10 Conference marks. 
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finished as the franchise’s all-time sack leader with 97.5 ai takedowns—a 
record that wasn’t surpassed until 2018 by Von Miller. A member of the Broncos’ 50th 
Anniversary Team, Fletcher never missed a game in his career, setting a team mark by 
appearing in 172 consecutive contests. At the conclusion of his career, Fletcher was 
tied for 13th on the NFL’s all-time sack list. Including his six quarterback takedowns 
in the postseason, he totaled 103.5 for the Broncos to become just the 11th player in 
NFL history to reach 100 combined sacks for a single team. In addition to leading the 
Broncos in sacks for seven consecutive seasons (1988-94), Fletcher still owns three 
of the Top 7 single-season sack totals in team history. Fletcher joined Pro Football Hall 
of Fame defensive end Reggie White as the only players to record double-digit sack 
totals in five consecutive years from 1989-93. His 66 sacks during that span trailed 
only White (67) among his NFL counterparts. Fletcher set an NFL record by posting 
a sack in 10 consecutive games from 1992-93—a mark that he currently shares with 
former Broncos linebacker DeMarcus Ware (2007-08 w/Dallas). Along with his sack totals, Fletcher accounted for 
851 career tackles (530 solo), two interceptions, 21 forced fumbles and 10 fumble recoveries. A starter on three AFC 
Championship teams (1986-87, ’89), he totaled 42 tackles (36 solo) and six sacks (23 yds.) in 12 career postseason 
games. Fletcher was selected by the Broncos in the second round (54th overall) of the 1985 NFL Draft from the 
University of Houston. He started 33-of-37 games played for the Cougars, accounting for 14 career sacks and 30 
tackles for a loss. A graduate of Bay City (Texas) High School, Fletcher was born on Feb. 18, 1962. 


FLETCHER'S NFL Career RECORD 
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Austin “Goose” Gonsoulin was one of the four original Ring of Fame inductees in 1984 
and was recognized for his splendid play at safety for seven seasons. Gonsoulin was 
one of the original Broncos from the 1960 season and was one of three original Broncos 
still with the team at the start of his final year with the club in 1966. At the end of his 
Broncos career, he was the all-time American Football League leader in interceptions 
with 43 and still ranks second in club history in that category. His 11 pickoffs in 1960 as 
a rookie are still a Denver club record, and he shares the team and NFL record for inter- 
ceptions in a game with four, a feat he accomplished on Sept. 18, 1960, at Buffalo. He 
also had three interceptions in a game against Kansas City on Oct. 11, 1964. Gonsoulin 
led the Broncos in interceptions four times in his career, including in consecutive sea- 
sons from 1962-63, and currently ranks fifth in club history with 542 career interception 
return yards. He was an All-AFL choice in 1960, ‘62 and ‘63 while also being named to 
the AFL All-Star Game from 1961-64 and in ‘66. His amazing durability and toughness 
enabled him to start 61 consecutive games at one point in his career. Gonsoulin played 
one season with San Francisco in 1967 after his Broncos career concluded. A native of 
Port Arthur, Texas, he was captain of his college team at Baylor University. 


GONSOULIN'S NFL CAREER RECORD 
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Randy Gradishar was the only Ring of Fame inductee in 1989 in recognition of his 
outstanding 10-year career (1974-83) at linebacker for the Broncos. He was among 
the 15 finalists for the Pro Football Hall of Fame balloting in 2003 and 2008 as well 
as one of the 25 semifinalists for the Class of 2004, 2005, 2006 and 2007. Gradishar 
earned seven Pro Bowl selections, a total that was the most by a Bronco at the end of 
his career (currently ties for fourth), and he is the Broncos’ all-time leader in tackles 
with 2,049. He led the Broncos in tackles for a franchise-record nine consecutive years 
from 1975-83 and averaged 222 tackles per season during that stretch. His 286 tackles 
during the 1978 campaign still stand as the Broncos’ single-season record. Selected 
by the Broncos in the first round (14th overall) of the 1974 NFL Draft, Gradishar never 
missed a game, playing in 145 in a row. He accounted for 33 turnovers (20 INTs, 13 
FR) during his 10-year career, and that total tied for the fourth most by an NFL line- 
backer in that span. Voted the NFL Defensive Player of the Year in 1978 by AP, UPI, 
Pro Football Weekly and NEA (George Halas Award), Gradishar helped the Broncos to 
four playoff berths (1977-79, ‘83), two division titles (1977-78) and an appearance in Super Bowl XII duaigt the 1977 
season. His teammates also voted him defensive MVP in 1978 and ‘80. While at Ohio State, Gradishar was referred 
to by Head Coach Woody Hayes as “the best linebacker | ever coached at Ohio State.” A three-year starter for the 
Buckeyes and a consensus All-American as a senior, Gradishar received Academic All-America honors in college. 
He was president of the Denver Broncos Youth Foundation from 1982-92 and was inducted into the College Football 
Hall of Fame in 1998. 


GRADISHAR'S NFL CarREER RECORD 
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DEFENSIVE END 

Rich Jackson was one of the four original Ring of Famers who were inducted in 1984 
and was recognized for his six outstanding seasons with the Broncos from 1967-72. He 
was considered by many as the best defensive end in professional football during his 
prime. Known as “Tombstone,” Jackson was the first Bronco to be named to the All-NFL 
first team in 1970. His 43 sacks as a Bronco were the most by any player in club history 
at the conclusion of his career. He entered the AFL in 1966 with Oakland, playing in five 
games, before spending the next six seasons with Denver after the Broncos acquired 
him in a trade. Jackson posted his career high in quarterback sacks in 1969 with 11 and 
had 10 sacks in both ‘68 and ‘70. He was voted All-AFL in 1968 and ‘69 in addition to 
starting in the 1970 Pro Bowl. He made the Pro Bowl again in 1971 despite playing in 
only seven games due to a knee injury that eventually forced him out of football. That 
season, he was graded by the Broncos’ coaches as the team’s most efficient tackler as 
he made the stop on 97 percent of his opportunities. Tabbed the Colorado Sports Hall 
of Fame Pro Athlete of the Year in 1970, Jackson played the first four games of the 1972 
season with the Broncos before being traded to Cleveland for a 1973 third-round draft 
choice (Paul Howard). He played in each of the final 10 games for the Browns in 1972 during his final NFL season. 
He was a standout end at Southern University on both sides of the ball and also was the NAIA shot-put champion. 


JACKSON'S NFL Career RECORD 
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Tom Jackson was the only player inducted into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 
1992. “TJ” always was one of the most popular players among his teammates, who 
voted him most inspirational player six consecutive seasons (1981-86). Selected by the 
Broncos in the fourth round (88th overall) of the 1973 NFL Draft from the University of 
Louisville, Jackson finished his 14-year career (1973-86) having played the most games 
in Broncos history at 191 and currently stands fourth on that list. He also finished his 
career tied for second in games started by a Bronco with 177 (currently tied for fourth) 
and is one of only five Broncos to wear the Denver uniform for at least 14 seasons. 
Jackson, who started every possible game in a season seven times for his career, made 
three consecutive Pro Bowl appearances from 1977-79 and was named first-team All- 
Pro twice (1977-78). He also was named by his teammates as Denver's defensive MVP 
in 1974, ‘76 and ‘77. The linebacker helped the Broncos to six playoff berths (1977-79, 
‘83-84, ‘86), four division titles (1977-78, ‘84, ‘86) and two Super Bowls (XII in 1977, 
XXI in 86). He was a key member of the 1977 squad that posted a 12-2 regular-sea- 
son record en route to earning the franchise’s first-ever playoff berth and advancing to Super Bowl XII against the 
Cowboys. Jackson is tied with fellow Ring of Famer Randy Gradishar for the most interceptions in Broncos history 
by a linebacker with 20, a career total that currently ties for the 10th highest by any player in club annals. His seven 
interceptions in 1976 mark the highest single-season total by a linebacker in Broncos history. Jackson finished among 
Denver's top five tacklers during 11 consecutive seasons from 1974-84 and recorded a career-high 169 stops in 1980. 
Upon his retirement following the 1986 season, he was fifth on the Broncos’ all-time sack list with 44 and currently 
is 10th on that chart. Jackson joined the Broncos after a standout career at Louisville, where he was a three-time 
all-conference selection. 


JACKSON'S NFL Career RECORD 
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Charley Johnson was one of three inductees into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame 
in 1986 along with fellow quarterback Frank Tripucka and defensive end Paul Smith. 
Johnson came to Denver in 1972 from Houston in exchange for a third-round draft 
choice, and the trade at that time was regarded as the most important in franchise 
history. He quarterbacked the Broncos to their first winning season (7-5-2 in 1973), a 
landmark moment in the first 14 years of club annals. Johnson set a Broncos record 
for passing accuracy in 1974 by completing 55.7 percent of his attempts. He made the 
All-AFC team picked by UPI and Pro Football Weekly after the 1973 season while being 
chosen by his teammates as the Broncos’ most valuable offensive player. Johnson once 
threw for 445 yards in a game (vs. Kansas City, 11/18/74), marking the second-highest 
single-game passing total in team history at the time, and recorded four 300-yard 
passing games for his career. He also threw a touchdown pass in 10 consecutive 
games from 1973-74. He finished his Broncos career with 7,238 passing yards, which 
currently rank ninth in team history, and 52 touchdown passes, which currently rank 
seventh in club annals. He had a 20-18-3 (.524) record as a starter with Denver and 
averaged an impressive 7.46 yards per pass attempt. A draft choice of the St. Louis Cardinals, Johnson played his 
first professional season with that club in 1961 and set many passing records during nine years with the team. He was 
traded to Houston before the 1970 season and was with the Oilers for two years before joining the Broncos. Johnson 
was a star quarterback at New Mexico State University, where he led his team to two Sun Bow! titles. 
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Floyd Little, named to the Pro Football Hall of Fame Class of 2010, was one of the four 
original Denver Broncos Ring of Fame inductees from 1984 and joins John Elway and 
Frank Tripucka as one of three Broncos whose jersey number is retired. A first-round (sixth 
overall) draft choice of the Broncos in 1967 from Syracuse University, Little was the first 
No. 1 draft pick ever signed by the Broncos and was widely regarded as “The Franchise” 
for much of his nine-year career in which he established himself as Denver's first serious 
threat at running back. A Pro Bowl participant from 1970-71 and in ‘73, Little twice played 
in the AFL All-Star Game (1968-69) and was named the Colorado Sports Hall of Fame 
Pro Athlete of the Year in 1972. He finished his Broncos career ranked No. 1 on the fran- 
chise’s all-time list for rushing attempts (1,641), rushing yards (6,323) and rushing touch- 
downs (43), and he now ranks second in each behind Terrell Davis. Among professional 
football players from 1967-75, only 0.J. Simpson totaled more rushing yards than Little, 
who also posted the fourth-most rushing scores in football during that time. He led Denver 
in rushing for seven consecutive seasons from 1967-73, marking the longest such streak 
in club history, and at the time of his retirement ranked seventh in NFL annals in career rushing yards. In 1971, Little led 
the NFL in rushing with a career-best 1,133 yards after capturing the AFC rushing crown a year earlier with 901 yards in 
1970. He set a Broncos career record with 54 total touchdowns (43 rush, 9 rec., 2 ret.) that currently rank fourth on their 
all-time list while finishing his career third on their all-time scoring list with 324 points (currently 10th). He also set a 
team record with 12,173 career all-purpose yards, a mark that stood until Rod Smith passed him in 2006, and finished his 
career as the Broncos’ all-time leader in career kickoff return yards (2,523—currently second). A three-time All-American 
at Syracuse, Little followed in the footsteps of Jim Brown and Ernie Davis as a superstar tailback for the Orangemen. He 
shattered most of the records set by his predecessors, rushing for 2,704 yards, totaling 582 receiving yards, returning 
punts for 845 yards and kickoffs for 797 yards, and recording 19 passing yards—for a total of 4,947 yards. 
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John Lynch played four seasons (2004-07) with the Broncos and was named to the Pro 
Bowl in each year he played for the franchise. He joined cornerbacks Champ Bailey and 
Aqib Talib as the only three players in Broncos history to make the Pro Bowl in each of 
their first four years with the club. Elected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 2021, Lynch 
was selected to nine total Pro Bowls (4 with Denver; 5 with Tampa Bay), trailing only 
Hall of Famer Ken Houston (10) among safeties in league history. Lynch helped Denver's 
defense rank No. 8 overall in total defense from 2004-07 while producing 304 tackles 
(215 solo), seven sacks, three interceptions, 26 passes defensed, nine forced fumbles and 
one fumble recovery. He joined 2017 Pro Football Hall of Fame inductee Brian Dawkins 
as the only NFL safeties during that span to post seven sacks and nine forced fumbles. 
After setting a career high with 10 passes defensed in his first year with the Broncos in 
2004, Lynch established personal bests with four sacks and four forced fumbles in 2005 
to become the first safety since Rod Woodson in 1992 to reach those totals in a single 
season. Denver's defense in 2005 allowed the fewest points per game (16.1) by the 
franchise in 14 years, helping the team to a 13-3 record and an AFC West Division title. 
Lynch came to the Broncos after 11 seasons in Tampa Bay, where he was a four-time Associated Press All-Pro selection 
(1999-2002) and helped the franchise to a victory in Super Bowl XXXVII. He was inducted into the Buccaneers’ Ring of 
Honor in 2016. Lynch was selected by Tampa Bay in the third round (82nd overall) of the 1993 NFL Draft from Stanford 
University, where he received first-team All-Pacific-10 Conference honors as a senior. He attended Torrey Pines High 
School in Del Mar, Calif., and was born on Sept. 25, 1971. 
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Peyton Manning, the only five-time Most Valuable Player in NFL history (2003-04, ’08- 
09, 13), played 18 seasons with Indianapolis (1998-2011) and Denver (2012-15). He 
was elected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame and the Broncos Ring of Fame in 2021. 
A member of the 2000s NFL All-Decade Team and the NFL 100th Anniversary All-time 
Team, Manning was chosen to the Associated Press All-Pro team 10 times (7x first 
team; 3x second team) and selected to the Pro Bowl 14 times. He was also twice named 
the NFL Offensive Player of the Year (2004, 13) as well as Super Bow! XLI MVP. In 
Manning’s four seasons in Denver, he helped the Broncos to the most wins (55) and 
highest winning percentage (.764) of any team in the NFL while capturing four AFC 
West Division titles, two AFC Championships and a victory in Super Bowl 50 following 
his final professional season in 2015. No player threw more touchdowns (151) in the 
regular season/playoffs combined from 2012-2015 than Manning, who ranked third in 
the league in overall passer rating (99.6) as well as fourth in both overall passing yards 
(19,062) and completions (1,639) during that period. In 2013, he posted the most pro- 
lific season of any quarterback in NFL history en route to earning his fifth MVP award. 
Manning, who helped the Broncos to their first Super Bowl appearance in 15 years that season, set NFL single-season 
records for touchdown passes (55) and passing yards (5,477) while leading the highest-scoring offense (606 pts., 
37.9 PPG) in NFL history. His first season with the Broncos in 2012 saw him earn the Associated Press’ Comeback 
Player of the Year award for his remarkable return to the field from a neck injury that forced him to miss the 2011 sea- 
son. Manning, who received permission from Frank Tripucka’s family to wear No. 18, is recognized inside Empower 
Field at Mile High as one of the club’s retired numbers. The number one pick in the 1998 NFL Draft, Manning is also a 
member of the College Football Hall of Fame Class of 2017 for his distinguished career at the University of Tennessee. 


MANNING's NFL Career RECORD 
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Karl Mecklenburg joined the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 2001 after establishing 
himself as one of the most outstanding defensive players in franchise history during his 
12-year career from 1983-94. Mecklenburg overcame long odds to achieve greatness 
after being drafted by the Broncos in the 12th round from the University of Minnesota in 
1983—the 310th player chosen. After playing defensive end during his first professional 
season, Mecklenburg was converted to linebacker in 1984. He became a starter by his 
third season in 1985 and went on to start 141 career games, a total that includes all 16 
games in a year during five different campaigns. His 180 career games played with Denver 
placed him fifth on the club’s all-time list at the end of his tenure with the team (currently 
ninth). Mecklenburg was voted to play in six Pro Bowls (1985-87, ‘89, ‘91, ‘93), a total that 
ties for the fifth highest by a player in team history. He was named All-AFC and All-NFL four 
times (1985-87, ‘89) and was tabbed the 1986 AFC Player of the Year by Football News. 
Mecklenburg helped Denver to seven postseason appearances (1983-84, ‘86-87, ‘89, ‘91, 
‘93), five division titles (1984, ‘86-87, ‘89, ‘91) and three Super Bowl berths (XXI in 1986, 
XXII in ‘87, XXIV in ‘89). He finished his career with 1,145 tackles (787 solo) as well as 
a franchise-record 79 sacks. Mecklenburg’s career high of 13 sacks came in 1985 and (then a franchise single-season 
record), and he posted eight seasons with at least seven sacks. He recorded 11 multiple-sack games and is the only 
player in team annals to record four sacks in a game twice in his career. Mecklenburg posted 100 tackles in a season 
six times, including a career and team-high 143 stops in 1989. Mecklenburg began his collegiate career at Augustana 
(S.D.) College before transferring to Minnesota, where he earned second-team All-Big Ten honors as a senior in 1982. 


MeEcKLENBURG'S NFL CAREER RECORD 
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Red Miller was elected to the Broncos Ring of Fame in 2017, joining Dan Reeves as 
the only two coaches in team history to receive the prestigious honor. Hired as the 
eighth head coach in Broncos history on Feb. 1, 1977, Miller compiled a 40-22 (.645) 
regular-season record and a 2-3 (.400) playoff mark from 1977-80. He never had a 
losing record in his four seasons with the Broncos, tying for the fourth-most regu- 
lar-season wins (40) in the NFL during his head coaching tenure—a figure that ranks 
fourth in Broncos history. Miller’s 1977 squad posted a 12-2 record and won Denver’s 
first-ever AFC West title, wrestling it away from the defending Super Bowl-champion 
Oakland Raiders. After earning their first-ever playoff berth, the Broncos went on to 
beat the Raiders in the AFC Championship Game and advanced to their first Super Bowl. 
Despite losing to the Dallas Cowboys 27-10 in Super Bowl XII, Miller was named 1977 
NFL Coach of the Year by the Associated Press and K.C. 101 Club. The Broncos finished 
the 1978 season with a 10-6 record and won its second consecutive AFC West crown 
before losing in the divisional playoffs to the eventual Super Bowl-champion Pittsburgh 
Steelers. Denver finished 10-6 in 1979 to qualify for the playoffs for a third consecutive 
year before posting an 8-8 mark in 1980, Miller’s final season. Miller's teams were fueled by the famed Orange Crush 
defense, which allowed an NFL-low 15.0 points per game from 1977-80. 
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Gene Mingo, who played five seasons with the club (1960-64), was one of three induct- 
ees into the Ring of Fame in 2014, becoming the fourth “original Bronco” to receive the 
honor. During the first four seasons (1960-63) in Broncos history, Mingo ranked third 
in professional football with 375 total points, trailing only Pro Football Hall of Fame 
running back Paul Hornung (396 pts.) and Patriots Hall of Fame wide receiver/kicker 
Gino Cappelletti (448 pts.). He led the American Football League in scoring on two 
occasions—producing 123 points (6 TDs, 18 FGs, 33 PATs) in Denver's inaugural 1960 
season and 137 points (4 TDs, 27 FGs, 32 PATs) as an AFL All-Star selection in 1962. 
A multi-talented weapon during the formative years of the franchise, Mingo appeared in 
59 career games for the Broncos and totaled 185 rushes for 777 yards (4.2 avg.) with 
eight touchdowns on the ground and 47 catches for 399 yards (8.5 avg.) with three 
touchdowns through the air. He also completed 6-of-18 passes for 200 yards with two 
touchdowns and one interception. On special teams, he connected on 72-of-119 field 
goals (60.5%) and 111-of-116 extra points (95.7%) for the Broncos and returned 18 
punts for 214 yards (11.9 avg.) with one touchdown along with 34 kickoffs for 742 
yards (21.8 avg.). He returned a punt 76 yards for a touchdown in the first regular-season AFL game—a 13-10 
Broncos victory against the Boston Patriots on Sept. 9, 1960. Mingo later served as an honorary captain for Denver's 
“Legacy Game” against the Patriots on Oct. 11, 2009, commemorating the franchise’s 50th season. A pioneer as the 
first African-American placekicker in professional football history, Mingo finished his career playing in a combined 71 
games for Oakland (1964-65), Miami (1966-67), Washington (1967) and Pittsburgh (1969-70). 


Minaco's NFL Career RECORD 
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Craig Morton was one of three Broncos Ring of Fame inductees in 1988 along with 
fellow teammates Haven Moses and Jim Turner. Morton, who joined the Broncos 
from the New York Giants in a 1977 trade, was Denver's starting quarterback for most 
of the period from 1977-82 and led the team to its first postseason and Super Bowl 
berth (XII vs. Dallas) in 1977 when he guided the Broncos to a 12-2 regular-season 
record and home playoff wins against Pittsburgh and Oakland that year. Morton, who 
played for the Cowboys from 1965-74, earned a variety of awards for his performance 
in 1977, including AFC Most Valuable Player honors after ranking fourth in the league 
in passer rating (82.0). During his career with Denver, he led the team to two division 
titles (1977-78) and three playoff berths (1977-79). Morton finished his Broncos 
career ranked first in passing yards (11,895 - currently third), touchdown passes (74 
- currently third), pass attempts (1,594 - currently fifth), completions (907 - currently 
fifth) and total offense (12,155 - currently fourth). His 41 career regular-season wins 
as the Broncos’ starting quarterback mark the second-highest total in club history, 
and his .641 winning percentage as Denver’s signal caller (41-23) is the fourth best in 
franchise annals. In 1981, the quarterback led the NFL with an 8.50 yards per attempt average, a figure that stands as 
the highest single-season total in Broncos history, and threw for a career-high 3,195 yards. Morton once completed 
16 consecutive passes in a game and had a streak of nine consecutive games with a touchdown pass. He was a 
consensus All-American at the University of California, where he also starred in baseball. 


Morton's NFL Career RECORD 
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Haven Moses was inducted into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 1988 as part of 
a three-member class that included quarterback Craig Morton and kicker Jim Turner. 
Moses played 10 seasons for the Broncos from 1972-81 as one of their primary wide 
receivers after joining the team from Buffalo, where he played his first four professional 
seasons. He finished his Broncos career ranked third in receptions (302 - currently 11th) 
and receiving yards (5,450 - currently ninth) while tying for first in receiving touch- 
downs with 44 (currently tied for fifth). His yards-per-reception average for his Denver 
career was 18.0, which marks the highest career mark in franchise history, and he aver- 
aged more than 19 yards per catch in three consecutive seasons from 1976-78. Moses, 
who helped Denver to three playoff berths (1977-79), two division titles (1977-78) 
and its first-ever Super Bowl berth (XII vs. Dallas during the 1977 season), was a key 
member of the first winning season in Broncos history in 1973 (7-5-2) when he caught 
a career-high eight touchdown passes to earn Pro Bowl honors. In 1979, he had career 
bests in receptions (54) and receiving yards (943). Moses was a two-year letterman and 
an All-American as a wide receiver and defensive back at San Diego State University. 


Moses' NFL Career RECORD 
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Tom Nalen was elected into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 2013. He played 
center for the Broncos for 14 seasons (1994-2007), anchoring an offensive line that 
was the standard among NFL units during that span. He saw action in the third-most 
regular-season games (194) in franchise history, and his 188 starts are second only 
to quarterback John Elway in Denver’s record books. The 11 single-season 1,000-yard 
rushers and 93 single-game 100-yard rushers he blocked for as the team’s starting cen- 
ter (1995-2007) represented the most by an NFL club during that time and the Broncos’ 
395 sacks allowed in that span were the third fewest in the league. Originally drafted 
by Denver in the seventh round (218th overall) in 1994, Nalen went on to make five 
Pro Bowls (1997-2000, ‘03)—the most by an offensive lineman in Broncos history—in 
addition to being named an Associated Press All-Pro selection three times (First Team — 
2000 ’03; Second Team — 1999) and the NFL’s Offensive Lineman of the Year following 
the 2003 season. He was a member of Denver’s back-to-back Super Bowl champion 
teams from 1997-98 and his 13 career postseason starts are tied for the third-highest 
total in team history. In addition to being a part of seven playoff teams, three division champions and two Super Bowl 
winners, Nalen’s offenses finished ranked in the Top 5 in total yards on eight occasions. He blocked for 1997 MFL 
MVP Terrell Davis’ memorable 2,000-yard campaign in 1998 and helped pave the way for NFL Offensive Rookie of the 
Year performances by running backs Mike Anderson (2000) and Clinton Portis (2002). Nalen was a three-year starter 
at Boston College, where he earned numerous honors, including third-team AP All-America, second-team All-Big East 
Conference and first-team ECAC recognition. 


NALEN's NFL Career RECORD 
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Gerald H. Phipps became the first non-player to be inducted into the Denver Broncos 
Ring of Fame in 1985. Under the guidance of Phipps and his brother Allan, the Broncos 
rose from their less than auspicious beginnings to the top of the American Football 
Conference after Phipps purchased the club on Feb. 15, 1965. In 1977, the Broncos 
posted a 12-2 regular-season record and advanced to the playoffs for the first time in 
franchise history en route to claiming their first-ever AFC Championship and appearing 
in their first Super Bowl (XII vs. Dallas). Denver won the AFC West title in 1977 and 
‘78 with Phipps as owner, and the club made three consecutive playoff appearances 
(1977-79). Under Phipps, the Broncos ultimately rose to a position as one of the NFL’s 
most stable franchises after recording the first winning season in club history under 
his direction in 1973 (7-5-2 record). With the success of the Broncos, the doors were 
opened for major league teams from other sports to grab a piece of the Denver sports 
pie. Following the takeover by the Phipps brothers, Denver Broncos season ticket sales 
improved from 8,002 in 1964 to 22,905 in 1965. Broncos season tickets were sold out 
for every season under Phipps from 1970-81 and grew to 73,380 in 1981. Denver's 
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home attendance grew to 598,224 in his final year overseeing the club in 1981. Before purchasing the Broncos, 
Phipps was the president of the Gerald H. Phipps Inc. Construction Company, which he continued to operate. Phipps 


was born March 4, 1915, in Denver. Mr. Phipps passed away on Aug. 6, 1993. 
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HEAD COACH 


Dan Reeves became the first head coach to be elected to the Denver Broncos Ring 
of Fame when he was chosen along with Gene Mingo and Rick Upchurch in 2014. 
Reeves coached the Broncos from 1981-92 and compiled a 110-73-1 (.600) record in 
his 12 seasons while leading the team to a franchise-best five division titles (1984, ’86- 
87, 89, 91) and three Super Bowl appearances (1986-87, ’89). His 110 regular-season 
wins and seven playoff victories each rank second in Broncos history behind former 
Head Coach Mike Shanahan (138 reg. season/8 postseason). Hired by the Broncos on 
March 10, 1981, Reeves made six postseason appearances with Denver and finished 
with a losing record on just two occasions—one of which was the strike-shortened 
1982 season. The pinnacle of his coaching career with the Broncos came in the late 
1980s when he led the Broncos to the Super Bowl three times in a four-year span 
(1986-87, ’89). Including his NFL tenure as a player with Dallas (1965-72) and coach- 
ing stops with the Cowboys (1972, ’74-80), New York Giants (1993-96) and Atlanta 
Falcons (1997-2003), Reeves owns the distinction of participating in more Super 


ae 


Bowls (9) than any individual in NFL history. His most recent championship appearance was during the 1998 season 
when he led the Falcons to Super Bowl XXxXIII against the Broncos to become just the third head coach at the time 
to lead multiple teams to the Super Bowl. In 23 seasons as an NFL head coach, including his 12 years with Denver, 
Reeves posted a 190-165-2 (.535) regular-season record and an 11-9 (.550) postseason mark. His 190 regular-sea- 
son wins and 201 overall victories each rank ninth in league history while his four Super Bowl appearances are tied 
for fourth in league annals among head coaches. A quarterback at the University of South Carolina, Reeves signed 
with the Cowboys in 1965 and totaled 535 rushes for 1,990 yards (3.7 avg.) and 25 touchdowns as a running back 


during his eight-year professional playing career. 
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HEAD COACH 


Mike Shanahan, the Broncos’ all-time leader in regular-season wins (138) and postsea- 
son victories (8), became the third head coach elected into the Denver Broncos Ring 
of Fame in 2020. Denver’s head coach from 1995-2008, Shanahan led the Broncos 
to back-to-back Super Bowl wins (XXXII & XXXII), three conference championship 
games, seven postseason appearances and nine winning seasons during his 14 sea- 
sons manning the sidelines. Previously serving as an assistant coach with the Broncos 
in two separate stints (1984-87, ’89-91), he was hired as head coach on Jan. 31, 1995. 
During Shanahan’s tenure as head coach, Denver had the fourth-best regular-season 
record (138-86-0 / .616) and top home-record (83-29-0 / .741) in pro football. The 
Broncos also led the league during that span in total offense (361.9 ypg) and rushing 
offense (138.4 ypg) while scoring the third-most points (5,449 / 24.3 ppg) in the NFL. 
Between the 1996-98 seasons, the Broncos became the first team in NFL history to 
win 46 overall games (39 reg. / 7 post.) in a three-year period. They went undefeated 
at home in each of those three seasons, becoming the second team ever to be unde- 
feated and untied at home in three consecutive years. In the franchise’s first two Super 
Bowl winning seasons (1997, ’98), the Broncos won 33 overall games, including 18 consecutive games (12/15/97- 
12/13/98) to tie the then all-time NFL record for consecutive victories. Shanahan, who is one of six head coaches to 
win back-to-back Super Bowls, coached six Broncos who were selected to the 1990s NFL All-Decade Team and six 
Pro Football Hall of Famers. Following back-to-back World Championships, Shanahan, who held additional responsi- 
bilities as Executive Vice President of Football Operations, rebuilt the Broncos into contenders with five consecutive 
winning seasons (2002-06) and three straight playoff appearances (2003-05). Denver went 13-3 in 2005 and hosted 
its second AFC Championship Game with Shanahan as head coach. One of six head coaches in NFL history to be on 
staff for 200+ wins and multiple World Championships with one team, Shanahan was a part of 221 total wins with 
the Broncos (the most for one coach in team history). Denver also advanced to three Super Bowls (XXI, XXII & XXIV) 
with Shanahan on staff as an assistant. Including his tenure leading the Los Angeles Raiders from 1988-89 and the 
Washington Redskins from 2010-13, Shanahan finished his 20-year head coaching career with a record of 170-138 
(.552). His 178 total victories (170 reg season + 8 postseason) are tied for 14th in pro football history. 
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Shannon Sharpe was elected as the 22nd member of the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame = 
on May 12, 2009, after 12 record-setting seasons with the club from 1990-99 and 2002- 
03. A Pro Football Hall of Fame inductee in 2011, Sharpe tied a Broncos record with 
seven consecutive Pro Bowl selections from 1992-98 while becoming the NFL’s all-time 
leader in receptions, receiving yards and receiving touchdowns by a tight end. A key 
member of the Broncos’ back-to-back Super Bowl championship teams from 1997-98, 
Sharpe also was a four-time first-team All-Pro selection by the Associated Press as a 
Bronco. In 172 career regular-season games (139 starts) with Denver, he registered the 
second-most receptions (675), receiving yards (8,439) and receiving touchdowns (55) 
by a player in club annals, trailing only wide receiver Rod Smith. He also played two 
seasons with Baltimore from 2000-01, earning the third Super Bowl ring of his career 
during the 2000 campaign and his eighth trip to the Pro Bowl in 2001 with the Ravens. 
For his 14-year NFL career, Sharpe played 204 regular-season games (169 starts) and 
had 815 receptions for 10,060 yards (12.3 avg.) with 62 touchdowns. Sharpe owns 
more receptions, receiving yards, receiving touchdowns, Super Bowl wins and Pro Bowl 
selections than any of the other seven tight ends enshrined in the Pro Football Hall of Fame. Selected by the Broncos 
in the seventh round (192nd overall) of the 1990 NFL Draft from Savannah State University, Sharpe was named the 
first-team tight end on the NFL 1990s All-Decade Team as chosen by the Hall of Fame Selection Committee members. 
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SHARPE'S NFL Career RECORD 
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Dennis Smith was inducted into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 2001, honoring his 
stellar 14-year career with the club during which he established himself as one of the 
most feared safeties in the NFL. A ferocious hitter, Smith was voted to six Pro Bowls 
(1985-86, ‘89-91, ‘93) that tie for the sixth most by a player in Broncos history. The 
four-time All-NFL choice (1985-86, ‘89, ‘93) was a key part of seven playoff teams, five 
division champions and three Super Bowl teams (XXI in 1986, XXII in ‘87, XXIV in ‘89) 
with Denver. Selected by the Broncos in the first round (15th overall) of the 1981 NFL 
Draft from the University of Southern California, Smith finished his career ranked third 
all time in games played (184) by a Bronco and fifth in games started (170). He currently 
ranks sixth in club annals in both categories. The safety also is one of just four players 
in the history of the Broncos to play at least 14 seasons with the club. Smith’s 30 career 
interceptions and 431 career interception return yards both were the fifth-highest totals 
at the time of his retirement (currently ranked seventh and sixth, respectively). Smith’s 
career totals also include 1,171 tackles (794 solo) and 15 sacks. He posted a career- 
high five sacks in 1983, a career-best five interceptions in ‘91 and a career-high 120 
tackles in ‘92. For his career, Smith recorded five seasons with at least 100 tackles. He was a consensus All-America 
choice in 1980 as a senior at USC, where he lettered four times in football and three times in track. 


SmityH's NFL CarReER RECORD 
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Paul Smith was inducted into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 1986 along with 
quarterbacks Frank Tripucka and Charley Johnson. The defensive tackle recorded 55.5 
sacks with the Broncos from 1968-78, finishing his 11-year career in Denver ranked 
second in that category (currently seventh). He posted 10.5 sacks in 1972 and 11 sacks 
in ‘73, propelling him to back-to-back Pro Bowl selections, while registering a career- 
high 12 sacks during the ‘71 campaign. Smith did not miss a game for five consecutive 
seasons from 1969-73, appearing in all 70 contests during that period. He saw action 
in 12 games during the 1977 campaign, a season in which the AFC West-champion 
Broncos reached the playoffs for the first time in club history and played in Super 
Bowl XII against the Cowboys. Smith was one of the team’s defensive leaders during 
the years when Denver was building the foundation for defensive excellence with the 
famed “Orange Crush.” His head coach, John Ralston, once said that Smith was “the 
finest defensive tackle in pro football,” and the lineman was known for being one of the 
quickest defensive tackles in the NFL. Smith’s 11-year career was the longest in Broncos 
annals until he was surpassed by fellow Ring of Famer Billy Thompson. He was the first 10-year man in Broncos 
history after joining the club as a ninth-round selection (222nd overall) in the 1968 NFL Draft from the University of 
New Mexico. Smith finished his professional career by playing two seasons with Washington from 1979-80. Smith 
passed away on March 14, 2000. 


SmityH's NFL Career RECORD 
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Rod Smith, the franchise’s all-time leading receiver, was elected to the Denver Broncos 
Ring of Fame in 2012. A three-time Pro Bowl selection (2000-01, ‘05), Smith played 
183 regular-season games (158 starts) over 12 seasons while setting club records for 
receptions (849), receiving yards (11,389) and receiving touchdowns (68). He also 
established the team’s career postseason receiving marks with 49 catches for 860 yards 
and six touchdowns in 13 playoff games, including Denver's back-to-back Super Bowl 
championships following the 1997 and ‘98 seasons. Originally signed by the Broncos as 
a college free agent from Division I! Missouri Southern University in 1994, Smith spent 
his rookie season on Denver's practice squad. His first NFL reception came against the 
Washington Redskins on Sept. 17, 1995, on a 43-yard catch from quarterback John 
Elway as time expired to give the Broncos a dramatic 38-31 victory. Smith eclipsed the 
1,000-yard receiving mark in six consecutive seasons from 1997-2002 and in a club-re- 
cord eight seasons overall (also from 2004-05). He produced 30 100-yard receiving 
games in the regular season, including in a career-high eight contests during the 2000 
season. Following his final game as a Bronco at the conclusion of the 2006 regular 
season, Smith was ranked 11th in NFL history in career receptions (849), 17th in career receiving yards (11,389) 
and tied for 30th in career receiving touchdowns (68). His string of posting 70 or more catches for nine consecutive 
seasons (1997-2005) tied for the second-longest streak in NFL history, and his career receiving yardage total still 
ranks second among undrafted players in league annals. 
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Lionel Taylor, one of the “original Broncos,” was one of the initial Ring of Famers after 
being inducted with the inaugural class in 1984. He finished his seven-year Broncos 
career (1960-66) as the franchise’s all-time leader in receptions (543) and receiving 
yards (6,872), records he held until 1999 (and now ranks fourth in each). In addition, 
he set a Broncos record for career touchdown receptions with 44, a mark that now ties 
for the fifth highest in team history. He caught 92 passes for 1,235 yards (13.4 avg.) 
with 12 touchdowns in Denver's inaugural 1960 campaign, and his reception total that 
year was the eighth best by a second-year player in NFL history. Taylor followed his 
impressive 1960 campaign with 100 receptions (1,176 yds.) in 1961 that stood as 
the franchise record until 2000 and currently tie for eighth on its single-season chart. 
Regarded by many as the possessor of the best hands in pro football, Taylor led the 
AFL in receiving for five of the league’s first six years of existence. He never caught 
fewer than 76 passes in a season over those first six years, averaging 84.7 catches 
from 1960-65 for the highest six-year total in football history at that time. He totaled 
AFL/NFL bests in receptions (508) while ranking third in receiving yards (6,424) and tying for eighth in touchdown 
receptions (43) from 1960-65. A three-time All-AFL selection (1960-61, ‘65) who played in the league all-star game in 
1962, Taylor attended New Mexico Highlands University. He entered the NFL with Chicago in 1959 and played for the 
Bears as a linebacker for one season before joining the Broncos in 1960. He finished his professional career playing 
two seasons with Houston from 1967-68. 


TayLor's NFL CarREER RECORD 
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Billy Thompson, regarded by many as one of the best defensive backs in Denver Broncos 
history, was the only Ring of Fame inductee in 1987. A third-round draft choice (61st overall) 
by the Broncos in 1969, Thompson was the first player in team history to play 13 seasons with 
Denver (1969-81) with that total tying for the sixth highest in franchise annals. A team captain 
for many years, Thompson finished his career with more starts (178) and games played (179) 
than any player in Broncos history and currently ranks third and 10th, respectively, in those 
categories. The safety also had the longest consecutive start and games played streaks (156 
games) in Broncos history at the time of his retirement, marks that currently rank first and 
third, respectively, in club annals. Thompson was a three-time Pro Bowl selection (1977-78, 
‘81) who earned All-NFL honors twice (1977-78) while establishing himself as one of the 
game’s top ballhawks, finishing his career with a club-record 61 takeaways (40 INTs/21 FUM) 
as a member of teams that reached the playoffs three times (1977-79), won two division titles 
(1977-78) and appeared in one Super Bowl (XII in 1977). His 40 career interceptions are 
the third most by a Bronco in team history, and Thompson stands atop the Broncos’ career 
interception return yardage list with 784 for a 19.6-yard average that is the second best in 
Club history. The safety scored seven defensive touchdowns for his career, reaching the end zone three times on interception 
returns and four times on fumble recoveries. His three interception return touchdowns tie for the third-highest total in Broncos 
annals while his four fumble recovery touchdowns stood as the NFL’s career record for many years and currently tie for third 
in league history. As a rookie in 1969, Thompson became the first player in pro football history to lead his league in both 
kickoff (28.5 avg.) and punt return (11.5 avg.) average in the same season. He finished his career with the second-most punt 
return yards (1,814), seventh-best punt return average (11.6) and third-best kickoff return average (25.1) in Broncos history. 
Thompson enjoyed a brilliant career at Maryland State (now Maryland-Eastern Shore), earning All-CIAA honors three times as 
a defensive back and being named team MVP as a senior. He also twice earned NAIA All-America honors and made All-CIAA 
three times in baseball as a centerfielder. 
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Frank Tripucka, who joined the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 1986, is one of the 
“original Broncos,” playing for the team from 1960-63. Tripucka led the Broncos to 
their first-ever .500 season in 1962 (7-7) and represented half of the Tripucka-to-Lionel 
Taylor passing combination as the duo (both Ring of Famers) went on to set various 
records together. Tripucka, who joins John Elway and Floyd Little as one of three 
Broncos whose jersey number is retired, recorded his best statistical season in 1960 
when he completed 248-of-478 passes (51.9%) for 3,038 yards with 24 touchdowns. 
His 3,038 passing yards led the AFL that year while his 24 touchdown passes tied for 
the second-highest total in the league. The signal-caller was selected to play in the 
AFL All-Star Game following a 1962 season in which he threw for 2,917 yards to lead 
Denver to a 7-7 record and a second-place finish in the AFL West. Tripucka’s 7,645 
passing yards and 51 touchdown passes from 1960-62 marked the second-highest 
totals in the AFL during those three seasons. Tripucka currently ranks eighth in 
Broncos history in career passing yards (7,676), sixth in pass attempts (1,277), eighth : 
in completions (662) and eighth in touchdown passes (51). His 447 passing yards against Buffalo (9/15/62) stood 
as the Broncos’ single-game record until 2000 and currently tie for sixth in club annals. A former star at Notre Dame, 
Tripucka joined the Broncos after playing for Detroit (1949), the Chicago Cardinals (1950-52) and the Dallas Texans 
(1952).

Jim Turner, a 1988 inductee into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame, ranks as one of 
the most prolific kickers of all time in professional football. He never missed a game 
as a pro and finished with a streak of 228 consecutive appearances, including 130 in 
nine seasons (1971-79) with the Broncos, for whom he scored 742 points to establish 
himself as Denver’s all-time scoring leader until Jason Elam passed his mark in 1999. 
Turner also ranks behind only Elam in Broncos history in career field goals made 
(151) and extra points made (283). Turner’s 151 field goals made with Denver from 
1971-79 marked the fourth-highest total in the NFL during that period while his 742 
points scored were the fifth most in the league over that span. In 1977, Turner helped 
Denver post a 12-2 regular-season record to earn the franchise’s first-ever playoff 
appearance en route to advancing to Super Bowl XII against Dallas. Turner was a key 

part of Broncos squads that earned a total of three playoff appearances (1977-79) and 

two division titles (1977-78). Named the Broncos’ special teams MVP in 1975, Turner 

joined Denver in 1971 after the club acquired him in a trade from the New York Jets. 

He played seven seasons for the Jets (1964-70), helping lead the club to a victory in 

Super Bowl III against Baltimore. At the time of his retirement, Turner ranked second in NFL career scoring with 1,439 
points (currently 25th) as well as second in field goals with 304 (currently tied for 26th). Turner kicked 521 career 
extra points (currently 23rd in NFL history) and was the fourth player to ever reach the 500 mark. Before entering the 
NFL, Turner was a three-time letterman as a quarterback at Utah State University in the early 1960s.

Rick Upchurch joined Gene Mingo and Dan Reeves as Denver Broncos Ring of Fame 
inductees in 2014. Upchurch, who spent his entire nine-year NFL career (1975-83) with 
the Broncos, made four Pro Bowls (1976, ’78-79, 82) and five Associated Press All-Pro 
teams (1976-79, ’82) as a returner. He was named a first-team 1970s NFL All-Decade 
choice by the Pro Football Hall of Fame Selection Committee in addition to earning sec- 
ond-team 1980s NFL All-Decade honors as a kick returner. Upchurch is the only player 
in Broncos history to make multiple all-decade teams with the franchise. His career 
totals include 267 receptions for 4,369 yards (16.4 avg.) with 24 touchdowns, 49 rush- 
es for 349 yards (7.1 avg.) with three scores, 248 punt returns for 3,008 yards (12.1 
avg.) with eight touchdowns as well as 95 kickoff returns for 2,355 yards (24.8 avg.). 
Upchurch’s eight career punt return scores tied Pro Football Hall of Fame safety Jack 
Christiansen for the most in NFL history at the time of his retirement and currently rank 
first in franchise annals. In 1976, he led the NFL with a 13.7-yard punt return average 
and four punt return scores. His four touchdowns on punt returns tied an NFL record 
which still hasn’t been broken. He finished first in the league in punt return average 
(16.1) and punt return touchdowns (2) again in 1982. His best offensive season came in 1979 when he paced the 
Broncos with 64 receptions for 937 yards (14.6 avg.) with seven touchdowns. His 937 yards marked the sixth-high- 
est single-season total in franchise history at the time and his seven receiving scores tied for sixth. Selected by the 
Broncos in the fourth round (95th overall) of the 1975 NFL Draft from the University of Minnesota, Upchurch was a 
2003 inductee into the Colorado Sports Hall of Fame. He was born on May 20, 1952, in Toledo, Ohio.

Louis Wright v was named to the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 1993 following an elec- 
trifying 12-year career (1975-86) with the club as a cornerback. Selected by the Broncos 
in the first round (17th overall) of the 1975 NFL Draft from San Jose State University, 
Wright was a five-time Pro Bowl choice (1977-79, ‘83, ‘85) and is one of nine players 
in franchise history to be selected to at least five Pro Bowls. He was named All-NFL by 
The Sporting News, Pro Football Weekly and the NEA in 1977, a year in which he was a 
key member of Denver’s 12-2 team that became the first in franchise history to make the 
playoffs en route to reaching Super Bowl XII against Dallas. For his career, Wright helped 
the Broncos earn six playoff berths (1977-79, ‘83-84, ‘86), four division titles (1977-78, 
‘84, 86) and two Super Bowl appearances (XII in ‘77 and XXI in ‘86). He received All-AFC 
honors from UPI in 1985 after posting five interceptions that year while his teammates 
voted him Denver’s MVP on defense following both the 1982 and ‘84 seasons. Wright 
played 166 career games as a Bronco, including 163 starts that ranked fourth in club 
history at the time of his retirement and currently stand eighth. The defensive back played 
every game in a season eight times, including the 1983 campaign in which he recorded 
a career and team-high six interceptions. Wright’s 26 career interceptions rank eighth in club history while his 360 
career interception return yards are eighth on Denver's all-time list. He recovered 11 fumbles for his career and scored 
twice on fumble recoveries for touchdowns. At San Jose State, Wright was a two-time letterwinner as a defensive 
back. He also won two letters in track and once ran the 100 meters in 9.6 seconds.

Gary Zimmerman, named to the Pro Football Hall of Fame Class of 2008, was inducted 
into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 2003. He played tackle for the Broncos for five 
seasons (1993-97) and became the first offensive lineman in the history of the franchise 
to be honored with inclusion in the Ring. A finalist for the Pro Football Hall of Fame 
from 2003-04 and ‘06-07 before he joined John Elway as the second HOF inductee 
who spent a primary portion of his career in Denver, Zimmerman was acquired by the 
Broncos in a trade from Minnesota on Aug. 24, 1993, after playing his first seven years 
with the Vikings. He was named to the Pro Bowl three times (1994-96) as a Bronco and 
helped the franchise to its first-ever World Championship with a victory over Green Bay 
in Super Bow! XXXII during his final season in 1997. Zimmerman, who started all 76 
games played as a Bronco, helped Denver lead the NFL in total yards twice (1996-97) 
and record three consecutive top-5 league rushing rankings (1995-97), including an 
NFL-best mark in 1996. During his 12 seasons in the NFL from 1986-97, Zimmerman 
started all 184 games played and was named to seven Pro Bowls (1987-89, ‘92, ‘94-96) 
while receiving first-or second-team All-Pro honors eight times. He holds the unique distinction of being one of only 
a handful of players to be named to two NFL All-Decade Teams (1980s and 1990s). Picked in the first round (third 
overall) of the 1984 supplemental draft by the New York Giants, his signing rights were traded to the Vikings for two 
second-round picks in the 1986 draft. He spent two seasons with the L.A. Express of the USFL before reporting to 
Minnesota, where he began a streak of 169 consecutive starts that lasted until 1996 when surgery sidelined him. 
Zimmerman, who helped the Vikings lead the NFC in rushing in 1991, anchored offensive lines that blocked for a 
conference’s leading passer four times during his career (1986, ‘88, 93, ‘96). He played at the University of Oregon, 
where he received first-team All-Pacific-10 Conference honors as a senior.

Beck has been the team’s nominee for the Salute to Service Award presented by USAA, for two 
consecutive years (2020-21), and has reached more than 425 military families through his strategic 
outreach.

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he Denver Broncos began a new era in 2001 when they took to the field in their new venue, 
Empower Field at Mile High. Built adjacent to their previous home of 41 years, Mile High Stadium, 
the new stadium features first-class, state-of-the art amenities for the teams and fans alike. 

With seating capacity set at 76,125, Empower Field at Mile High is one of the largest stadiums in the 
National Football League. It includes 1.7 million square feet of space (approximately twice that of Mile High 
Stadium), providing the ultimate in comfort and convenience—including wider concourses, wider seats, 
more restrooms, elevators and escalators and full-service accommodations for people with disabilities. 

Empower Field at Mile High features 132 luxury suites on two levels as well as 8,800 club seats. It 
is highlighted by an emphasis on state-of-the-art technology while maintaining the traditional aspects 
of Mile High Stadium that gave the Broncos a decided home-field advantage over the years. Those 
features include the close proximity of the seats to the field as well as steel treads and risers that fans 
utilize to create the same deafening roar that characterized Mile High Stadium. 

A $30 million investment in Empower Field at Mile High during the 2013 offseason increased the 
size of its scoreboard by three times while enhancing all stadium audio/visual elements, suites and 
concourses. 

In 2022, the Broncos unveiled renovations to their home team locker room at Empower Field on 
Mile High. The renovation featured a 10,000 square foot expansion, adding a dedicated performance 
nutrition room and improved training and hydrotherapy facilities. 

The stadium was designed and built by Turner/Empire/Alvarado Construction and HNTB Architects in 
association with Fentress Bradburn Architects and Bertram A. Bruton Architects. Numerous Colorado 
companies and hundreds of professional designers, engineers and construction tradesmen were 
involved in the construction of the new state-of-the-art facility. 

Construction began during the summer of 1999, and official groundbreaking on the stadium was held 
on Aug. 17, 1999. The Broncos won the first game ever played in the new stadium, 31-24, over New 
Orleans on Aug. 25, 2001, in the preseason and won the first regular-season game, 31-20, at the facility 
on Monday Night Football against the New York Giants on Sept. 10, 2001.

BRONCOS STADIUM HISTORY 


he Denver Broncos played nearly all of their home games for the first 41 seasons of club history in 

one building. Known since 1969 as Mile High Stadium, the facility opened in 1948 as Bears Stadium 
for the Denver Bears of baseball’s old Western League with long range plans to utilize it for football as 
well. When Denver became a charter member of the American Football League in 1959, the south stands 
(8,100 seats) and portable east stands (9,616 seats) were added to give a capacity of 34,657 for football. 
The Broncos began play in 1960. 

After Denver voters turned down a stadium bond issue to build an all-purpose metropolitan stadium in 
1967, a non-profit group began a fundraising drive with the goal of purchasing the stadium for the city. 
In February 1968, the group bought the stadium from Rocky Mountain Empire Sports for $1.8 million and 
presented it to the city of Denver. A 16,000-seat upper deck was immediately constructed over the west 


stands, raising the capacity to more than 50,000 for the 1968 
season. In December 1968, the stadium was renamed Denver 
Mile High Stadium. 

The Broncos posted a home record of 191-109-7 (.634) in 
41 seasons of play from 1960-2000. With the exception of two 
games played at the University of Denver Stadium (1962 and 
‘63 home openers; 1-1 record), every Broncos home game 
was played in the single facility known either as Bears Stadium 
or Mile High Stadium with the club posting a 190-108-7 (.638) 
record in the building. The Broncos went 19-40-2 (.328) from 
1960-68 in Bears Stadium before posting a 171-68-5 (.711) 
record from 1969-2000 after the name was changed to Mile 
High Stadium. 

The stadium was filled for every regular-season game from 
the beginning of the 1970 season through its final season in 
2000. The Broncos sold out 237 consecutive regular-season 
games, and with postseason contests the total reached 250 
over the 31-year period. 

Expansion of Mile High Stadium, which began in 1975, was 
completed for the 1977 season to give the Broncos the sev- 
enth-largest home facility in the league. Denver voters passed 
a $25 million bond issue in 1974 to expand and improve the 
stadium from its capacity of 51,706 to 75,100. The stadium 
held 63,532 for the 1976 season, halfway through the project. 

Bringing the stadium to its final capacity of 76,098 in 1986 
was the construction of 60 penthouse suites atop the west 
stands.

One of the unique aspects of Mile High Stadium was its movable east stands. The massive single section, 
when fully extended, formed a horseshoe configuration for football, and when retracted, was in position for 
baseball. The three-tiered structure, measuring 535 feet in length, 135 feet in height and 200 feet in depth, 
weighed nearly nine million pounds and was moved a distance of 145 feet between the two configurations. 
The move was facilitated by a process involving a thin layer of water on which the structure moved. Water 
was pumped onto more than 90,000 square feet of runways and formed a .003-inch sheet upon which the 
stands rested. Hydraulic rams then pushed the stands forward at the rate of three feet per minute, making 
the move last somewhere around two hours.

A Colorado native and 1971 winner of The Denver Post Gold Helmet Award, he is one of two ath- 
letes (along with Dave Winfield) drafted by franchises in Major League Baseball, the NBA and the NFL. 
Logan chose the latter, starring for the Cleveland Browns from 1976-83 and ascending into the top 
five of virtually every receiving category in the franchise’s record books. He played his final season in 
Denver in 1984. 

Since then, Logan has brought his love for sports and knowledge of the games to Colorado radio 
listeners. He currently co-hosts a weekday talk show on KOA Radio. He was named 1997 Broadcast 
od 98), the Year in Colorado and has been Colorado Sportscaster of the Year three times (1992-93 
and ‘98). 

Logan also is one of the most accomplished prep football coaches in the country, as he is the only 
coach in history to lead four different schools to a state title at the highest classification (10 champion- 
ships eat He is in his 11th season coaching at Cherry Creek High School, winner of the 2014, ‘19, 
‘20 and ‘21 Class 5A state championships. 

Logan was named the Denver Broncos’ Don Shula NFL Coach of the Year nominee in 2010 and was 
named a finalist for the national award in 2014, recognizing his integrity, achievement and leadership 
demonstrated by the winningest coach in NFL history. In 2021, Logan was named to the 2021 class of 
the National Federation of State High School Associations (NFHS) National High School Hall of Fame. 
He also was the recipient of the Denver Athletic Club’s Career Achievement Award in 2012. 


Rick Lewis joins Logan for his sixth full season providing color commentary for the Broncos Radio 
Network. A guest commentator for one game in 2016, Lewis co-hosts a weekday talk show with Logan 
on KOA Radio, and The Rick Lewis Show (previously The Lewis and Floorwax Show) from 5-9 a.m. each 
day on 103.5 The Fox. For nearly three decades, Lewis has been one of the top-rated radio personalities 
in the country and has been awarded Personality of the Year multiple times. He’s an Emmy and Telly 
award winner for television, and has appeared in major motion pictures, network TV shows, and national 
commercials. 

Lewis’ sports broadcasting experience includes radio and TV play-by-play work for college and high 
school football, baseball, and basketball, and he previously co-hosted The Truth—a Broncos pregame 
show—on 103.5 The Fox. 


Susie Wargin is in her fourth season as the sideline reporter for Broncos radio broadcasts. She 
is a fourth-generation Colorado native. Wargin began her communications career in Fort Collins 
as a radio intern, while attending Colorado State University. After graduating with a B.A. in Speech 
Communications from CSU, she pushed buttons for syndicated radio broadcasts. Her dream to be a DJ 
on the FM dial came true in 1992 when she started weekend overnights at 93.3 KTCL. From there Susie 
“Rocked the Rockies” at 106.7 KBPI for 9 years and is currently the midday DJ at 103.5 The Fox. While 
Susie loves music, her passion for sports has been tightly woven into her radio and TV careers: CSU 
radio football sideline reporter, first full-time female sports reporter for KOA, morning sports anchor at 
KUSA-TV and the host of specialty shows like the weekly John Elway Show and CSU Coaches Show. 
Susie has traveled & covered Denver area teams in two Super Bowls, the World Series, Stanley Cup 
playoffs, Frozen Four and NCAA Bow! games & March Madness.

The media website 
also serves as the primary means to request credentials for Broncos home games through our online 
credentialing process. 

Requests for game credentials must be formally made by Tuesday of the week of each home game, and 
credentials may be picked up at the media will call window in the North tunnel of Empower Field at Mile 
High on game day. 

It is understood that all credentials will be used for the purpose for which they were issued without excep- 
tion. Violation of this policy will subject the bearer to ejection from Empower Field at Mile High. 

WORKING PRESS: Admittance to the Broncos’ press box is restricted to the WORKING PRESS ONLY. 
Credentials are marked with individual identification. Passes are non-transferable. 

PHOTOGRAPHERS: Photographers are asked to take special note of the following conditions for use of 
press credentials, as set by the National Football League: 


NOTICE OF CREDENTIAL USE CONDITIONS

Sideline photo passes will be tightly controlled by the public relations department and are generally 
limited to photographers shooting for a major metropolitan daily newspaper, wire service, or magazine of 
national circulation on specific assignment. As a general rule, field photo passes used for still photography 
will not be granted locker room access postgame. 

RADIO-TELEVISION: In making requests for broadcast credentials, please specify requirements for 
spotters and/or statisticians. 

STADIUM ACCESS: To get to Empower Field at Mile High, which is located at 17th Avenue and Bryant 
Street, take Interstate 25 to the Empower Field at Mile High Exit (Southbound, it is the 23rd Ave. Exit; 
Northbound it is the 17th Avenue Exit). The press entrance and media will call are located at the north 
tunnel of the stadium. 

DRIVING INSTRUCTIONS TO EMPOWER FIELD AT MILE HIGH FROM DENVER INTERNATIONAL 
AIRPORT: Exit airport on Pena Boulevard and continue to Interstate 70. Take Interstate 70 West to 
Interstate 25 South. Continue on I-25 South and exit at 23rd Ave. Go straight through the intersection onto 
a special frontage road, and then follow the directions to Lots H, |, J and K. If you do not already have a 
parking pass in hand, you will not be able to gain access to the frontage road. 

DRIVING INSTRUCTIONS TO DENVER INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT FROM EMPOWER FIELD AT MILE 
HIGH: Depending on your lot location, follow signs to Interstate 25 North. To do so you can take 20th 
Avenue East to Clay Street, turning left at Clay and proceeding to 23rd Avenue. Take a right at 23rd Avenue 
and continue to Interstate 25 entrances. Another route would be to follow Bryant Street (which runs north- 
south on the east side of the stadium) to 17th Avenue East, which will continue beneath an overpass and 
take you directly to I-25 North. Take I-25 North to I-70 East. Follow the signs to DIA. Please allow 45 
minutes from Empower Field at Mile High to DIA. 

POST-GAME TRANSPORTATION: Please advise Broncos PR personnel as soon as possible should you 
require transportation following the game. The amount of time you must wait will obviously decline as 
time goes by following the conclusion of the game. Should you wish to make your own arrangements, the 
numbers of local cab companies are 303-777-7777 and 303-333-3333.
